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GREAT DEMAND FOR BOND 


Growing Popular Interest in the New 
Government Loan. 


HEAVY CALLS ON NEW-YORK BANKS 


—_——_——— 


Unable to Furnish Customers with 


the Gold They Ask For, They 


Are Forced to Go to 


the Sub-Treasury. 


Treasury officials regard the withdrawal 
ef gold for bonds es evidence of growing 
pepular interest in the new loan. The 
ameunt taken out since Thursday last 
reached about $4,000,000 at the close of busi- 
ness yesterday. Banks through which the 
money was drawn said that customers had 
made demands upon them beyond their abil- 
ity to meet except by exchanges of legal 
tenders. There seemed no reason to ques- 
tion the extent of demands, for the story at 
every bank was that by mail and personal 
ealls customers had shown extraordinary 
interest in the loan. 

An illustration of the wa, conditions are 
working is furnished in the case of the 
Third National Bank, which withdrew 
$1,000,000 yesterday. A. B. Hepburn, ex- 
Controller of the Currency, is President of 
this bank. The bank has $1,747,000 in gold. 
It has intended all along to spare $1,000,000 
for bonds. Its customers have called for 
nearly $3,000,000. The only way to supply 
them, considering that other banks are 
crowded with the same kind of calls, is by 
exchanges at the Sub-Treasury. 

Mayor-elect Strong’s bank, the Central 
National, kas taken $500,000 in gold in two 
days. This bank is not a large holder of 
gold. It owns more than $5,000,000 in legal 
tenders, while all of its specie, including 
silver, is only $490,000. The bank’s custom- 
ers comprise many merchants who wish to 
place in Government bonds money that they 
are not. using in business. With gold-hold- 
ing banks as busy as possible providing for 
their own customers, the Central is forced 
to get gold for bonds from the Sub-Treas- 
ury. 

This explanation applies to all who have 
#0 far made exchanges. The banking houses 
that figure in the list have little or no gold 
of their own on which to draw. Their cus- 
tomers coulld not get bonds at all from the 
Government except by this process. 

Criticism of the Boston banks which are 
drawing gold from the Sub-Treasury here 
is that they can probably get it in no other 
way. The iaw provides that greenbacks 
are redeemable in gold at only the Sub- 
Treasuries at New-York and San Francisco. 
At other Sub-Treasuries refemption is con- 
fined to Treasury notes. Of the total issue 
ef Treasury notes—$151,000,000—the Treas- 
ury at Washington has $28,900,000, nearly 
all in notes of large denominations. The 
remainder of the issue is in small denomi- 
nations, and is scattered all over the coun- 
try. Boston has greenbacks, but can get 
gold for them only in New-York. The gold 
holdings in the Boston banks are about 
$8,600,000. Much of this metal will be 
used, it is expected, in direct purchases of 
bonds. Exchanges are said to have been 
made for customers to whom gold could 
not be spared. They had to subscribe in 
this way in order to bid at all. 

Banks or persons with gold to surrender 
can make bids at any time this week with 
@ reasonable certainty of getting bonds. 
The bank plan has always been to wait 
until subscriptions are about closing before 
making bids. There is no indication that 
a dollar of gold hus been withdrawn from 
the Treasury for the direct account of a 
gold-holding bank. Bank subscriptions, ac- 
cording to all assurances, will not involve 
the use of Treasury gold if the subscribers 
have gold of their own. The bond money 
in process of withdrawal is for customers 
who have no gold and who wish to sub- 
scribe. 

Inference in this respect is sustained, not 
merely by the assurances of those who are 
making the exchanges, but by the actual 
withdrawals at this time. There were in 
February no demands for gold at the Sub- 
Treasury until the bond allotment. The 
banks and other large subscribers who 
made exchanges did not then take away the 
metal, as is now done. They accepted re- 
demption receipts for their money. At the 
allotment they took gold receipts, which 
were returned when they called for the 
bonds. The $20,000,000 of gold represented 
in exchanges in that issue was not counted 
or handled at all. It remained undisturbed 
fin the Treasury vaults. 

That was an easy way of doing business. 
The way is oven now. Officials believe that 
if the banks were making exchanges for 
themselves they would naturally do it by 
receipts and save the needless trouble and 
expense of actually handling the metal. 
Their customers do not know of this way, 
but think they must have the gold in hand 
in order to subscribe. 

Those who expect to care for the bulk cf 
the issue look upon the Treasury withdraw- 
als as confirmation of their original belief, 
that the bonds will be largely oversub- 
scribed. They say the exchanges reflect the 
desire to subscribe of persons who cannot 
get gold by any other means. Confidence 
is as strong as at any time that the banks 
will pay out their gold liberally for the 
bonds. If the total income of new gold shall 
be $40,000,000, it will make good the Treas- 
ury reserve. No one questions that the 
banks will supply at least this amount. The 
banks of this city alohe would need to part 
with only one-half their gold to furnish this 
amount, leaving wholly out of account what 
might be furnished from other sections. 

Banking men discussed among themselves 
yesterday plans for subscriptions. They 
decided on nothing definitely, but it was 
commonly understood that new gold would 
be provided as needed. The installment pro- 
vision in the official call will very much 
facilitate a successful issue, because by it 
only $10,000,000 in gold need be paid on 
allotment, subscribers having forty days in 
which to pay the remainder. If dependence 
was on Europe for the new go!d, bankers 
all agree that it would be perfectly feasible 
to make the issue a success under such a 
provision. The process of gathering gold 
at home will be simpler and easier than 
sending to Europe for it. 


ANXIETY IN WASHINGTON. 


Officials Appurently Do Not Under- 
stand the Situation in New-York. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Notwithstand- 
fing all that has been said of the intention 
of the New-York bankers to supply out of 
bank stocks a large percentage of the gold 
required for floating the new issue of 
bonds, the drafts upon the Treasury re- 
serve continue, and most of the gold with- 
drawn is going into the vaults of New- 
York banks. This afternoon a telegram 
was received from Assistant Treasurér 
Jordan, at New-York, saying that $1,648,- 
000 in gold was taken from the Sub-Treas- 
ury to-day, as follows: 


Third National Bank, $1,000,000, 
Emerson & Turnbull, $300,000. 

Central National Bank, $200,000, 

Asiel & Co., $48,000. 

National Bank of the Republic, $100,000. 


This amount, added to that which has al- 


ready been secured by banksrs at the New- 
York Sub-Treasury, makes a total of $3,050,- 
000, which has been withdrawn since Sec- 
retary Carlisle’s bond circular was issued. 
Mr. Jordan did not indicate in his dispatch 
whetrer United States notes or Treasury 
certificates had been received in exchange 
for this gold, but it is believed at the 
Treasury Department that the payments 
were largely made in United States notes. 
Treasury officials are not altogether pleased 
with the figures representing withdrawals 
of gold up to date. Most of these officials 
last week expressed the opinion that the 
New-York bankers would supply the re- 
quisite gold from their private stocks, out 
of a desire to strengthen the credit of the 
Government and give an impetus to busi- 
ness. The showing thus far made by the 
New-Yorkers does not seem to the officials 
here to be in line with this view. 

It will be seen that the Central National 
Bank, of which Mayor-elect Strong is Presi- 
dert, has already secured a half million of 
Government gold since proposals for bonds 
were solicited. The Third National, whose 
President is ex-Controller Hepburn, has se- 
cured $1,000,000 for itself and $300,000 on ac- 
count of the Shawmut National Bank of 
Boston, and the latter institution also drew 
$300,000 through ihe Western National of 
New-York. There may be some good cause 
for the course these banks have taken, but 
the Washington view is that if any under- 
standing was entered into between the 
Treasury Department and New-York bank- 
ers prior to the issuance of the bond circu- 
lar the Third National and the Central Na 
tional were not parties to it. In estimating 
that at least 30 per cent. of the amount of the 
proposed bond issue would come out of the 
gold reserve, temporarily at least, the Treas- 
ury officers hardly looked for heavy drafts 
by New-York bankers. They took it for 
granted that the New-Yorkers would be pa- 
triotic enough to furnish their own coin 
and that the heavy drafts would come 
from institutions in smaller cities whose 
gold stocks were not very large. The de- 
velopments of the last three days have com- 
pelled some of them to revise their opinions. 

One said this afternoon to a correspondent 
for The New-York Times that he would see 
cause for anxiety if the reserve should be 
reduced $10,000,000 as the result of the bond 
call. Before that, he had talked with ap- 
parent confidence about a temporary loss 
of $15,000,000. His former estimate had been 
based on the assumption that a large por- 
tion of the amount withdrawn would be 
returned through the failure of many of the 
bidders to secure bonds. The fact that 
New-York banks are making such heavy 
drafts undoubtedly gives him the idea that 
most of the bids will be on the basis of 3 
per cent, interest, and that, in consequence, 
much of the gold the Treasury is now 
losing will not be returned to it. This 
to many seems to be a reasonable view. 
The gold reserve at the close of business 
to-day figured up $61,015,995. In reality, the 
reserve is down to about $59,000,000, for 
$2,075,000 representing drafts honored in 
New-York in the last two days has not 
yet been entered upon the Treasury books, 
and two days’ output of the mints is also 
to be considered. This is the lowest notch 
touched by the reserve since September. 
From July 31 to Sept. 10, the figures ranged 
from $54,000,000 to $56,000,000. 

Proposals for bonds continue to be re- 
ceived at the Treasury, but the names of 
the bidders are not to be had for publica- 
tion. As the bids will be opened on Satur- 
day for comparison, practically four days 
only remain for those who desire bonds to 
make their applications. It is noticeable 
that nobody appears to doubt that*the with- 
drawals of gold thus far recorded have a 
direct connection with the bond issue. It 
will be known by Friday, at the latest, 
whether the New-York banks propose to be 
patriotic or to make the Government fur- 
nish the gold for the bonds which it now 
desires to sell. 

‘I set no reason,” said one Treasury of- 
ficer this afternoon, “‘ why the bankers of 
New-York should not buy at least $30,000,- 
000 of these bonds and furnish the gold for 
them. Such an act would have a wonderful 
effect upon the country. I am aware that 
bankers have a way of consulting their own 
interests first, but I cannot see how the 
banks could pussibly benefit through trench- 
ing upon the Government’s gold reserve, 
except by forcing gold to a premium, which 
might follow upon failure to successfully 
place this issue of bonds.”’ 


GOV. MORTON'S MILITARY AIDS 


McAlpin Slated for Adjutant 
and Fred C. McLewee 
for Inspector General,

According to well-authenticated rumors in 
the National Guard, Governor-elect Levi P. 
Morton will come to New-York to-day, and 
before he returns to Rhinecliff this evening 
will announce as his staff appointments: 
Adjutant General—Edwin A. McAlpin; In- 
srector General—Fred C. McLewee. 

It is further declared that Mr. Morton will 
make the announcements for the rest of his 
staff by the lst of December, in order to al- 
low the members to obtain their uniforms 
and equipments by Dec. 10. 

One of the closest friends Mr. Morton has 
said last evening: ‘‘ The Governor-elect pro- 
poses to form as able a military staff as the 
National Guard can supply him with. He 
does not propose to let Govs. Hill and Flow- 
er make capital at his expense by compar- 
ing the results that have been accomplished 
by their staffs with those that will be ac- 
complished by his. Mr. Morton is looking 
for soldters for his staff. He believes that 
Col. MecAlpin and Col. McLewee are soldiers, 
and for that reason he has determined to 
appoint them. I know that Mr. Platt has 
refused to advise Mr. Morton in the ap- 
pointment of his military family. What Mr. 
Platt is interested in is the political end of 
the Morton administration. He has admit- 
ted that he is not sufficiently acquainted 
with the National Guard organization to ad- 
vise Mr. Morton as to what he should do or 
what officers he should appoint.”

A Brother of Henry Wilson Dead. 

NATICK, Mass., Nov. 19.—George Albert 
Colbath, one of the two. brothers of Henry 
Wilson, ex-Vice President of the United 
States, whose original name was Jeremiah 
Colbath, died last night. The other brother 
is John Colbath of Whitefleld, N. H. 

George Albert Colbath was born in Farm- 
ington, N. H., and came to Natick in 1849. 
He was a veteran of the rebellion, and cele- 
brated his golden wedding last March. 
After the war Mr, Colbath received an ap- 
pointment in the Custom House, Boston, 
where he remained until 1876. He leaves 
a wife and five children. 


Falsely Claimed to be a Veteran. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Policeman 
George R. Wolfe was dismissed from the 
force to-day on the ground that he obtained 
his appointment by falsely representing him- 
self to keaveteran, Special Pension Examin- 
er Freeman investigated Wolfe’s case and 
found chat his total service consisted of one 
night at Fort Porter, and that he deserted 
next day. Wolfe has been drawing a disa- 
bility pension. He is now charged with 
fraudulently obtaining this pension, and his 
case will go before the United States Grand 
Jury at Albany in January. ;

STRAUS SOUGHT THE PLACE 


Wanted Support of Croker’s Friends 
for the Mayoralty. ’ 


EX-LEADER FORETOLD HIS DEFEAT 


The Merchant, It Is Reported, Thought 
He Could Win Aided by Tam- 
many—Advised to Keep 
Out of the Race. 


Interesting facts in relation to the recent 
local campaign, so far as the Tammany 
end of it was concerned, are coming to light. 

A reporter for The New-York Times 
learned yesterday from a man in Tammany 
whose sources of information about things 
going on within that organization are of 
the best possible kind that prior to the 
City and County Convention of Tammany 
Hall Nathan Straus called upon Richard 
Croker in reference to the nomination for 
Mayor and was told by Mr. Croker that if 
he ran he would be “ beaten out of sight.” 

Mr. Straus, it seems, was firm in the be- 
lief thet he could win with Tammany’s 
nomination, no matter what combination 
was made by the Republicans and anti- 
Tammany Democrats against the Wigwam. 
Mr. Straus apparently called upon Mr. 
Croker to secure the support of the ex- 
leader’s friends in the organization. 

Mr. Croker and Mr. Straus had been 
friends for years, and when they had the 
interview Mr. Croker urged Mr. Straus not 
to take the nomination. Mr. Croker said 
to him, in substance: 

“If you take this nomination this year 
you will be badly defeated. You will be 
beaten out of sight.” 

Mr. Straus replied that if he could get the 
support of Mr. Croker’s friends in the or- 
ganization he was certain he could win. 

*“*Do you think,” asked Mr. Croker, “‘ that 
you can win with all the other organiza- 
tions combined solidly against Tammany 
and you having only the Tammany nomina- 
tion?” 

Mr. Straus replied that all he wanted was 
the Tammany nomination. His friends sim- 
ply wanted Mr. Croker not to interfere 
against him. 

Mr. Croker said that he was out of politics 
altogether, and that he would not inter- 
fere one way or'the other. If his friends 
thought that Mr. Straus should be nom- 
inated, he would certainly not interfere. As 
a personal friend of Mr. Straus, he advised 
him not to go into the contest In a year like 
this. 

The rest of the story is generally well 
known. Mayor Gilroy, who had other ideas 
in reference to the nomination, thought all 
along that an outsider should be nominated 
by Tammany. Mr. Straus was not a mem- 
ber of the organization, but he was an 
office holder under it. Mayor Gilroy’s ad- 
vice was not regarded, and Mr. Straus was 
nominated. 

It is stated upon the authority of one who 
ought to know the truth that the men in 
the Executive Committee of Tammany who 
voted for Mr. Straus, and who at the same 
time were old friends of Mr. Croker, did 
not consult with him before voting for Mr. 
Straus. It is also said, with equal empha- 
sis, that Mr, Croker insisted upon keeping 
out of the matter altogether. 

After Mr. Straus was nominated came his 
refusal to run if Senator Hill permitted his 
name to go upon the State Democracy’s 
local ticket, which had Mr. Strone’s name 
on it for Mayor. Then came his official 
withdrawal as Tammany’s candidate for 
Mayor. Ex-Mayor Grant, who to a very 
large extent had been instrumental in se- 
curing the nomination of Mr. Straus, was 
persuaded to take the nomination. 

At a time when it did not appear as 
though Mr. Grant would be induced to ac- 
cept, several prominent Tammany men in- 
sisted that Mr. Croker should himself run 
for Mayor with the single purpose in view 
of keeping the organization intact until such 
a time as the political skies should brighten 
for the Wigwam. Mr. Croker thought that 
ex-Mayor Grant was by all odds the strong- 
est man the organization could nominate, 
but he said that if.no one could be found he 
would make the running of Tammany him- 
self and conduct the best fight that he could. 
Ex-Mayor Grant, however, was finally per- 
suaded to take the nomination. 

An effort was made yesterday by a re- 
porter for The New-York Times to get Mr. 
Croker to give his version of the various 
incidents of the local campaign as they came 
under his notice, but he adhered to the 
policy of silence which he has adopted since 
his retirement from politics. 

“T have retired from politics absolutely,” 
said Mr. Croker, ‘‘ and I have nothing what- 
ever to say on the subject.” 

Stories have been in circulation giving to 
Congressman W. Bourke Cockran credit for 
many of the things that were done in Tam- 
many Hall in the days of its success. These 
stories have referred to a “‘ man of brains” 
as a potent factor in the Tammany of the 
Wigwam’'s better days. Mr. Croker was 
asked if he cared to say anything as to 
these stories. He laughed and said: ‘‘ No, I 
have nothing to say. If I was the man of 
brains, I think I would try to use them to 
better advantage. I have no desire to enter 
into a controversy with those who make 
anonymous attacks.” 


The Academic Palm for Kate Field. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Miss Kate 
Field has been decorated by the French 
Government for her literary services. She 
has received an official communication 
from the French Ambassador, Mr. Pa- 
ten6tre, informing her that his Govern- 
ment has conferred upon her the “‘ Academ- 
ic Palm,’ instituted to recompense artists 
and authors. The official certificate, issued 
by the Minister of Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts, describes the lady as “‘ Miss Kate 
Field, conferenciére & Washington,” and 
states that she has been named “ Officier 
de l’Instruction Publique.’ 


Brought Under Civil Service Rules. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—On the rec- 
ommendation of the Postmaster Genera}, 
the President has extended the benefits 
of the civil service to employes of postal 
transfer, or sub-stations. About 300 people 
are affected. They were inadvertently left 
out of a former classification. The Presi- 
dent signed the extension order Saturday, 
and it will go into effect without delay. 


The Priest’s Robe in Flames, 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Nov. 19.—During 
the celebration of the benediction of the 
blessed sacrament at the chapel of Dyon- 
ville Couvent last night the robe worn by 
the Rev. Father Riordan caught fire from 
a@ candle on the altar. In an instant he was 
in flames. The congregation was panic- 
stricken. The priest removed the garment 
alone, burning his hands very badly. 


Abandons the Associated Preas. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—The Akron Beacon 
and Republican, one of the leading Repub- 
lican papers of Ohio, has abandoned the 
Chicago organization styling itself.the ‘* As- 
sociated Press,”” and to-day began taking 
the full leased-wire service of the United 


Press. 


FIRST COLD SNAP OF THE SEASON 


Mercury Fails Twelve Degrees Below the 


Freezing Point—Gale Down the Bay 
—Overcoats Comfortable. 


The first severe cold wave of the season 
struck New-York last night, The mercury 
dropped to 20° above zero and the north- 
west wind howled around the corners at 
the rate of twenty-eight miles an hour. 

Down the bay the gale was so severe that 
it was impossible to board incoming steam- 
ers. 

Late pedestrians turned up their coat col- 
lars and walked along at a brisk pace. 

This state of affairs probably will be mod- 
ified to-day, and it will gradually grow 
warmer, and the force of the wind will 
lessen by Wednesday. 

The weather observer at the Equitable 
Building was seen by a reporter for The 
New-York Times at midnight. 

“This cold wave is general throughout 
the East,” he said. ‘It originated up in 
the lake regions. A warm wave is follow- 
ing from the Rocky Mountain section. The 
indications for Tuesday are stationary tem- 
perature and fair weather. There was a 
little snow in Albany and Buffalo to-day, 
but it did not amount to much. 

“The highest temperature here to-day 
was 46° at 2 P. M.; the lowest 20° at 9:30 
P. M. The coldest spot on the continent 
was White River, Canada, where it was 2° 
below; the warmest was Port Jupiter, Fla., 
where it was 84° above.” 

QUARANTINE, 8S. I., Nov. 19.—The baro- 
meter and thermomieter here began dropping 
at 1 P. M. to-day. The wind at that hour 
was coming in a moderate breeze from the 
north-northwest. It continued to gradu- 
ally increase during the afternoon and 
evening, until it had reached the velocity of 
a gale. At9 P. M. it was howling down the 
Narrows at fifty-five miles an hour. 

The steamship Werra, which anchored 
here at 6:40 P. M. during the last of the ebb 
tide, with her bow up stream, should have 
swung around with the incoming tide at 7 
o’clock, but the gale held her against it 
until midnight. The press news collectors 
faced the gale in a nineteen-foot rowboat 
and reached the Werra’s side. They hailed 
long and loud, but the fierce blasts swept 
the sound of their voices away. They suc- 
ceeded in making a landing at South Beach. 

The gale moderated somewhat at mid- 
night, when the observer at Sandy Hook 
reported the wind’s velocity at fifty miles 
an hour and the anemometer broken. 


BRUTALITY OF THE COSSACKS 


HOW THEY KEPT THE CROWD IN 
ORDER AT ALEXANDER’S MASS. 


Sersational Episode of the Czar’s Ap- 
proach to the Cathedral—His Cool- 


mess and the Mob’s Savagery. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent in St. Petersburg gives a vivid 
description of the scenes around the fort- 
ress during the last few days. He says: 

“On Sunday cfternoon the streets and 
squares presented the appearance of a 
vast camp. On the day of the arrival of 
the coffin, order was kept by mounted 
gendarmes, but that duty was now under- 
taken by Cossacks, who, with knouts and 
the merciless heels of their wild horses 
kept the roadways clear for carriages, re- 
gardless of the limbs or lives of the people. 
From the fortress gate for more than a 
mile in all directions stretched a seething, 
Struggling, suffocating mass of human be- 
ings, whom even the Cossacks were unable 
to keep back. Then the fire engines were 
brought into play; their hose was dipped 
into the Neva, and a powerful jet of water 
was turned agairst the mob, which scat- 
tered like chaff, only to be forced back 
by the pressure behind. The Cossacks 
struck the people across the faces with 
great whips. In the scrimmage one man 
was killed by a kick and a boy was suf- 
focated. 

‘* Having, with some difficulty, fought my 
way out, I went to the Mitinsky Bridge, 
near the Bourse. Upon my right, in the 
front rank of the spectators, stood a man 
of about forty-five years, dressed as a peas- 
ant, and wearing a long beard. At 2:45 
o’clock a closed state carriage passeu, imme- 
diately followed by the Czar Nicholas and 
the Grand Duke Michael in an open vic- 
toria. As they passed at a gentle trot the 
man above mentioned, with a couple of 
bounds, sprang into the road, and, thrust- 
ing one hand under the breast of his coat, 
withdrew a packet, which he threw at the 
Czar, at whose feet it fell. The Czar start- 
ed back, then coolly picked up the packet. 

The excitement of those standing around 
was at the highest point, everybody believ- 
ing that an attempt had been made upon 
the Czar’s life. Instantly a dozen bystand- 
ers seized the offender, and he was hustled 
off by gendarmes to the guardhouse. The 
entire occurrenc» occupied less time than it 
takes to write of it. 

“The Czar’s carriage drove on, amid the 
murmurs of the crowd. Subsequently it 
was announced that ihe packet contained a 
petition. and that the Czar had accepted 
the petition. Whether it was an ordinary 
petition is open to some doubt, the extraor- 
dinary coolness and adroitness of the man 
having raised a suspicion that his peasant’s 
dress was a disguise. Although many per- 
sons witnessed the occurrence, there is not 
a word about it in any of the papers. 

“The various Ministers are extremely 
busy preparing lists of criminals to be par- 
doned on the occasion of the Czar’s mar- 
riage. A manifesto proclaiming imperial 
clemency will probably be issued on the day 
after the marriage. 

“In accordance with the custom on such 
occasions, the wreaths and other floral 
tributes sent to Alexander’s funeral] will be 
given out to applicants for them. One hun- 
dred floral pieces have already been given 
to representatives of the press. A num- 
ber will be sent to Moscow to be distributed 
there.”’ 


Thought It an Infernal Machine. 

Ernest A. Egger, janitor at 86 Walker 
Street, carried a wooden pail and a piece of 
lead pipe into the Elizabeth Street Station 
late last night.

KILLED BY HIS SISTER 


William Sheehan to 


Strike 


Threatened 
Maggie. 


“HIS LIFE OR MINE,” SHE SAID 


He Came Home Intoxicated and 
Started a Quarrel Over Fam- 
ily Affairs—The Young 


Woman Arrested. 


SING SING, N. Y., Nov. 19.—At Croton 
Dam about noon to-day Miss Maggie Shee- 
han shot and killed her brother William, 
thirty years old. 

They are the children of John Sheehan, 
who drives a team for Charles H. Lent. 
They live in a little farmhouse, near the 
dam. Re. 

William came into the house intoxicated 
and he and his sister Maggie commenced>to 
quarrel over family affairs. Then, it is said, 
William threatened to strike his sister, and, 
in fact, was about to carry the threat into 
execution, when Maggie got a _ revolver, 
which was kept in the house for protection, 
and fired it. 

She did not intend to kill her brother, it is 
believed, but the bullet struck him in the 
head. He fell, and was soon dead. 

William Curtin, a young man who lives 
opposite the Sheehans’ home, was present. 
He saw the tragedy, and says the girl, who 
is about twenty-three years old, made the 
remark: ‘ It was his life or mine, and I did 
not want to die.”’ 

From this it is inferred that her brother 
had threatened to kill her and had struck 
her, although Curtin was not a witness to 
a blow. 

William Sheehan was married, but had 
been separated from his wife for about six 
years. They had one child. Thé Sheehans 
and the Curtins had been very intimate and 
were addicted to drink, their neighbors say. 
James Sheehan ran away with a girl in the 
neighborhood recently, and last week he 
was arrested and sent to the penitentiary 
for six months. 

Mrs. Sheehan is dead. There are four 
sons and one daughter living. William’s 
wife lives in Sing Sing, as does also his 
brother Thomas. 

The constable of the town of Yorktown, 
in which the tragedy took place, has arrest- 
ed the girl, and she will be held to await 
the result of the Coroner’s inquest, which 
has been adjourned until to-morrow. 

The shooting created a great deal of ex- 
citement in the neighborhood, which is a 
farming country, and most of the people 
think the young woman was justified in 
defending herself from her drunken brother. 


TUG BURNED AND CREW MISSING 


Kapella of Jersey City Destroyed— 
Her Men Supposed to Have Es- 
caped in a Boat. 


The 


The tugboat A. T. Kapella of Jersey City 
caught fire mysteriously while on Long“Isl- 
and Sound, opposite Caswell’s Point, early 
yesterday morning, and was destroyed. The 
crew cannot be found, and are supposed to 
have made their escape in their boat. 

A policeman of the Morrisania Police Sta- 
tion first discovered the burning tug. She 
was then nearly a mile from shore, and was 
drifting before a stiff breeze that was blow- 
ing toward the land. The fire seemed to be 
near the stern and the flames were licking 
forward toward the pilot house. 

They gained rapid headway, and before 
she reached the shallow water near the 
shore where she sank the entire boat above 
the water was a mass of crackling flames. 
When the Kapella struck the shore she 
careened over on her side, the part out of 
the water still continuing to burn. The 
policeman sounded an alarm and the fire 
was extinguished. 

The firemen broke through the sides of 
the tug, but could find no trace of the 
crew or any of their belongings. The ropes 
which held the small boats to the davits, 
though carred, seemed to have been cut, and 
it is supposed that the crew, without mak- 
ing any attempt to extinguish the flames, 
escaped in the boat. 

The policeman said that when he dis- 
covered the tug, she must have been burn- 
ing nearly an hour. A diligent search has 
been made by the police for some clue to 
the mystery, but so far it has been un- 
successful. The burned boat is fifty feet 
long and copper bottomed. She lies in about 
four feet of water, a few rods from shore. 


TO ELECT SENATOR SAXTON’S SUCCESSOR 


Gov. Flower Orders a Special Election 
—John Raines Seeks Mr. Piatt. 


ALBANY, Nov. 19.—Gov. Flower issued a 
proclamation this afternoon ordering a spe- 
cial election to be held Dec. 20 in the Twen- 
ty-sixth Senatorial District to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of Senator 
Charles T. Saxton. 


John Raines of Canandaigua was at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel last night to enlist the 
influence of Mr. Platt in securing the dele- 
gates to the Iwenty-sixth Senatorial Con- 
vention that will choose the successor to 
Charles T. Saxton. Several candidates are 
in the field, but Mr. Raines is believed to 
have the best chance of winning. He also 
has a candidate for Sergeant at Arms of 
the Assembly, but that place has been de- 
manded and conceded to William Barnes, Jr., 
of Albany, who is advocating Garret J. 
Benson. Benson is indorsed and supported 
by Capt. James Manville, the present Ser- 
geant at Arms, and his backer, Isaac V. 
Baker, Jr., who arrived in town last night, 
and by Speaker Malby and Hamilton Fish, 
the two most prominent candidates for 
Speaker of Assembly. 


The Mexican Frontier Troubles. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.-—-Sefior Arriaga, 
the Guatemalan Minister to the United 
States, has gone to Mexico In connection 
with the boundary dispute between Guate- 
mala and Mexico. It is said at both the 
Mexican and Guatemalan Legations that 
no additional information has come to them 
looking to a breach of friendly relations 
between the two Governments. There has 
been for some time a controversy between 
the two countries, and both sides have 
troops along the frontier and will probably 
maintain .their respective forces there 
until the pending controversy is settled. 


Superintendent Byrnes Still Il. 

Superintendent of Police Byrnes is still 
confined to his home, 17 West Fifty-eighth 
Street, suffering with an attack of neural- 
gia. It was said at Police Headquarters 
yesterday that he would probably return to 
duty tofday. Inspector Conlin is Acting Su- 
perintendent. 


A Home for Indigent Germans. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Nov. 19.—The 
Union Hill Schuetzen Park has been sold 
to the Plattdeutsche Volksfest Verein of 
New-York, who will convert it into a home 
for aged and indigent Germans. The price 
paid was $100,000. 


THREE MURDERS AND A SsUICIDi 


A Maniac Kills His Mother, Sister, and 
Brother, Sets the House on Fire, 
and Cuts His Throat. 


WELLSVILLE, Mo., Nov. 19.—This vil- 
lage was the scene of a triple murder and 
suicide early this morning, which wiped out 
all but one member of a family. Thomas 
Portercheck, with his mother, two sisters, 
and a brother, occupied a small house half 
a mile from the business portion of the vil- 
lage. They were Bohemians in humble cir- 
cumstances. Yesterday afternoon Thomas 
was discovered acting strangely. He la- 
bored under the hallucination that his neck 
was broken and insisted that a physician 
be summoned. His relatives tried to get 
him to bed, but he insisted on sitting up 
all night. 

The family retired late at night, leaving 
Thomas in a rocking chair. At 3 o'clock 
this morning his sister Mary was awakened 
by a scream from her mother, whom she 
found lying on the floor, while Thomas 
stood over her brandishing an axe. From 
an adjoining room her other brother James 
could be heard moaning. The girl ran 
through the house, and, finding all the 
doors locked, opened a window and jumped 
to the ground. 

From the outside she saw her brother 
take a can of coal oil, and, after pouring it 
over the floor and furniture, set it on fire. 
He then drew a knife across his throat and 
fell by the side of his dead mother. The 
girl attempted to extinguish the flames, but 
they spread so quickly that in less than 
ten minutes the house was like a furnace. 
The screams of the girl awakened the neigh- 
bors, and they rushed to the scene, but the 
flames had finished the work which the 
maniac had commenced.’ 

In the ruins four bodies were found. 
They were those of Mrs. Portercheck, her 
youngest daughter, and her sons James and 
Thomas. Investigation showed that the 
mother, daughter, and son James had been 
horribly mutilated by an axe. It is be- 
lieved that Thomas had first killed his 
brother, then his sister and mother. The 
mother had been confined to her bed for 
twelve years. 


TROUBLE AHEAD IN ALABAMA 


KOLB THREATENS TO ASSUME THE 
POWERS OF GOVERNOR. 


He Calls on His Populist Followers to 
Assemble in Montgomery to 


Aid Him on Dee. 1. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 19.—Reuben F. 
Kolb, the defeated Populist candidate for 
Governor, to-day issued a lengthy address 
to .the people of Alabama, in which he re- 
news his charge that he was defrauded out 
of the Governorship in 1892, and again this 
year, and calls attention to the numerous 
protests by him and his leaders. 

He then recites the fact that Senator 
Goodwin, when he attempted to file a pro- 
test in the Legislature Saturday, while the 
two houses were holding a joint session 
counting the vote, was refused a hearing 
by Speaker Clark, and made to take his 
seat, with the threat that, unless he sat 
down, the doorkeeper would be ordered to 
seat him. The Goodwin protest was signed 
by forty-four Populist members of the Leg- 
islature, and protested against the counting 
of the vote in certain counties where fraud 
was alleged. Kolb’s address concludes as 
follows: 


The foregoing considered, and, in view of 
existing conditions in Alabama, I have de- 
termined to discharge my full duty to the 
people of Alabama. I will not fail to re- 
spect the pledges which I have made to the 
people who have given me their confidence 
and stood by me so heroically and devoted- 
ly during the last four years. You, fel- 
low-citizens, have twice elected me Governor 
of this State, and this time, by the grace 
of God and the help of the good people of 
Alabama, I will be Governor. 


December 1 is the day fixed by law for the 
inauguration of Governor. On thatday I 
shall be in Montgomery for the purpose of 
taking the oath of office and my seat as Gov- 
ernor, and I hereby call upon good people 
in every part of the State to aid me in all 
proper and peaceable methods to uphold the 
law and set aside the power of traitors and 
usurpers in Aalabama. I appeal to my 
friends and supporters from all parts of the 
State to be in Montgomery on the Ist day 
of December, 1894, there and then to give 
me their aid and support in a lawful, peace- 
able manner, to vindicate their liberties. 
I counsel against anly unlawful demonstra- 
tion, but ask the presence and co-operation 
of freemen in a necessary effort to enforce 
the law and carry out the will of the people. 


Steward Haye Drowned Himself. 

QUARANTINE, 8S. 1., Nov. 19.—Eugene 
Haye, thirty-five years old, a steward on the 
steamer La Touraine, while suffering from 
delirium tremens, jumped through one of the 
port holes into the sea and was drowned on 
Nov. 15. 

This was reportea to the Deputy Health 
Officer at Quarantine this afternoon by the 
ship’s surgeon, he having failed to report 
the fact on the ship’s arrival yesterday 
morning.

NEW-LONDON, Nov. 19.—The torpedo 
boat Ericsson made another attempt to get 
a speed run to-day, but failed. She left 
the harbor this morning at 8:30, going di- 
rectly to the course at Stratford, but found 
the water so rough that to attempt the run 
would be hazardous, so she turned and 
came back, reaching the harbor at 3:15. 


The First American Patent. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Patent 
Office to-day received a valuable acquisi- 
tion to its museum in a fac simile copy 
of the first patent of an invention issued in 
America. It was granted by the General 
Court in Boston March 6, 1646. Joseph 
Jenkes was the patentee, and his invention 
a water wheel. 


Postmaster General Bissell Recovered. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — Postmaster 
General Bissell was out to-day, and to- 
morrow, if the weather remains fine, he 
will resume his duties at the Post Office 
Department. Mr. Bissell has almost en- 
tirely recovered from his long indisposi- 
tion, but is obliged to be careful when in 
the open air. 


No News of the Steamer Corean, 

ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Nov. 19.—There is still 
no news of the Allan Line steamer Corean, 
from Glasgow Nov. 3 and Liverpool Nov. 
6, for this port, Halifax, and Philadelphia. 
She is now six days overdue. The general 
impression is that she has become disabled 
and is making her way under sail.

ALEXANDER'S DEATH MASS 


Most Sumptuous of Faneral Ceremonies 
Russia Has Known. 


VIVID DESCRIPTIONS OF A WITNESS 


Hundreds of Royal Representatives 
in the Fortress Cathedral— 
Services in Other Cap- 
itals of Europe. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 19.—The body 
of the late Czar Alexander III. was placed 
in the tomb of his fathers, beneath the 
fortress Cathedral of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, to-day, seventeen days after his death. 

The funeral services were the most elab- 
orate of any similar services that have ever 
taken place in Russia, and the last rites 
were performed in the presence of an as- 
semblage of royalty and representatives of 
royalty such <cs has seldom or never con- 
gregated in similar circumstances under the 
roof of a sacred edifice. More than thirty 
members of European royal families were 
in attendance, and, with their suites and the 
representatives of sovereigns who were un- 
able to be present in person, the monarch- 
ical representatives numbered several hun- 
Gred. The ceremonies were conducted with 
all the pomp of which the ritual of the 
Greek Church is capable and with all the 
display that the Russian Court could com- 
mand. The streets were thronged with peo- 
ple throughout the day, and the utmost 
good order prevailed. No accidents were re- 
ported, despite the constantly-surging 
crowd, and the troops charged with the 
duty of preserving order had nothing to do 
but to put themselves upon exhibition and 
erdure the exactions of the cold, damp, and 
altogether disagreeable weather until the 
funeral was over. 

The correspondent of the United Press, 
who was an eye witness, tells the story of 
the day as follows: 


10:30 A. M.—The morning opened cold and 
foggy. There was no rain, but a thick 
mist overhung the streets, and the emblems 
of mourning everywhere displayed were 
dripping with moisture. The populace were 
astir before daylight, and all the lines of 
people converged upon the Fortress Cath- 
edral of St. Peter and St. Paul, where the 
booming of cannon announced the begin- 
ning of the funeral services. The troops 
which had been told off for duty at day- 
break took their positions promptly, and the 
thoroughfares wére soon lined with infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery. 


From 8 o’clock until the hour of the fun- 
eral, there was a continuous flow of State 
carriages conveying the high officials who 
were making,haste to take possession of the 
places in the cathedral which had been al- 
lotted to them. The heralds stood at the 
entrance to the cathedral, and a group of 
clergymen, headed by the Metropolitan of 
St. Petersburg, stood around the main door, 
awaiting the arrival of Emperor Nicholas 
II. and the imperial family. When they ar- 
rived, they were escorted by the Metropolie 
tan and his attendants to places at the foot 
of the coffin, which was slightly raised a: 
the head, with the feet toward the altar) 
Near the altar was a dais with a platform 
wide enough for the principal mourners, 
The whole dais was covered by a canopy. 

The religious service over the body of the 
dead Emperor was probably the most mag: 
niflcent funeral ceremony of modern times. 
In its external aspects it far excelled in 
beauty and grandeur the memorable burial] 
service of Alexander II. The music and the 
performance of the liturgy were sublime. 

The surroundings were subdued in color, 
and of a quiet character, which greatly en- 
hanced the splendor of the whole scene. 
The cream of the royalty and nobility of 
the empire assisted, and Princes of the 
blood, prelates of the Orthodox Church, noble- 
men, representatives of foreign sovereigns 
and Princes, foreign diplomats, and other 

. distinguished personages joined in the de- 
votions and pleadings to Heaven for the re- 
pose of the soul of the dead. 


Prominent among the assembled thou- 
sands were the splendidly-robed members 
of the Holy Synod, the Metropolitans of 
St. Petersburg and Novgorod, the Czar’s 
confessor, the clergy of St. Petersburg 
aud the vicinity, and the Court digni- 
taries, among whom were the ladies of 
honor, the ladies of the bedchamber, and 
ladies in waiting, all robed in deep black, 
which in some instances was partially re- 
lieved by white scarfs, collars or drapery. 
Besides these there were serried masses of 
officials, Ministers, Field Marshals, Generals, 
Admirals, Secretaries of State, and others, 
all in full uniform and displaying many dec- 
orations, the Czarina’s suite, the members 
of the State Council, the members of the 
Senate, and all of the foreign Ambassadors, 
including Mr. C. R. Breckinridge, Ambas- 
sador of the United States. 


The signal for the service to begin was 
the firing of three guns from the fortress. 
As the third gun was fired Emperor Nicho- 
las II. and the imperial family appeared at 


_the west door of the cathedral, and, pre- 


ceded by the Metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg and the members of the Holy Synod, 
all of them magnificently robed in vestments © 
of black and silver, passed through the 
body of the edifice toward the catafalque. 
The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg carried 
the great crucifix as the chief of the Holy 
Synod, and as the procession passed to- 
ward the cgtafalque sprinkled holy water 
upon those about him, at the same time ‘au- 
dibly repeating a prayer. 

After the Czar and the imperial family 
and the Holy Synod had taken their places, 
the Metropolitan and the clergy standing 
in a semicircle around the head of the 
coffin, the Metropolitan began the mortuary 
mass, which, with the exception of the 
elaborate music and the general splendor 
ef the occasion, was the same as the serv- 
ice for the dead which is said for any other 
faithful member of the Orthodox Church. 

At noon the air inside the church was 
heavy with incense, and the dim light was 
starred with thousands of tapers, each 
mourner and visitor holding one. The first 
taper was lighted by the Czar. As his 
Majesty lighted his taper amd held it aloft, 
and from it slowly spread a stream of light. 
When the other tapers were lighted the 
scene was one of rarest beauty, the sanctu- 
ary and the body of the edifice sparkling as 
though jeweled with emeralds, sapphires, 
and opals. 

All were standing, the Czar, with the im- 
perial family and the visiting royalties, on 
the right side of the coffin. The Czarina, 
pale and fragile, and looking much affected, 
stood by the side of the Czar. With these 
were the Princess of Wales, the Duchess 
of Coburg, King Christian of Denmark, the 
Prince of Wales, in the blue, orange, and 
gold uniform of the New Russian Dra- 
goons; the Duke of York, the Duke of Co- 
burg, a number of naval officers, and 
the Ambassadors, with their suites. On the 
left of the cofin were a number of clergy- 
men, and in front a number of military and 
other dignitaries. Behind the altar all the 
available syace was crowded, two persons 
being jammed into the space of one. A

grouped in the fortress yard, there being no 
room for them within the cathedral. 

The harmony of the male choir, which 
sang without instrumental accompaniment, 
was perfect. Their voices were of marvel- 
ous richness and purity, and the effect 
throughout the solemn service was deeply 
impressive. 

After the general mass for the dead, with 
its elaborate ceremony, the special service 
for the dead Czar was begun. The service 
began with a brief prayer, after which 
Psalm i. was sung by an unseen male choir. 
Then followed the singing of Psalm cxix., 
which was divided into three stations, with 
an anthem after each part. The first anthem 
was the “Gloria Alleluia,” the second, 
*“*Have Mercy Upon My Soul,” and the 
third, “‘ Blessed Art Thou, © Lord! Teach 
Me Thy Judgments.”’ At the end of the sec- 
ond station, before the anthem, was the 
prayer: 

“God of all spirits and all flesh, who has 
destroyed death, trodden down Satan, and 
given hope in Thy Word, grant, C Lord, 
that the soul of Thy servant, our Emperor, 
rest in happy, pleasant, and peaceful 
places, from which grief and sighing shall 
flee away. Forgive, O Lord, the sins he 
hath committed in thought, word, and 
deed, for there is not a man who liveth 
that sinneth not. Thou only art without 
ain. Thy righteousness is everlasting right- 
eousness, and Thy word is truth.” 

Six litanies were then sung by the Metro- 
politan and the choir, each one hav- 
ing the refrain, “Lord, teach me Thy 
judgments.” A beautifully-rendered “ Glo-

ria in Excelsis Dei” followed the 
litanies, which was succeeded by an 
intonation by the Metropolitan: ‘ Lord, 


make Thy servant rest with the righteous 
and cause him to dwell in Thy courts. As 
it is written, mercifully forgive his sins, vol- 
untary and‘involuntary, and all offenses, 
knowingly «nd unknowingly committed, O 
Thou lover of mankind.”’ 

The Miserere and Psalm 51 followed this, 

‘end then the ancient acrostic canon, a mys- 

tical composition by Theophranes, a priest 
of the early Church, was pronounced, After 
this came six hymns and an intonation: 
*“ All is vanity. Life is a shadow and a 
@ream. Every earthborn creature adisqui- 
eteth himself in vain, as it is written. When 
we have heaped up riches in the world we 
lie down in the grave, where kings and beg- 
gars sleep together. Therefore, Christ, our 
Lord, as the lover of mankind, give repose 
to the soul of Thy departed servant.” 

After another short prayer, eight tropa- 
rions by John, the Monk of Damascus, were 
pronounced. One of them ran: ‘‘ Where 
are the affections of the world? Where are 
the vain dreams and temporary delights? 
Where are the gold and silver? Where are 
the multitudes of attendants? All dust and 
ashes. The shidows have passed away. 
Come, then, let us address the Immortal 
King. O Lord, vouchsafe Your blessiags to 
Thy departed servant, and grant him repose 
in Thy everlasting beatitudes,”’ 

The second of the troparions ran thus: 
“J have called to mind the words of the 
prophet, saying: I am dust and ashes again. 
Contemplating the grave I beheld bones 
divested of their flesh. Is this, said I, a 
King or a beggar, a rich man or a poor 
one, a just man ora sinner? But do Thou, 
O Lord, give rest to thy servant among the 
just.”” Recitations of the Beatitudes fol- 
lowed, while between the troparions were 
interspersed prayers for the departed. 

After an ascription to the Trinty and 
the Virgin Mary, the first lesson was read, 
comprising Thessalonians iv., 18-18, followed 
by the psalm, “ Blessed is the man whom 
theu choosest and receivest unto three.” 
Then came the second lesson, John v., 24-31, 
and the prayer ‘‘ God of All Spirits,” was 
said as the Metropolitan approached the cat- 
afalque preparatory to the ceremony of tak- 
ing a solemn afarewell of the dead. This was 
done by the chief mourners, the Metropoli- 
tan, and the archpriests, the Metropolitan 
meanwhile repeating the following as the 
mouth of the dead: 

“Brethren and friends, view me here 
lying speechless and breathless anf lament. 
But yesterday we conversed together. 
Awful hour. Death has now overtaken me. 
Come near all who are bound to me in 
affiliation, and with a last embrace pro- 
nounce a last farewell. No longer shall I 
sojourn among you, no longer shall I bear 
a part in your discourses. To a Judge I 
go who is no respecter of persons. Master 
and slave, sovereign and subject, rich and 
poor, are alike before Him. According to 
‘their deeds they are put to shame or re- 
warded. Therefore, let me entreat all of you 
to pray to God earnestly that I am not tor- 
mented with the wicked, according to my 
sins, but am received into the Light of 
Life.”’ 

After the repetition of the “‘ Holy, Holy,”’ 
and the Lord’s Prayer, the Metropolitan 
repeated thrice: ‘‘ May thy memory endure 
forever, ok, our brother, who was worthy 
to be biessed with remembrance.” The 
choir sang this three times, and the Metro- 
politan then pronounced the words of ab- 
solution for the dead: “ Christ, our .Lord, 
who commanded the apostles to retain or 
remit sins, through whom I received power 
to do the same, pardon thee, my spiritual 
child, for whatever sins, voluntary or 
involuntary, thou mayst have committed 
in this life, now and forever, unto the ages 
of ages. Amen.” 

The interest of the great assemblage 
throughout the prolonged ritual never 
flagged. Perhaps the most impressive mo- 
ment was when tne »ronze doors of Kon- 
istas were opened gradually, and the Metro- 
politan entered the inner shrine. 

When the host was brought forward, all 


bowed low and crossed themselves, the 
choir chanting slowly and with subdued 
voice. After a pause, during which silent 


prayer was offered up, the Czar stepped 
forward to the coffin and kissed the lips 
of the dead Emperor, the other members 
of the imperial family and those bound 
by ties of blood or mgrriage following, the 
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Czar standing by the side of the coffin until 
all the farewells were over., Then eight 
Generals appeared, bearing the lid of the 
coffin, which was fastened in its place. 
Eight other Generals bore away the purple 
pall which haa covered the coffin, exposing 
the bare gilded surface of the casket to 
view. The Grand Dukes then lifted the 
coffin ‘to their shoulders, and bore it to 
the entrance of the imperial vault, which 
opened in the pavement, and a moment 
later the mortal remains of Alexander III. 
were lowered into the resting place of his 
imperial ancestors. 

At the moment the coffin was lowered a 
gun was fired, and the Czar stepped forward 
and took a handful of earth which he scat- 
tered upon the casket. As the body was 
lowered and placed by the side of the coflin 
of the mother of the dead Czar, the Metro- 
politan recited the last prayer for the dead, 
adding: “* We do our last duties to an ever- 
remembered and glorious ruler of all the 
Russias, Alexander III.” Ail the members 
of the imperial family then filed slowly past 
the vault, followed by all of the persons 
who had been in the cathedral, and the 
obsequies of Alexander III. were finished. 
As the coffin was lowered into the vault the 
Czarina, who had throughout the service 
been under a terrible nervous strain, fell to 
her knees and wept. She was supported by 
her son, the Czar Nicholas II., and led away 
sobbing convulsively. 

The funeral rites, which were begun 
promptly at 10:30 A. M., were concluded at 
1:30 P. M., when there was a sudden change 
of scene. ‘The troops stationed outside the 
cathedral fired three rounds of musketry, 
and a salvo of cannon was fired from the 
fortress. At the first salvo of artillery the 
mourning flag, which had been fiying at 
half mast from the fortress since the ar- 
rival of the Czar’s body, was lowered, and 
in its place appeared the imperial standard 
flaunting at full mast. The bands at 
this writing—3:15 P. M.—are playing lively 
airs and marches, and the vast crowds 
which throng the streets are surging toward 
t&we Winter Palace. 

Everything within and without the cathe- 
dral passed off without untoward incident. 
Numbers of people lingered in the cathe- ; 
dral, and many of the curious who had 
been unable to get in during the services 
were admitted afterward and interested 
themselves in the decorations or congre- 
gated around the entrance to the vault 
to which the body of the Czar was con- 
signed. The large candle which remains 
lighted at the head of the tomb of 
the dead Czar’s father, Alexander II. 
and the smaller one at the foot of 
his coffin will now be extinguished. 
These candles, which have been burn- 
ing constantly since the burial of 
Alexander II., will now be transferred to 
the head and foot of the tomb of Alexander 
Ili., there to remain relighted until the 
next Czar is lowered into the vault, when 
a similar change will be made. 

A guard of sacristans, in semi-military 
attire, but unarmed, are always on duty at 
the tomb, and keep the candles trimmed 
and lighted. They are under strict injunc- 
tion never to allow one of them to go out. 

The imperial family and the royal guests 
#ll returned to the Winter Palace after the 
funeral. The imperial insignia, which 
formed a conspicuoys part of the public pro- 
cessions here and in Moscow, and which 
were also placed in prominent positions in 
the cathedral, were conveyed back to the 
Winter Palace after the funeral, under a 
strong military escort. They are now dis- 
played at the palace, but later they will be 
replaced in the imperial treasury, from 
which they were removed for the occasion. 

The tomb of the Czars will be immediately 
covered with a white marble block four 
feet high and obléng in shape. Until this 
work is completed the tomb wil be guarded 
day and night by a detachment of the Im- 
perial Guards, 

Additional details of the magnificently- 
impressive spectacle are as follows: 


The fog which rose from the river Neva 
early this morning completely hid the fort- 
ress from the view of the crowds of people 
who had assembled on the opposite side. 
Through the courtesy of Gen. Count Wor- 
ontzoff, the Minister of the Imperial Court, 
the newspaper correspondents went to the 
Winter Palace and from there proceeded to 
the cathedral. 





At 8 o’clock tnis morning, when the cor- 
respondents entered the cathedral, it was 
seareely light. At that hour the undertak- 
ers, with screens around the coffin, were 
preparing the body for the last rites, while 
other workmen were hanging fresh drape- 
ries. The light inside the church was very 
dim. A few massive candles near the bier 
gave forth flickering rays of light, but even 
these, together with the lights hanging be- 
fore the sacred icons, made the whole inter- 
ior of the edifice a scene of glittering mag- 
nificence. The pillars throughout the church 
were covered with silver and gold wreaths, 
and there were about a thousand other 
wreaths hung about the walls. These, with 
the rich draperies and the graceful canopy 
over the bier and dais, formed a beautiful 
centre, all blending with the simple and 
solid decoration of the cathedral. The 
wreaths sent by the various rulers through- 
out Europe were placed ‘about the dais. 
That sent by President Casimir-Perier 
of the French Republic was in the shape 
of a shield, 15 feet high, and draped 
in the style of the French Empire. Within 
the shield was a large silver wreath crossed 
with gold. Upon it was woven a palm 
branch, and on the top were the French 
and Russian colors blended with flags upon 
the sides. The whole presented a most 
artistic effect. The most artistic wreath, 
however, was that of the Russian Army, 
which occupied a prominent place upon the 
dais. It was a massive silver wreath, with 
silver and gold flags and pennons. In the 
centre was a golden palm, which crossed 
the whole piece. The effect was beautiful. 
Hundreds of French artificial wreaths were 
piled from the catafalque to the left of the 
altar, reaching to a’great height. 


At 9 o’clock, Holy John of Cronstadt, at- 
tended by a priest, entered the Cathedral, 
and was engaged in prayer for some time. 
The attendants of the cathedral were in 
the meantime as busy as bees in putting up 
fresh candies and giving finishing touches 
to the draperies, wreaths, and other decora- 
tions. Prayers were constantly being said 
by priests upon the altar and at the head 
of the coffin, where the heavy-craped im- 
periai standard hung in silken folds. The 
white-silk window curtains had been drawn 
and the windows were framed in black 
through which a feeble light struggled. A 
silver wreath on a black cushion stood in 
the centre of the edifice fronting the altar. 


It was the wreath of Queen Victoria. 

The grave, five feet deep, was uncovered 
at 9:30 A, M., and entirely lined with flow- 
ers. At this hour the assembly began grad- 
ually to congregate, and brilliant uniforms 
and court costumes could be seen on all 
sides. The Cossacks who were assigned to 
the duty of escorting the imperial family, 
wore long, red tcherkers and coats, ‘and 
picturesque cartridge pouches, with red 
sashes across their breasts. The Red: Hus- 
sars wore white and gold mantles. Nearly 
every one present, even civilians, wore glit- 
tering orders, and white, gray, blue, and 
green uniforms, mingled with the ladies’ 
court costumes of black, with trains. Each 
of the court ladies wore a silver medal 
upon her breast. A few gentlemen were in 
evening dress. The silence of the cathedral 
at this hour was only broken by the uneven 
voice of a priest offering prayer and the 
responses of his two assistants. 


At 9:40 A, M., the candles upon the altar 
and around the bier were lighted, and the 
guard of Generals assumed their places 
upon the dais near the foot of the coffin. 
At this hour the cathedral was half filled, 
and by 10 o’clock, within half an hour of 
the time fixed for the beginrfing of the 
mortuary serv ne ‘e e edif ev pac ‘> 
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possible space, leaving a lane from the 
western door. 

At 19 o’clock, the large choir, which, dur- 
ing the service is sometimes grouped on 
either side of the altar, or at other times 
retiring behind the Ikonostas, into the 
sanctuary, suddenly burst into an anthem. 
Such glorious music, no instrumental mu- 
sic accompanying it, has never been heard 
in a Greek church. The anthem, swelling, 
echoing, and diminishing until it was almost 
silent, then, faintly at first, growing in 
volume, filled the grand edifice and silenced 
the subdued buzz of conversation which it 
A chant followed the an- 
them, and the buzz of conversation was re- 
sumed until the intonations of the priests 
at the bier again drowned it. For some 
time the chanting was the only sound heard, 
when prayers and responses again alternat- 
ed, until 10:30 o’clock. , 

At this hour, the time announced for the 
beginning of the solemn mass for the dead, 
three guns announced the arrival of Czar 
Nicholas II. and the imperial family. The 
Metropolitan of St Petersburg and the 
Archimandrites of the Holy Synod received 
the Czar and the other principal mourners 
at the west door. Prior to the reception of 
the Emperor, the Metropolitan and the 
other members of the Greek hierarchy, 
robed in white chasubles and wearing mi- 
tres. with jeweled domes, walked, with 
lighted candles, three times around the bier. 
Having performed this ceremony, they 
marched to the door, headed by the Grand 
Master of Ceremonies, Count Woronzoff- 


Dachkoff. The Emperor and the imperia) 
family then walked into the church, pre- 
ceded by the Metropolitan and the Holy 


Synod, and were conducted to their places 
upon the dais before the altar. The clergy 
who had conducted them to their places 
went to the altar, the choir meanwlHile 
singing an anthem. 

When the ceremony of absolution was 
reached, the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg 
walked to the dais and bowed a number of 
times. The Emperor Nicholas stood upon 
the pavement, and the Metropolitan, mak- 
ing the sign of the triple cross and bear- 
ing that emblem, pronounced the formula 
of absolution, as follows: ‘‘ The Lord Je- 
sus Christ, our God, who gave Divine com- 
mandments unto His holy disciples and 
apostles to bind and loose the sins of the 
fallen, and from whom we have again re- 
ceived authority to do the like, forgive 
thee,-O spiritual child, whatever thou hast 
done in the life that now is, voluntarily 
or involuntarily, now and ever, and to ages 
of ages. Amen.,’’ 

After this ceremony the Metropolitan per- 
formed the same office with the censer, 
and later threw clouds of incense among the 
multitude. Holy John of Cronstadt then, in 
tone, trilling throughout 
with evidences of extreme age and waning 
vigor, intoned a prayer, after which the 
consecration of the sacrament took place. 
Only the Czar and the members of the im- 
perial family partook of the sacrament. 
After the sacrament followed the most 
beautiful music conceivable. It resembled 
a Gregorian chant, yet it was in few re- 
spects Gregorian. It filled the edifice with 
almost heavenly strains and brought tears 
to the eyes of most of the assemblage by | 
the intensity of its. pathos. | 

At noon the guards around the bier were | 
changed, and the priests were grouped 
ardund the head of the coffin, as the tapers 
were lighted. The scene was one of solemn | 
magnificence seldom or never witnessed in 
a Christian church. At 12:20 P. M. the 
massive jeweled Bible was brought to the 
altar, and the Metropolitan proceeded with 
the mass, which was concluded at 12:50 
P. M. After the special service and the 
ceremony of bidding farewell to the dead, 
the coffin was borne to the grave by twelve 
high dignitaries, the Hmperor, the Prince 
of Wales, and the other members and kins- 
men of the imperial family following. 

The ceremony of casting earth upon the 
coffin as it was lowered into the vault was 
observed by the Prince of Wales and others 
of the imperial party, as well as by the 
Czar. As the Czar left the grave the guns 
of the fortress boomed, the infantry fired 
volleys of muskeiry, the bands played lively 
airs and marches, and the troops shouted: 
“ Leng health to the Emperor!”’ 

Thousands of troops were stationed in- 
side and around the fortress and occupied 
the bridges across the river and all other 
avenues of aceess to the cathedral. 

Masses for the dead were ceiebrated in all 
ef the large churches throughout the em- 
pire to-day. The house of Peter the Great, 
near the fortress, which is now a sanctuary, 
was crowded with devout = sightseers 
throughout the day. The house has two 
rooms—one a chapel filled with sacred icons. 
The people buy candles in the other, or 
outer room, and place them lighted in the 
candelabra of the chapel. After staying 
there a moment to pray and kiss the sacred 
icen of the Virgin, they retire and make 
room for others, when a similar seene oc- 
curs. 

The Kazan Cathedral, near the place 
where the Czar Alexander II. was assassi- 
nated, was filled with people to-day, and the 
other sacred places throughout the city 
were thronged. 

BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The Emperor, in a 
Russian uniform, accompanied by the Kai- 
serin and Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern, 
attended a requiem service in memory of the 
late Czar Alexander III. in the chapel of the 
Russian Embassy this morning. All of the 
imperial Ministers and Foreign Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers were present. At the con- 
clusion of the services the Alexander Guards 
marched in review past the Kaiser in Unter 
den Linden. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Very Rev. G. 
Granville Bradley, D. D., officiated at a -re- 
quiem service in Westminster Abbey to-day 
in memory of the late Czar of Russia. The 
music consisted of a choral rendition of 
funeral anthems. 

A similar service was held in the Sand- 
ringham Church, at which the Duchess of 
York and the daughters of the Prince of 
Wales were present.

BOSTON MUSEUM CHANGES HANDS 






Charles Frohman, Rich, and Harris to Take 
Possession of the Old The- 
atre Next Season. 


The Boston Museum will next season 
pass under the control of Charles Froh- 
man and Rich & Harris, who already have 
control of the Columbia Theatre in Boston, 
while Rich & Warris are proprietors of the 
Hollis Street. The deal was made’ with R. 
M. Field, now manager of the Boston Mu- 
seum, yesterday, and under the terms of 
the contract Mr. Frohman is to have full 
charge of the stage, and all the productions 
to be made in the house, after the close of 
the present season. According to the ar- 
rangements, Frohman, Rich, and Harris 
will have a three-quarters interest in the 
Museum, and R. M. Field will hold a one- 
quarter interest. This, of course, gives 
Frohman, Rich, and Harris absolute con- 
trol of the policy of the house, and Mr. 
Field will become a silent partner, drawing 
his dividends, but with no voice in the 
management of the house except what 
may be allowed him through the courtesy 
of his partners. 

The Boston Museum is the oldest estab- 
lished of the first-class theatres of Boston. 
Thirty years ago, when Keach was its 
manager, it held the same position in Bos- 
ton that Wallack’s did in New-York. It 
maintained a stock company which was a 
fair rival of Wallack’s, including in its list 
of names William Warren, L. R. Shewell, 
Annie Clarke, then in her prime; George 
Ketcham, William J. Le Moyne, Mrs. Vin- 
cent, Kate Devin, John Wilson, and a host 
of others whose record is a part of Ameri- 
can theatrical history. R. M. Field suc- 
ceeded Mr. Keach as manager about twen- 
ty-five years ago, and continued the old 
stock company. It was at that time the 
only company of its kind in Boston, and 
the Museum had an exclusive patronage 
which never deserted it. Soon after Mr. 
Field assumed control, however, Cheney & 
Follett built Selwyn’s Theatre, afterward 
the Globe, and organized a rival stock 
company, with Stuart Robson as the lead- 
ing comedian and Kitty Blanchard, now 
Mrs. McKee Rankin, as the soubrette. Sel- 
wyn’s cut into the patronage of the Mu- 
seum extensively, but it held its own fairly 
well until the death of Warren and Mrs. 
Vincent took from it its leading attrac- 
tions. Mr. Field had not the liberal ideas 
of Mr. Keach, and he failed to recruit his 
company with the best available talent. 
The Hollis Street Theatre was built, and 
with the best combination attractions drew 
still more from the Museum’s clientage. 
Finally, about three years ago, Mr. Field 
gave up the stock system altogether, and 
since then the house has been devoted to 
combinations. This season Mr. Field has 


; returned to what he calls the stock system, 


but he has only a few actors engaged for 
the season, and fills his casts with special 
engagements for each production. 

Frohman, Rich, and Harris, of course, 
will make the Museum a genuine combina- 
tion house again. It is probable that all 
Mr. Frohman’s companies, including the 
Empire Stock Company, will play their 
Boston engagements hereafter at the Mu- 
seum. 


TESTING RAPID-FIRE GUNS AT NEWPORT 


Experiments Made Before the Naval 


Small Arms Board Yesterday. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 19.—The Naval 
Small Arms’ Board reconvened at the tor- 
pedo station this forenoon. After listening 
to George Luger of Berlin, who explained 
his piece by the assistance of Emil B. 
Zathrum of Boston, acting as interpreter, 
the board repaired to the range at the sta- 
tion, the Rose Island range being too ex- 
posed for further use this Winter. Here 
the inventor and then a member of the 
board fired twenty shots each for general 
action. 

Next the durability test of 500 rounds was 
begun, and 3800 were fired when adjourn- 
ment for dinner was taken. The firing had 
been so rapid as to heat the barrel consid- 
erably, and the wood jacketing smoked, 
but the action of the piece did not appear 
to be impaired. The heating is only a 
natural condition with high-power charges 
and such rapidity of continuous fire as 
these tests call for. 

This afternoon the test of the Luger rifle 
was resumed and 200 pounds cf ammuni- 
tion fired in the endurance test. Then Mr. 
Luger gave a magnificent exhibition of an 
expert’s work with the piece. He fired 30 
shots, every one of which was a hit, in 
41% seconds, while in 2 minuies he fired 56 
shots, 54 of which were hits. A seaman 
gunner next took the gun, and in 1,22 
minutes fired 20 shots. He next, in a test 
against time, in 2 minutes fired 81 shots, 
with 10 seconds to spare, when two irregu- 
lar cartridges caused a halt. The piece was 
finally put through the defective-ammuni- 
tion and excessive-charge tests. The board 
then went into executive session to compare 
notes on the day’s, work and make a crit- 
ical examination of the piece, after having 
fired about 700 rounds during the day’s 
work, 

To-morrow the Durst gun, an inven- 
tion of a Californian, will be put on trial, 
but, as is requires a semi-rimless cartridge, 
which has to be manufactured purposely 
for the piece, and the lot just supplied be- 
ing slightly defective, it is not expected 
that the test will be carried far. The Luger 
also requires a special cartridge, and the 
exhibitors have brought on a supply. There 
was one other piece, the Briggs-Kneeland, 
entered for the contest, but it will not, in 
all likelihood, be ready before the board is 
ready to adjourn. In it the bolt action is 
thrown out, which is quite a novelty as 
compared with all the other pieces, 





Oregon Farmers Who Mean Business.

Irrigation conventions are well 
enough as a medium of expressing the be- 
lief of the people in the efficiency of this 
means of making agriculture possible and 
profitable in arid districts, but they are of 
little practical value, since their effort is 
wasted in the attempt to persuade Congress 
to ‘‘ turn the water on,” armers who take 
hold of the irrfgation question—having first 
formulated a plan which will meet the re- 
quirements of their case—with pick and 
shovel, without being frightened at the 
prospect of a Winter’s work in the ditch 
will realize in due time the benefits o 
water for their thirsty fields, while those 
who petition Congress for aid in delivering 
their lands from drought will accomplish 
snothing.

The State Aids in Their Establish- 
ment and Gives Books.

Secretary Hines of the State Board of 
Education ana Chairman of the Public 
library Committee has issued a circular 
concerning the establishment of libraries. 
The committee desires to bring to all towns 
the knowledge of the State grant for 
the establishment of public libraries. Two 
hundred dollars’ worth of books will be 


given to any town that votes a like sum for 
the establishment of a public library. Or, 
if a smaller sum be yoted by the town, the 
State will give an equal amount in books. 
The sum furnished by the town can be 
used in providing for the care, custody, and 
distribution of the books, as well as for the 
purchase of books. 

The vote of the town must provide not 
only for the opening and establishment of 
a library, but also for its future mainte- 
nance. This can be done by a by-law 
which practically pledges the town to con- 
tinue the library. The members of the 
committee will be glad to correspond with 
any who are interested, and will visit any 
town where action under the law ‘8 possi- 
ble. The following towns have organized 
libraries or have voted to organize: Sey- 
mour, Wethersfield, Suffleld, Plainville, 
Newington, Scotland, Durham, Putnam, 
Haddam, and Union. .

Good Government Club A to Begin a Court 
Fight Against the Nassau 
Railroad Company. 


A meeting of .Good Government Club A 
of Brooklyn was held last evening at 189 
Seventh Avenue, in that city. M. E. 
Moore, the President of the club, presided. 

The Committee on Boulevards reported 
that it had perfected arrangements to bring 
an action at law for the purpose of enjoin- 
ing the Nassau Electric Railroad Company 
from laying tracks across Ocean Boulevard 
at grade, and also to prevent Park Com- 
missioner Squier from granting permission 
to the company to lay tracks across the 
parks and boulevards. 

Stephen M. Hoye and M. E. Moore both 


spoke of the necessity for taking immediate 
action in the matter, that the authorities 
may know the club intends to keep a watch- 
ful eye on the government of the city. 

Mr. Hoye was then empowered to proceed 
in obtaining the desired injunction, because 
it. has been openly declared by P. H. 
Fiynn, President of the railroad company, 
that he will never tunnel the Boulevard if 
he once obtains permission to lay and use 
tracks across even for temporary purposes. 

The club resolved that it would defray all 
of the necessary expenses and costs inci- 
dental to the action at law, which will be 
brought in the name of James Shea as 
plaintiff, with James Johnson and Henry 
J. Straukamp as bondsman. 

The club is rapidly acquiring’ new mem- 
bers, and now, although it is but a few 
weeks since its organization, it has a mem- 
bership of seventy-five earnest men, who 
are willing to devote their time and money 
for the purpose of helping to obtain for 
Brooklyn a government that is as near an 
ideal one as possible. There is a long list 
of applicants who are awaiting election to 
membership in the club.

DID HOLMES KILL PITZEL 


The Theory of Murder Gaining 


Ground Steadily. 


{NSURANCE SWINDLERS INDICTED 


Mrs. Pitzel’s Story of Her Relations 


with Holmes in the Great 


Conspiracy—-Lawyer Howe 
Arrested. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—The Grand 
Jury this afternoon returned true bills of 
ind'ctinent against Herman Mudgett, alias 
XM. H. Holmes, who is under arrest at Bos- 
ton; Jeptha D. Howe, the St. Louis lawyer, 
and Mrs. Carrie A. Pitzel, alias Cook, for 
fraudulently obtaining $10,000 insurance 
from the Fidelity Mutual Life Association 
of this city upon the death of B. F. Pitzel. 
-Immediately following the finding of the in- 
dictments, which charge ‘conspiracy to 
cheat and defraud,” the life insurance asso- 
ciation received word of the arrest in St. 
Louis of Howe and of the capture in Bur- 
lington, Vt., of the woman who is the 
widow of the victim, and who to-day con- 
fessed to the conspiracy. Steps have al- 
ready been taken to extradite the accused. 
While the indictments do not charge mur- 
der, the authorities believe it will be shown 
at the trial that Pitzel was done away with 
by the accused, either intentionally or other- 
wise. 

The Grand Jury found the indictments 
upon the strength of the evidence presented 
by President Fouse of the Insurance Asso- 
ciation and Coroner Ashbridge. Prior to 
the finding of the indictments Coroner Ash- 
bridge stated to a reporter that he was pos- 
itive that the body discovered on Sept. 4 at 
31316 Callowhill Street, in this city, and 
upon which an inquest was held on the fol- 
lowing day as that of B. F. Perry, was 
mone other than that of Pitzel. ‘*‘ The re- 
Mains were in such an advanced state of 
decomposition,’’ the Coroner’ continued, 
“that Dr. Mattern, who made the post-mor- 
tem examination, was unable to establish 
any fact further than that the lungs were 
terribly congested. Consequently, the Coro- 
zer’s jury had no other recourse than to 
fird that Benjamin F. Perry, aged forty 
yeers, came to his death from conjestion of 
the lungs, caused by inhaling flames or a 
poisonous drug, and the body was interred 
in the Potter’s Field.” 

The Coroner then told of Mrs. Pitzel of 
6,343 Michigan Avenue, St. Louis, stating 
in a letter to him that the body was that 
of her husband, Berjaemin F. Pitzen, and 
mot Perry, and of a request that it be 
shipped to St. Louis. This Coroner Ash- 
bridge refused to do without formal iden- 
tification being made. ‘ After some corre- 
spondence,” the Coroner went on to say, 
“Lawyer Howe and E, Alice Pitzel, a sis- 
ter of the dead man, arrived from St. Louis 
and had the remains exhumed. The body 
Was identified by them as that of Pitzel, 
and on Sept. 24 the inquest was reopened, 
the verdict being the same as the previous 
one, with the exception that the record was 
made to read: ‘ Benjamin F. Pitzel, thirty- 
seven years old, No. 6,348 Michigan Ave- 
nue, St. Louis.’ After the identification, the 
man and ,woman left the city without tak- 
ing the body, the insurance being paid to 
the widow.”’ 

The Fidelity Association, becoming sus- 
Picious of the affair, the investigation, ar- 
rests, and indictments were the outcome. 
Coroner Ashbridge thinks that Holmes con- 
fessed to the conspiracy in Boston, for 
the purpose of warding off the greater crime 
of murder. Vice President McKnight of the 
Fidelity Assurance Company stated to-day: 
“It was a conspiracy and possibly an ac- 
cidental murder. I do not say that it was a 
murder; I merely admit the possibility of it 
having been such.” 

One theory is that Pitzel was induced to 
submit to chicroform in order that he might 
painlessly be marked with burns which 
could be shown a physician. After the phy- 
sician had gone a dead body, similarly 
marked, could be put in bed, and the phy 
sician could be deceived into the notion 
that his patient had died. Now, if Pitzel 
bad taken an overdose of chloroform, which 
killed him, would not the conspiracy still 
be a provable fact, supported, as the evi- 
dence is, by the confessions of the widow 
and of Mudgett? People belive if Pitzel’s 
body be re-examined a fracture of the skull 
fwill be discovered. 

Vice President McKnight of the Fidelity 
Mutual Life Association announced this af- 
ternoon that Mrs. Pitzel, alias Cook, had 
been arrested to-day in Burlington, Vt., 
and that she had confessed to the conspir- 
@cy. Mr. McKnight further stated that 
Lawyer Howe was arrested to-day in St. 
Louis. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 19.—Jeptha D. 
Howe of the law firm of McDonald & Howe 
‘Was arrested to-day on a warrant charging 
him with being a fugitive from justice. He 
is wanted in Philadelphia on a charge of 
fraud preferred by the Fidelity Mutual In- 
Burance Company. It appears that Howe 
had B. F. Pitzel of this city insured in the 
Fidelity Company for $10,000. A few 
months ago Pitzel went to Philadelphia, 
and later it was reported that he had been 
killed in an explosion. The insurance peo- 
ple claim that the body bore evidence of 
baving been saturated with some inflamma- 
ble fluid, and believe it was not the corpse 
of Pitael. 

BOSTON, Nov. 19.—Mrs. Carrie Pitzel, 
wife of the man whose life was insured for 
$10,000, was found in Burlington, Vt., and 
came to this city to-day with a Pinkerton 
detective and Inspector Whitman. She is 
held on the charge of conspiracy after the 
fact. When she arrived at Police Head- 
quarters she realized for the first time that 
whe was under suspicion, her trip to Boston 
having ostensibly been made for the pur- 
pose of meeting Holmes. She fainted dead 
away, but later recovered her composure 
and told the officers what she knew of the 
case. 

To the ‘best of her knowledge, she be- 
eves that her husband is alive, but of this 
she is not certain. Neither does she know 
the whereabouts of the children, other 
than the two who are with her. All she 
knows is that Holmes has repeatedly told 
her that she would meet Mr. Pitzel and the 
children in different places, only to be dis- 
appointed when she went there. She has 
not seen her daughter Alice since the day, 
Sept. 22 or 23, that she left her home in St. 
Louis to go to Philadelphia with Holmes to 
identify the remains supposed to be those 
of her husband. 

It is these suspicious things that make 
the police tend to the theory that Holmes 
has done away with Pitzel, and that he has 
been deceiving his wife in the matter all 
along. 

Mrs. Pitzel claims that she received one 
by Chief Inspector Watts, Deputy Superin- 
tendent Hanscom, and Superintendent Corn- 
ish of the Pinkerton agency. They feel pos- 
itive that she first knew of the swindle 
after her husband was supposed to be dead. 
In her story, she claims not to have seen 
her husband since he left her in July last. 
They were then in St. Louls. Her husband 
informed her that he was going to Chicago 
on business, and later on she claims to have 
received word from him in Philadelphia, 
stating that he had assumed the name of 
Perry, as the result of some difficulties he 
had gotten into in the South. 

Mrs. Petzel claims that she received ore 
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delphia, and that she also wrote to him two 
or three times, addressing the letters to 
him under the name of Perry, at 1,816 Cal- 

lowhill Street. She claims that about a 
week after the death of the man in Phila- 
delphia, who was supposed to be Pitzel, she 
read in a St. Louls paper of the death of a 
man named Perry. She belleved that the 
man might be her husband, and consulted a 
friend in regard to the matter. It was 
deemed best te let the matter drop for two 
cr three days, and, during that period, she 
alleges that she received a cali from Holmes 
at her home in St. Louis. She called his at- 
tention to the ueath cf A. B. F. Perry in 
Philadelphia, 

She claims that Holmes told her not to 
worry, as her husband was not dead and 
everything would turn out all right. After 
that she did not see Holmes for two or 
three days. She saw him after that more 
frequently, and he then told her how mat- 
ters stood. He told her what had been done 
in regard to the body, and told her that a 
bogus one had been substituted for one 
believed to be that of her husband. She 
was told that the purpose was to get the 
insurance money. She was asked to assist 
Holmes in the deception, but she alleges 
that she strenuously refused to have any- 
thing to do with it, until Holmes finally 
overcame her and she consented to allow 
the swindle to be consummated. She left 
the matter entirely in his hands. Holmes 
introduced to her a man who would act as 
a representative for her, and who should 
collect the insurance money. 

At the same time it was decided that 
Alice, the second oldest child, should pro- 
ceed to Philadelphia for the purpose of 
identifying the remains as those of her 
father. The child went on with Holmes, 
and it was first the intention of the com- 
pany that Mrs, Pitzel should go also, but 
she was ill at the time, and it was deemed 
by the agent of the company sufficient to 
have the child and Holmes go to the 
Quaker City. Holmes afterward advised 
her to go to the home of her parents in 
Illinois, as she was ill, and it would be 
better that shé should be away from her 
children for a while. She claims that she 
remained there until she received word 
from Holmes to proceed to Chicago. She 
went there, and afterward was asked to pro- 
ceed to Detroit. At the former city she met 
Holmes, and when she inquired for her 
husband, she was told that she would be 
able to see him at Detroit, and Holmes told 
her that he was safe in the land of the 
living. She went subsequently to Toronto, 
Ogdensburg, and Burlington, Vt. At De- 
troit, Toronto, and Ogdensburg, she went 
under the name of Adams, and at Burling- 
ton she represented that her name was 
Cook. 

Mrs, Pitzel told the officers that she had 
not seen her daughter Alice since the latter 
went to Philadelphia, and she had not seen 
her other two children, Nellie and How- 
ard, since she. went to the home of her 
parents, in Illinois. She had been given 
to understand all the time by Holmes that 
he had taken safe care of them, and that 
they are now in Covington, Ky., in charge 
of a widow lady. 

To-day Holmes stated that he did not 
see Pitzel after he curned the check for the 
body over to him in Philadelphia until he 
saw him in Cincinnati, in the latter part of 
September. At that time Holmes claims 
that he brought the three children, Alice, 
Nellie, and Howard, to Cincinnati, and that 
his intention was then to hire a house and 
to bring the entire family together for the 
Winter. It was not his intention that Pit- 
zel should see the children at that time, but 
while in that city he claims that the father 
became intoxicated, and did see his chil- 
dren by accident. The children recognized 
him, and it was therefore deemed by 
Holmes hardly advisable to stay in Cincin- 
nati. Accordingly, he had Pitzel go to De- 
troit, and later on he, Holmes, went along 
with the children. The party, he claims, 
arrived in Detroit about Oct. 12. 

In Detroit, Holmes claims that he re- 
ceived word from Chicago that the police 
were looking for him. He supposed that 
it was for the Fort Worth affair, and he 
made arrangements to get out of town a3 
fast as he could. He was also suspicious 
that they might be looking for Pitzel, so he 
claims that he hired a carriage at a livery 
stable and put Pitzel, alive, into a trunk in 
the rear of the wagon. He claims that he 
drove out to a suburb of Detroit a distance 
of about two miles, and then took Pitzel out 
of the trunk. He says that he returned 
then to Detroit, and that later in the day he 
hired a buggy and drove the three children 
also to the place where their father was. 

He says that was the last he saw of Pitzel 
or the children. He says he has reasons for 
believing, however. that they are in New- 
York. 

Hoimes told the police what division was 
made of the $10,000 that was secured from 
the insurance company by Mrs. Pitzel’s 
representative. He claims that he got 
$7,100, out of which the had to pay Pitzel 
about $1,800 or $2,000. Out of the remainder 
Mrs. Pitzel’s representative got $2,500 and 
Mrs. Pitzel herself received only about $500. 
He refused to say anything more in regard 
to the dead body, sticking to his original 
story that he secured it from a medical 
friend in New-York, whose name he refuses 
to divulge, as he claims that the man had no 
criminal intent. 

Both Holmes and Pitzel are said to be 
wanted at Fort Worth, Texas, for the al- 
leged larceny of a couple of carloads of 
horses. At Fort Worth Pitzel was known 
by the name of Benjamin F. Lyman. 

Another interesting point in the case is 
the fact that Mrs. Pitzel claims that she 
has given him letters to send to her rela- 
tives, in Illinois, and also’to her children, 
but these were never sent by Holmes, as 
they were found in his possession when 
searched at headquarters. It has also been 
learned that Pitzel and Holmes had a 
cipher code by which they used to tele- 
graph to each other. 

The police intimate that perhaps Holmes 
and Pitzel were involved in business 
troubles to such a degree that Pitzel was 
murdered by Holmes so as to get a dan- 
gerous rival out of the way. Inspector 
Crawford arrived this afternoon from Phil- 
adelphia, and returned to-night at 7:30, 
having in his custody Holmes, Mrs, Pitzel, 
and her two children. He was accompanied 
also by an agent of the insurance company. 


HOLMES’S CAREER IN CHICAGO, 


He and Pitzel Swindled Many Firms 
of House Furnishers, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—The police, fire in- 
surance men end those who deal in store, 
hotel, and house furnishings and in material 
for construction of houses, would like to see 
again in this city H. H. Holmes, who is a 
prisoner in Boston on the charge of con- 
spiring to defraud the Fidelity Mutual Life 
Association out of $10,000, for which amount 
he had insured the life of B. F. Pitzel. 
Holmes and a woman named Lucy Belknap, 
who lived at hi3 house as his mother-in-law; 
another woman who went by the name of 
Williams, and Pitzel, swindled numerous 
supply firms and furniture houses out of 
several thousand dollars by means of getting 
houses built in the name of Mrs. Belknap, 
who was represented as a rich widow. When 
a house was finished and furnished on 
credit, it would burn, and the victime would 
have nothing to show for their confidence. 
Of course, the house would be well insured, 
and the policies were paid. 

Before the fair opened Holmes and his 
confederates swindled numerous merchants 
and hotel furnishers out of several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of goods by a hotel 
scheme. One of the large victims, the 
Tobey Furniture Company, discovered a 
portion of their property in a bricked-up 
room of the hotel, after Holmes had left. 
He had a drug store in Englewood for a 
time and defrauded all who were deceived 
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or two letters from her husband in Phila-

WHICH DO NOT CURE. 


NO RACING FOR THE CRUISERS 


THE NAVY NOT FAVORABLE TO AD- 
MIRAL MEADE’S SCHEME. 


Assistant Secretary McAdoo Says that 
the Department Under No Cir- 


cumstances Would Consent- 


WASHINGTON, Nov.19.—Admiral Meade’s 
proposed race of the Columbia with the Ma- 
jestic or any other liner is not likely to take 
place immediately. Assistant Secretary Mc- 
Adoo is not in favor of acting on the Ad- 
miral’s suggestion at present, nor does he 
intimate that the race may be arranged by 
and by. The Admiral’s mention of a race 
set a great many officers to gossiping, and 
if the slightest approval had been given to 
the novel recommendation of the Admirai 
there is no doubt that the service, as well as 
the general public, would have found it 
quite as exciting a subject for specula- 
tion and investment as a horse race or a 
yacht race. The impropriety of demonstrat- 
ing the relative swiftness and endurance of 
the liners and the ships of the navy is ad- 
mitted by naval officers, who would have 
been glad to have a test made. But, as has 
appeared in many interviews on the subject, 
it has been known that the best of the cruis- 
ers in the navy is not a match for the fast- 
est merchant steamers. For the purpose of 
overhauling the average steamer in the mer- 
chant service our cruisers are adequate in 
speed and endurance. If there should be 
need of swifter ships, the Paris and New- 
York would be the equals of almost every- 
thing else, excepting the Lucania and the 
Campania. It may be found later on that 
we Shall have steamers capable of overhaul- 
ing those ships, and with the reserve bat- 
teries provided by the Navy Department 
the new American steamers would match 
anything else in the way of fast cruisers. 

Assistant Secretary McAdoo, when asked 
to-day what he had to say about the con- 
test suggested by Admiral Meade, talked in 
this way: 

“Tho department knows nothing what- 
ever as to any proposed race between one 
of our cruisers and sqme ship of the fast 
liners leaving New-York, and it is certain 
that under no circumstances would the de- 
partment enter into any such arrangement. 
The position taken that we have a sufficient 
number of such unprotected vessels as our 
cruisers, pure and simple, which depend 
largely on their speed, is one believed in 
by many naval officers, but the discussion 
at this time of such a question is entirely 
academic, as it is not proposed for the 
present to build more cruisers of ea com- 
merce-destroying type. 

“The whole world contains few Lucanias 
or Columbias, and there are few vessels 
that could run a mile from either. In say- 
ing that it is not deemed necessary at this 
time to add to this class of ships, it must 
be distinctly understood that no discredit 
is cast upon vessels in our navy of this 
character, as against similar ones in other 
navies, Indeed, there is no doubt enter- 
tained but that our cruisers, both as to 
naval design, construction, speed, and effi- 
ciency, within the limitations of such ves- 
sels, are, to say the least, excelled by none 
of similar types in the world. 

“You ask me if the fastest of these 
cruisers are capable of as high sustained 
speed as the fast vessels of the English 
naval reserve in the merchant marine, such 
as the Lucania and the Majestic, or our 
own New-York and Paris. Well, for con- 
tinuous high speed fer a long distance in 
time of war our crulsers as against such 
ships are handicapped by lack of coal ca- 
pacity. There is so much to be put into a 
war ship, and so much of it of necessity 
below the water line under protective decks, 
that the coal space is Imited, and the coal 
has to be so stored as to form a defensive 
protection, so that on a long run these lin- 
ers would have a decided advantage. 

“In a short run for life in time of war 
it ought to be close. When within gun-fire 
range, the war ships, with vitals protected 
below the water line, and with handiness 
and those other factors which add to her 
military efficiency, would undoubtedly have 
a decided advantage. Personally, I should 
look upon crack liners in the merchant re- 
serve as first-rate naval auxiliaries in time 
of war. England, Germany, and France 
have many of this class. We are now ar- 
ranging to have reserve batteries for the 
fastest of the liners carrying our flag. 

“It is an odd circumstance that when we 
shall have prepared batteries for the New- 
York and Paris we will be the second na- 
tion to do so, as England prepared bat- 
teries for these vessels before they were 
transferred to our flag. While there can be 
no comparison of these plants, I presume, 
as a matter of fact, that they will be found 
to be very much alike. 

“As to what ships we need immediately 
and need very badly, and the character 
and type of such ships, something will be 
said in the forthcoming report of the Sec- 
retary, which is now in press.” 


May Make the Law Invalid. 


TOTTENVILLE, S. I., Nov. 19.—An in- 
dictment against William P. Van Pelt of 
this place, was dismissed by County Judge 
Stephen D. Stephens of Richmond County 
to-day, and that decision practically de- 
clares as invalid a law under which, for 
many years, the Board of Police Commls- 
sioners has claimed the power to prohibit 
the landing of excursion parties on the 
shore of Staten Island Sound. Van Pelt was 
arrested June 19, for rowing excursionists

TO BAIT THE CUSTOMERS | 


What New-York Retail Grocers Say 
of Department Stores. 


PRICES FIXED ‘SIMPLY AS MAGNETS 


Unfair Competition Charged and De- 
ception Practiced in Dealing” 
With the Public—Views 


of Merchants. 


Following the example of their fellow- 
tradesmen in Brooklyn, the retail grocers 
of New-York have taken up the question 
of the sale of groceries, wines, and liquors 
in the dry-goods department stores. The 
matter was discussed last night by the 
members of the New-York Retail Grocers’ 
Union, at a meeting in Grocers’ Hall, 140 
East Fifty-seventh Street. 

A variety of views was expressed, but 
no definite action was taken. A committee 
£ five was appointed to draw up a resolu- 
tion setting forth the views of the retail 
srocers on the subject. : 

There was sharp condemnation of the de- 
partment stores, and they were charged 
with unfair competition, and with deceiving 
the public as to prices, and with seeking 
to draw customers to their grocery depart- 
ments in the hope of selling them goods in 
other departments at large profits. 

There was opposition to taking any action, 
on the ground tkat the grocery department 
of the dry goods stores had come to stay, 
and the fear was expressed that any 
agitation of the subject would only ad- 
vertise the dry goods stores and increase 
the public misconception as to the prices 
charged by retail grocers. 

T. P. Fowler presided over last night’s 
meeting. Among those present were Will- 
iam De Mott, G. H. Tiemeyer, N. F. Henry 
Sturcke, H. H. Becker, H. Middendorf, E. H. 
Bornemann, C. H. von Dehsen, J. F. Maatz, 
H. Minners, Herman Rohrs, R. C. Hewitt, 
S. Kerr, J. H. Rohrs, F. G. Schneeberg, M. 
Clausen, J. H. Ohlckers, L. Bruckof, H. 
Diestel, John W. Buck, Charles Michaels, 
R. Wulfers, and Charles Vogts. 

After the disposal of routine business the 
subject of selling groceries in the depart- 
ment stores came up in the shape of a mo- 
tion to appoint a committee to draw up a 
resolution expressing the attitude of the 
union. 

F. H. Waldorf said the New-York retail 
grocers would be unwise to follow in the 
footsteps of the Brooklyn grocers. “I do 
not object to our adopting resolutions,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ but in drafting them do not let them 
be like those adopted at the meeting of 
Brooklyn grocers. We should not attempt 
to boycott the dry goods stores that sell 
groceries. In these days the tendency of all 
business is to concentrate, and everything 
runs toward the department system. 

“The Brooklyn grocers have given the 
public the impression that the grocers are 
down on the dry goods department stores. 
It has been widely published that the dry 
goods stores sell groceries below cost. Now, 
if that is the fact, the agitation of the ques- 
tion will simply drive our customers to 
these stores. It is a simple matter of dol- 
lars and cents to the public. They will buy 
where they can get things the cheapest. 
We grocers had better keep quiet.” 

Herman Rohrs, President of the Grocers’ 
Central Association, jumped to his feet. 

*“We do not object,’’ he said, “ because 
the dry goods stores sell groceries, but be- 
cause they compete with us unfairly. We do 
not deny their right to sell groceries. They 
are deceiving the public, however, and are 
trying to make the public believe we are 
highway robbers. 

“We cannot give this matter too much 
publicity. Everybody knows the depart- 
ment stores are selling groceries. But 
whether they are really, as they claim, sell- 
ing groceries 25 per cent. below cost is an- 
other question. I have examined the price 
lists of all these stores, and I find they 
are getting as much profit as we do out of 
thelr groceries. Their advertisements are 
false. They use groceries as a leader, and 
some things they sell below cost. That is 
unfair dompetition. We owe it to ourselves 
to expose the thing and make it plain to our 
customers that these department stores are 
not selling groceries any cheaper than we 
are.”’ 

Mr. Rohrs was applauded. 

R. C. Hewitt said: 

“I’ve sampled the tomatoes sold in the 
dry goods stores. They’re nct extra. They 
only use groceries as a leader. One thing 
they profit by—they sell for cash. The 
sooner we get down to a cash basis the bet- 
ter it will be for us.” 

H. Kerr said he was not in favor of any 
resolutions or of any agitation. “We will 
only advertise their business,’ he said. ‘* We 
can sell as cheap as they can. We will be 
wise to drop the subject where it is.” 

Mr. Rohrs was on his feet again in pro- 
test. “It is not that,” he said. “The peo- 
ple won’t tolerate such impositions by the 
department stores. These gift goods won't 
go with the public. Such schemes have al- 
ways failed. What is the object of these 
department stores in selling flour at the 
regular price one day and below cost the 
next? They must have some object. The 
question for us to determine is whether we 
will suffer the manufacturers to sell to these 
stores. If they were honestly in the grocery 
business, we wouldn’t care. All they want 
to do is to attract trade. We ought to set 
ourselves right before the public. We are 
not getting inordinate profits. If we were, 
we would all be millionaires, like the owners 
of some department stores. Their preten- 
sions are false.”’ 

¥F. H. Lohman advised against further 
agitation. ‘‘The same sun shines for us 
all,”” he said. “The department stores 
have put in groceries to attract the women. 
They don’t advertise to sell all their gro- 
ceries 25 per cent. below the market price. 
I think we should not advertise these 
stores like our Brooklyn brethren. A 
woman loves finery, you know, and once 
she gets in a dry goods store she looks 
around.”’ 

President Fowler started to name the 
Resolution Committee, but Mr. Rohrs ob- 
jected and said that the Chairman was cut- 
ting off debate. 

“It will not do for us to ignore this 
question,” said Mr. Rohrs. “The manu- 
facturers, as well as the dry goods men, 
are watching the retail grocers. The ques- 
tion is mot whether the dry goods stores 
shall handle groceries, but whether they 
shall compete with us fairly, and not merely 
use groceries as a bait. Should a dry goods 
store sell flour one day at the market price 
and at one-half price the next day? 

“Pretty soon these dry goods stores will 
be advertising coffins free in order to in- 
duce people to buy flour. Then they’ll be 
offering inducements to people to die.” 

Many of the grocers applauded Mr. Rohrs. 
Mr, Lohman illustrated how, in his judg- 
ment, it was useless to attack the depart- 
ment stores. ‘“‘ Not long ago,’’ he said, 
“R. H, Macy & Co. were prevented by the 
American jobbing houses from dealing in 
Crosse & Blackwell's pickles. What did 
Mr. Straus do? He cabled to Europe that 
very day for 100 barrels of pickles, and he 
got them cheaper than those he had been 
buying. 

“If a man has money, he can buy any- 
thing. We are in the same boat with the 
department stores, in one way. We sell 
wines and liquors. The saloon keepers 
and liquor merchants are against us for 
that. But we would hate ‘like sixty’ to 
give up our wine and liquor trade.” 

President Fowler appointed a committee 
to draw up resolutions on the subject of 


the department stores, consisting of Messrs. 


Sturcke, Waldorf, Rohrs, Newman, and 
Middendorf. 

“The department stores are coining 
money,” said a grocer in the rear of the 
hall, “ They are making 40 per cent. profit 
on jam alone.” 

Mr. Waldorf spoke again: “ The depart- 
ment stores,” he said, ‘‘are merely teach- 
ing us new schemes in trade. The Amer- 
ican people like to be fooled. The ury 
goods stores have found out how to do it. 
Let us profit by the example.” 

Mr. Rohrs arose once more. “ That’s 
the point!’”® he cried. ‘“ They’re using 
trickery and deception.” 

Mr. Waldorf said: ‘‘ Let us also fool the 
public. So long as we can attract them to 
our stores it don’t matter how «much we 
charge, so long as they will pay it. That 
wouldn’t be robbing the public.’’ 

Lawrence J. Callanan closed the discus- 
sion. He referred to ah article in a Sunday 
newspaper charging many grocers with 
using smaller measures than called for by 
law. 

“That is a more important matter for 
us,” he said, “ than the department stores. 
This association has tried, but umsuccess- 
fully, to get the Aldermen to make it un- 
lawful to sell vegetables and the like ex- 
cept by weight. This year the Aldermen 
will be so close politically that we can ac- 
complish the reform we are after. 

“So far as the -department stores afe 
concerned, my advice to you is to snap up 
a grocery bargain in these stores whenever 
you hear of it. Whenever they advertise 
flour below cost, send your wife, your 
clerks, and your friends, and buy all you 
can. In that way you'll hurt the depart- 
ment stores. That is the only way you can 
stop their unfair competition. You might 
as well try to step the North River from 
flowing as to try to keep the department 
stores from selling groceries. 

“There is not an article in Macy’s gro- 
cery department that you can’t sell just as 
cheap. You can keep up with them every 
day on canned goods. 

“The more you ventilate this subject of 
cut prices by the department stores, the 
more the public will think there is some- 
thing in it. You can do as well as the de- 
partment stores in the coffee they call 
Mocha and Java. I’ve examined the coffee 
and I know what I’m talking about. 

“One of these department stores once ad- 
vertised many thousand yards of cotton 
prints below cost. My wife was at the store 
at 8:10 Al. M. ‘The girls hadn’t taken off 
their wraps. But when she asked for the 
cotton prints she was told they were all 
gone. There is no question that the de- 
partment stores advertise bargains in gro- 
ceries as mere baits.

THE FORTRESS OATHEDRAL. 


Imposing Religious Ceremonies in the 
Presence of Kings und Princes— 
The Body Piaced in the Crypt. 


While the bells tolled and the minute 
guns boomed their requiem, priests chanted 
the sonorous Greek liturgy over the body of 
Czar Alexander III. in the “ Fortress Cathe- 
dral,” St. Petersburg. On a black covered 
dais, three steps above the floor of the 
nave, the coffin was placed. Candelabra 
blazing about it did little to relieve the 
gloom in the great church. 

Over the catafalque was spread a biack 
canopy, lined with ermine, supported by 
four great pillars. The magenta velvet cov- 
ering the steps of the dais was strewn with 
golden eagles, and cunningly-wrought 
wreaths of silver glittered about the cata- 
falque, 

The Czar’s body wore a simple uniform, 
The waxy hands were crossed below a sa- 
cred image of St. Alexander Newski. The 
new Czar, Nicholas II., his mother, his 
affianced, Princess Alix of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt; members of the imperial family, and 
high officials of the empire advanced in 
turn and reverently kissed the image. 

After the chanting had died away the 
casket was lowered into the crypt, and the 
opening in the floor was closed by a stone 
veighing 6,000 pounds.

When he reached a hardware stora 
near Division Street, he dashed into the 
place, and frightened two customers s@ 
badly that they rushed out of the store,’ 
leaving the salesman to talk to Raymond.’ 
All that Raymond would say was that the 
crowd frightened him. 

While the salesman was drawing the 
window shades to keep the crowd from gaze 
ing into the store, Raymond ran out of @ 
door leading to Catharine Street. An Amere 
ican Express wagon was in front of the, 
store. Raymond sprang up the rear end of, 
the wagon just as the driver sprang from} 
his seat. Then he mounted the seat and 
tried to drive off, but the driver had re-/ 
covered his courage by this time and held 
the horses by their heads.

The crowd attracted the attention of 
two policemen, who had no difficulty im 
inducing the demented man to leave his 
perch and place himself in their keeping.

Raymond is married and has one child, 
He separated about seven months ago from 
his wife, who is now living at 68 Mulberry 
Street. His illmess and separation from his 
wife are supposed to have preyed upon hig 
mind and rendered him temporarily insane, 

The young man’s mother and brother say; 
that he did not cut his throat with a knife, 
but that the wound in his throat was the 
result of having an abscess on his necig. 
lanced. The pain caused by the lancing, 
they say, crazed him.

That he graduated from 
that academy a finished soldier may be 
learned from his string of brevet com- 
missions, one of which to the grade of 
Major General was awarded for ‘“ highly 
meritoricus and distinguished conduct 
throughout the campaign, and particu- 
larly for gallantry and valuable services 
in the battle of Ream’s Station.” He is 
one of five officers now on the active list 
who have received full commissions for 
specific distinguished services, his own as 
Brigadier General of Volunteers being for 
the Wilderness and Spottsylvania. 

And while Gen. Miles’s services during 
the civil war were so remarkable, more 
than any other officer, regular or volun- 
teer, who took part in it, without excep- 
tion, he has added to his early renown by 
subsequent active service in the field. As 
Colonel of the Fifth Infantry he defeated 
and subjugated the Cheyennes, Kiowas, 
and Comanches on the border of the 
Staked Plains. He made the brilliant 
Winter campaign against the Sioux after 
the Custer massacre. He intercepted, 
fought, and captured Chief Joseph and 
his brave band of Nez Percés. He de- 
feated the marauding Bannocks with his 
personal escort. He planned the cam- 
paign that resulted in the surrender of 
that terror of the Southwestern frontier, 
Geronimo, an achievement which brought 
him votes of thanks from four Legislat- 
ures and a sword of honor from the citi- 
zens of Arizona. He quelled the Sioux 
revolt of 1890 in South Dakota and 
thereby removed the peril of a great In- 
dian war. He commanded the military 
forees in Chicago during the labor riots 
of this year, and brought a dangerous 
crisis to a happy conclusion. 

A career so brilliant, so rich in serv- 
ices of high value, may well be recalled, 
now that Gen. Miles comes to take com- 
mand at Governors Island. His stay here 
must probably be brief, since .on Gen, 
Schofield’s retirement, a little more than 
ten months hence, Gen. Miles, then the 
highest officer in our army, will doubt- 
less be called to its command at Wash- 
ington. It will be a memorable step 
when one whom the historian of the 
Second Corps well styles ‘‘ the pride of 
the volunteer soldiers of the Union”’ 
reaches the topmost round of possible 
promotions and rewards in the military 
service ¢? this country.

There is an evident tone of menace in

OYSTERS AND TYPHOID FEVER. 

While the investigation as to the or- 
epidemie of typhoid fever 
at Wesleyan confirms the 
suspicion that oysters were the agents 
there is also disclosed the 
of a first case which was the 
source of: the germs conveyed by the 
oysters, and the results of the inquiry 
should not be disquieting to the eaters 
of cooked shellfish, or of raw oysters 
which have been bedded only in waters 
polluted by dangerously-infected 
sewage. 

The investigators at first ascertained 
that neither the water of the college well 
nor the milk supply had been the agent 
of infection, Six. college societies had 
given initiation suppers. All of the 
oysters eaten at these suppers had come 
from one dealer, who had obtained them 
from one oyster grower. At three of 
these suppers raw oysters were served, 
and all of the thirty victims had par-

ysters in this condition; no 
one of those present at the other three 
suppers, where only cooked oysters were 
sefved, was attacked by the disease. 
These facts indicated that the germs of 
typhoid had been conveyed in the water 
and other matter which accompanied the 
raw oysters. How had that water and 
other matter become infected? 

The oyster grower, who lives on the 
shore of the Quinnipiac River, a stream 
which flows into New-Haven Harbor, 
had been in the habit of laying down his 
oysters for a day or two in the river, 
after taking them from the deep salt 
waters of the Sound and before putting 
them on the market. At about the time 
when the first cases appeared at the 
university, his wife died of typhoid fever. 
His daughter had been ill with the same 
disease. The oysters which were sold to 
the students had been bedded temporarily 
in the river at a point near the place 
where a short drain from his house dis- 
charges into the steam. The water be- 
came infected by the flow from the drain, 
and when the oysters were taken up, the 
liquid and other matter which accom-’ 
panies oysters so dislodged, either on the 
outside of the shell or inside of it, con- 
tained the germs of typhoid. Cooking 
killed these germs, but the raw oysters 
carried to those who ate them a dose of 
typhoid poison. It is reported that sev- 
eral recent cases of typhoid in New- 
Haven have been traced to infection thus 
conveyed by oysters from the same river. 

The results of this inquiry appear to be 
as complete and conclusive as those of 
certain notable investigations which have 
revealed the cause of typhoid epidemics 
in germs carried by milk from dairy 
farms where the disease had prevailed. 
The explanation is clearly on the lines 
established by sanitary science, and all 
other theories seem to be excluded. As 
it is well known that the Quinnipiac 
River, just above its mouth, is used by 
many persons as a temporary bedding 
place for oysters, and as several sewers 
and small drains discharge into the 
stream thus used by oyster merchants 
engaged in a large trade, it is plain 
enough that the public health is endan- 
gered by this practice and that sanitary 
supervision is required.

BALK-LINE BILLIARDS. 


It is to be hoped that a match will be 
made between Ives, who last week de- 
feated Schaefer by 521 points in 3,600, 
and Fournil, who is said to be at pres- 
ent the best player in France at what 
may fairly be called the American devel- 
opment of the French game of billiards. 
It is a matter of quite legitimate curiosity 
to know to what degree of proficiency an 
art may be carried that calls into play 
qualities that are mental and moral as 
well as physical. For the calculation of 
the course of a ball around a Dilliard 
table, and much more of three balls, 
though those who do it most accurately 
do it so easily that it seems to be instinct 
rather than ealculation, keeps’ the 
player’s mind employed, while there is 
no exercise in which the muscles need to 
be under more perfect command than 
they need to be in giving effect to the 
“judgment of force’’ which seems to be 
the determining quality in modern bDill- 
jards. The possession of the “nerve” 
which enables a player to keep this com- 
mand when he is playing an up-hill game 
for a large stake is distinctly a moral 
quality that is of great value in more 
important things than billiard playing. 

Undoubtedly, the match last week was 
the most brilliant and remarkable exhi- 
bition of skill in billiards that has ever 
been made. It cannot be said to have 
been decided until the last shot had been 
played. It is true that Schaefer began 
the last night’s play 451 points behind, 
but a year ago, in Chicago, in a match 
with the same opponent and under the 
same conditions, except that the “ anchor 
nurse” had not then been barred, he be- 
gan the last night’s play 505 behind and 
won by 3 points, while the next month, 
at a triangular tournament in New-York, 
he made the run of 560 points that 
caused the barring of the anchor nurse, 
as in his time he has caused many other 
games to be barred. He could not re- 
peat in New-York his feat of Chicago, 
but his play on the last night was a 
very remarkable exhibition, since he 
made, against a lead that might have 
been supposed to be hopelessly discour- 
aging, and against the additional dis- 
couragement of a record-breaking run 
by his opponent, his best average of the 
match. The match was lost and won on 
the two nights when Schaefer was very 
palpably below his form, making an 
average of less than the 25 which not so 
very many years ago was the “record 
average for straight billiards.” In spite 
of this his general average was over 41, 
which would have been far above the 
record but for Ives’s still more wonderful 
performance of an average of over 48 
for six nights’ play at a game that was 
devised especially to prevent the making 
of great runs. 

The progress made at balk-line bill- 
jards within a year by these two players 
has been such that the loser’s average in 
this last match has been far higher than 
the best winning average of a like series 
of games. In the remarkable deciding 
game in Chicago, in which Schaefer made 
1,305 to Ives’s 745, the winner’s average 
was less than 80. It is to be noted, too, 
that the progress is purely progress in 
skill, for the mechanical appliances of 
the game have not been improved within 
a year, or within ten years. The bed of 
a billiard table is not mathematically 
level. The fvory of billiard balls is not a 
perfectly homogeneous material. With 
an absolutely accurate table and abso- 
lutely accurate balls, there seems to be 
no reason why either Ives or Schaefer 
should not emulate Tennyson’s Brook 
and “go on forever.” But it will be in- 
teresting to know how far each player 
can go under the existing conditions. It 
seems that the attendance last week was 
not encouraging or satisfactory, but what 
can people expect who give a billiard 


match in New-York the week of the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Indian Agent 
Wisdom telegraphed the Interior Depart- 
ment to-day from Muskogee that the law- 
lessness in the ‘Indian ‘ferritory continues. 
He says the locai authorities are unable to 
cope with the situation and makes another 
urgent request for troops, which are needed 
without celay. 

Attorney General Olney had a consultation 
to-day with Secretary Lamont and Gov. 
Simms, the Acting Secretary of the Interior, 
with reference to the troubles in the Terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Olney received dispatches to-day from 
United States Attorney Jackson and United 
States Marshal Cobb dated Muskogee, rep- 
resenting the condition of things as very 
bad and asking for further instructions. 

It is understood that the authorities here 
have been unable to find any ground that 
would allow them to send regular troops to 
the perturbed Indian country, but this ques- 
tion is still open and will probably be dis- 
posed of within the next twenty-four hours.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily News says he has 
received a cipher telegram from St. Peters- 
burg, saying that Count Heyden, Governor 
of Finland, and Councilor Tudeer, Vice 
President of the Finland Senate, have ar- 
rived in St. Petersburg to present them- 
selves to the Czar as Grand Duke of Fin- 
land. They report that the Finns refuse to 
take the oath of allegiance to Nicholas II., 
because he has not yet sworn to preserve 
Finland and the Constitution. The Em- 
peror has consulted the Grand Dukes about 
the matter. They are said to have declared 
openly in favor of freeing the press, with 
the view of exposing and stopping the 
abuses of officials.

RUSSIAN MINISTERS RESIGN, 


Portfolios of Foreign Affairs and War 
Returned to the Czar. 


BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The Frankfort Zei- 
tung publishes the statement that M. de 
Giers, Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and Gen. Vannooski, Minister of War, have 
tendered their resignations, but that the 
Czar has not as yet accepted them. 


Wedding Date of Czar Nicholas. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—A dispatch to The 
Daily News from St. Petersburg: 

“It is expected that the wedding of Em- 
peror Nicholas and Princess Alix will take 
place on Nov, 26, because Advent begins at 
2 P.M. on that day. The bride will be con- 
veyed by a grand cortége in State coaches 
from th palace of Grand Duke Sergius to 
the Winter Palace, in the chapel of which 
the marriage will be solemnized, in the 
presence of only the relatives of the bride 
and bridegroom. It is not expected that 
the diplomatic body will be invited. After 
a short stay in the Winter Palace the pair 
will go to Krasnoe-Selo, where they will re- 
side for some time.”’ 


Capture of a Belinese Stronghold. 

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 19.—The Niewsdag 
publishes a dispatch from Lombok stat- 
ing that the Dutch have stormed and 
captured the town of Tjakra Negara, the 
stronghold of the Balinese. The Rajah of 
Lombok escaped during the fight, taking 
his treasure with him. The Dutch logt 
150 killed and wounded, and the enemy’s 
loss was several hundreds, .

MERITS OF THE PERFORMANCE. 


An Excellent Cast Which Does 
Present Any New Features.

The performance of Gounod’s “* Romeo et 
Juliette,’ which was chosen for the opening 
opera, does not call for any serious or ex- 
tended comment. The members of the cast 
have all appeared before in the réles which 
they assumed last night, and consequently 
there it not a great deal to say about the 
merits of their work. The cast embraced 
Mme. Melba as Juliet, Mile. De Vigne as 
Stephano, Mile. Bauermeister as Gertrude, 
M. Jean de Reszke as Romeo, M. Plan- 
con as Capulet, M. Edouard de Reszke 
as Friar Laurence, M. Mauguiere as Ty- 
balt, and Signor Gromzeski as Mercu- 
tio. Mlle. de Vigne replaced Mlle. Guercia 
as Stephano, but it will be remembered that 
the former was here three seasons ago. 
Signor Gromzeski was a member of last 
season's cormpany, but the r6éle of Mercutio 
was then in the hands of M. Martapoura. 

It will be pleasant news to opera goers 
that the old favorites are all in excellent 
condition, though, in the most popular lan- 
guage of the day, Mme. Melba and M. Pilan- 
con may be said to be slightly overtrained. 
Nevertheless, there was not a voice on the 
stage last night that was not capable of 
doing its duty in the way of those tours de 
force without which grand opera in French 
and Italian is a pale and delusive shadow. 
Mme. Melba and M. Plangon have been 
much in evidence at Sunday night concerts 
of late, and hence the general public knows 
pretty well how they are singing. It should 
be said, however, that both appeared last 
night to better advantage than they have 
in any recent concert. Mme. Melba’s legato 
singing was better sustained, owing to her 
better command of breath, and conse- 
quently her work was more excellent in 
point of smoothness. Her acting as Ju- 
liet still strikes many notes of ‘artifi- 
cilality and insincerity, but in the present 
state of the public taste in opera this counts

M. Jean de Reszke’s Romeo is known to 
be one of the most graceful, romantic, and 
impassioned figures of the contemporaneous 
operatic stage. The famous tenor, as 
usual, created the impression of being in 
bad voice at the beginning of the opera, 
but when he had warmed to his work 
he sang with his old-time wealth of feeling 
and with an abundance of admirably-pol- 
ished art. His brother Edouard was a trifle 
hoarse, it seemed, but his big voice, which 
at times is overwhelming in the massive- 
ness of its tone, rolled out sonorously and 
freely. A shortening of some of his phrases 
indicated that there was a little more effort 
than usual in some of his work. 

Signor Gromzeski has a pleasing, but 
light, baritone voice, but he can hardly be 
regarded as an ideal Mercutio. The chorus 
sang with vigor and general effect, though 
the men, as is their wont, were prone to 
wander from the key. One or two members 
of the new: American auxiliary force kept 
themselves a trifle too much in evidence, 
but they will probably discover before long 
that they are not playing principal parts.

THEY MAY FIGHT ANOTHER DUE 


Count di Gibacoa Said to be 
Himself at Fencing to Meet His 


Perfecting 


Qld Opponent, Juan Pedro. 


Count di Gibacoa was among those who 
attended the ladies’ day celebration of the 
Fencers Club yesterday. He recently came 
to this city from Havana for the purpose, 
it is said, of perfecting himself in the art of 
self-defense, with a view of taking part in 
another duel. 

As has been reported, the Count fought 
last Spring with Juan Pedro for an oppo- 
nent. Pedro is a wealthy resident of Hava- 
na. The battle of swords was not satisfac- 
tory to either contestant, and because of 
this, it is said, arrangements have been 
made for a second meeting. The rival in 
Havana, according to accounts, has the 
services of a prominent Parisian maitre 
d’armes to coach him. 

In the first encounter both the Count and 
Juan Pedro were wounded, the Count re- 
ceiving the point of the sword in the side, 
but, fortunately for him, the weapon struck 
a rib and glanced off. The Count had been 
in one previous duel in France. 

Count di Gibacoa is now practising with 
several of the best fencers in this city, and 
a few days ago there was a very lively meet- 
ing on Staten Island. He kept his opponents 
busy defending themselves from his rapid 
thrusts. He will go back to Havana with 
his fencing knowledge well sharpened. 

The Count is rather short in stature, well 
built, and does not appear to be more than 
thirty or thirty-five years old. 


PRIEST AND DOCTOR DISPUTED 


AT THEIR FEET LAY JAMES WHE- 
LEN WITH FRACTURED SKULL. 


He Had Been Injured While Trying 
to Stop a Runaway Team in 


a Brooklyn Street. 


A priest from St. Joseph’s Roman Catho- 
lic Church, in Pacific Street, near Vander- 
bilt Avenue, Brooklyn, and Ambulance Sur- 
geon Schell of the Homeopathic Hospital, in 
Cumberland Street, had a long argument 
in a drug store in Washington Avenue, 
Brooklyn, last night, while James Whelen 
of 452 De Kalb Avenue, lay on the floor, un- 
conscious, with a fractured skull. 

Whelen was riding a horse in Washington 
Avenue. As he reached Atlantic Avenue a 
team of horses attached to a carriage be- 
came frightened and ran away. 

Whelen spurred his horse after them and 
caught the bridle rein of one of them. In 
their struggle to continue their run the 
horses dragged Whelen from his animal. 

The wheels of the carriage passed over 
his head. Passers-by who witnessed the 
accident picked him up and carried him in- 
to the nearest drug store. 

It was learned that he was a Roman 
Catholic, and, when a messenger was sent 
to call an ambulance, another was sent for 
a priest. 

The priest came first, and began to admin- 
ister the last rites of the Church as soon as 
he ascertained Whelen’s condition. He had 
not progressed far when Ambulance Sur- 
geon Schell arrived. 

The latter glanced at Whelen and con- 
cluded that there was a chance to save his 
life. He interrupted the priest in his cere- 
mony and asked to be allowed to dress 
Whelen’s wounds. 

The priest objected, saying the most im- 
portant thing to be attended to was the 
preparation of the injured man’s soul for 
the death which he thought was imminent. 

The dispute lasted for several minutes, 
and warm words were interchanged. Final- 
ly, when the surgeon convinced the priest 
that there was probably no danger of im- 
mediate death, he was allowed to have his 
way. 

He dressed Whelen’s wounds and took 
him in the ambulance to the Homeopathic 
Hospital. 

There late last night it was said that 
Whelen’s condition was very critical. 

He ig twenty-two years old and unmar- 
ried. 

The runaway team was captured soon 
after Whelen fell. There was no one in the 
carriage.

There was nothing new in the city thea- 
tres last night except “living pictures” 
and music-hall “turns.” There were quite 
enough of these to satisfy the taste for 
them, which, happily, seems to be on the 
decline. At the Garden Theatre a partly 
new and excessively nude set of tableaus of 
the original Kilanyi order were exhibited, 
with explanations more or less to the point, 
generally less, and sometimes needlessly 
coarse, by the preposterous Bey of Bara- 
taria. There were fifteen of these, and each 
contained one or more seemingly-naked fe- 
males. The prettiest of them were vignettes, 
exhibited in oval gilt frames; the showiest 
was ‘“‘ At the Gate of Paradise,’’ after Hey- 
ser, in which a bare lady held up a gilt 
wine cup in front of the rose-colored gates 
of the abode of those houris and almas and 
odalisques whose prophet erstwhile was Mo- 
hommed, but is now surely Mr. Edward E. 
Rice. The worst of them was “ After the 
Bath,” from a painting by Alchmovitz. 

As a popular show, “ Little Christopher 
Columbus ”’ has been greatly improved, but 
principally by the introduction of new “ va- 
riety’’ acts. It is as pleasing to the eye as 
the best of its kind, but no great personal 
hits have been made by any of the prom- 
inent performers. Much of the unusual 
success of ‘1492’ was due to Walter Jones 
and Theresa Vaughn. They have no equals 
in the present company. 

Mr. Barnet’s long-lived burlesque play, by 
the way, is in New-York again, at the Har- 
lem Opera House, with all the principal 
performers. 


KOSTER & BIAL’S. 


Not another person could have found a 
seat, and only a few dozen more of them 
places in which to stand, at Koster & 
Bial’s Theatre last evening. That most 
mysterious instinct that almost always 
causes a large number of people to gather 
in any place of amusement where a per- 
formance worth seeing is to be given no 
doubt explained the size of the audience, 
and another illustration of that instinct’s 
accuracy was presented by the many merits, 
of not a few kinds, that characterized the 
various variants of variety listed on this 
week’s programme. 

Among the enterta’nment’s not too many 
novel features was the singing of a man 
and woman named Bruet-Riviere, who have 
just arrived from Paris, and who proved it 
by having an extremely Gallic air. Mme. 
Bruet-Riviere is slender and dark, while 
her companion towers proudly beside her 
and looks good naturedly over an Othello 
beard. They imitated cats and other music- 
al instruments with no little cleverness, 
and were kindly received, but they created 
hardly enough excitement to make a jour- 
ney so long as that from Paris seem worth 
their while. 

By far the most enjoyable portions of the 
performance were those supplied by people 
with whom everybody has long been famil- 
iar. That could hardly fail to be the case 
with Carmencita and Fougére in the bill, 
for they remain, gas they have always been, 
quite the best representatives of their re- 
spective classes that New-York has ever 
seen. Carmencita, it is true, has made the 
mistake of becoming a bit civilized, and no 
longer comes upon the stage like a colt who 
has leaped a pair of pasture bars, but she 
is still a very remarkable young woman for 
all that, while in the extremely ‘“ troub- 
lante’’ Fougére there has been no change 
at all. 

Also deserving of comment are Erminia 
Chelli, whose trapeze act is gently amaz- 
ing; the trained dogs and doves of Ivan 
Tschernoff; the under-water feats of the 
well-named Finneys, and the queer little 
Rossows, whose athletics and wrestling 
would make an admirable addition to the 
Brownie show, for they belong to that 
impish race much more certainly than any 
of the Fourteenth Street youngsters. The 
“living pictures’”’ still excite quite as 
much applause as ever, and deserve it quite 
as well—an assertion, fortunately, at which 
nobody can take offense.

There is an extraordinary exhibition at 
the Bijou Theatre this week.

WESLEYAN’S TYPHOID OUTBREAK 


Dr. C. A. Lindsley Traces It to Oysters In- 
fected with the Germs of the Dis- 
ease—Fattened Near a Sewer. 


NEW-HAVEN, Nov. 19.—Dr. Charles A. 
Lindsley of this city, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, said to-day that, beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, the epidemic of 
typhoid fever at Wesleyan University could 
be traced to oysters infected with the germs 
of disease. 

It had been ascertained, he said, that the 
oysters provided for a series of banquets 
at the university had been placed in a por- 
tion of the Quinepiac River here to fatten. 
The fattening ground is close to the house 
of the dealer from whom the oysters for 
Middletown consumption were obtained, and 
it was learned that two members of the 
dealer’s family had suffered from the fever, 
and that excreta had been discharged into 
a sewer which empties into the river close 
to the place where the oysters had been 
placed. 

There are forty-five cases of fever in 
New-Hoven at the present time, according 
to Health Officer Wright. 


THE OBITUARY RECORD 


Odle Close. 


Odle Close, one of the oldest members 
of the Westchester County Bar, died at 
his home in Croton Falls yesterday morn- 
ing. He was seventy-eight years old. He 
was associated with ex-Collector, William 
H. Robertson in the law firm of Close & 
Robertson, the oldest in Westchester Coun- 
ty. 

He was born in Greenwich, Conn., and 
entered Yale College, from which he was 
graduated in 1842. He commenced the study 
of law in the town of Bedford, and was 
admitted to the bar in May, 1845. During 
the time he was pursuing his professional 
studies he taught school in Wilton, Conn., 
and was Principal of Bedford Academy for 
three years. He practiced his profession in 
Bedford until 1854, 
Croton Falls. 

He and ex-Collector William H. Robert- 
son, in copartnership, opened an office in 
Mott Haven, then a part of Westchester 
County, and kept it open until 1865, when 
they removed to White Plains. Mr. Close 
was elected Supervisor of the town of North 
Salem in 1868, and held the office for twen- 
ty-two years. In addition to being a Su- 
pervisor and an active lawyer, he held the 
office of Register in Bankruptcy from 1867 
for twelve years. He was also appointed 
by Gov. Dix, in 1873, one of the Commis- 
sioners to draft amendments to the Con- 
stitution of this State. 

Mr. Close was married in 1846 to Miss 
Samantha B. Newman of Glens Falls, and 
had three children. His wife and one 
daughter survive him, 

Edward Allen Conlin. 

Edward Allen Conlin, a nephew of ‘the 
late William J. Florence, died yesterday at 
his residence, 170 East One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street. He was in his thirty-sec- 
ond year and unmarried. His father, Ed- 
ward B. Conlin, a brother of the comedian 
and formerly Captain of the famous Wash- 
ington Greys, a cavalry squadron of the 
Eighth Regiment, N. G. S. N. Y., died Nov. 
13. Tne son was for many years a Custom 
House employe. His body will be buried in 
the Florence plot in Greenwood Cemetery. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


—George Ross, State Senator of Pennsyl- 
vania, died yesterday at Doylestown, Penn. 
He was born in Doylestown Aug. 24, 1841. 
He was graduated from Princeton Col- 
lege in 1861, was admitted to the bar in 1864, 
and had practiced ever since in Bucks and 
neighboring counties. He was a member of 
the Pennsylvania State Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1873, was elected to the State 
Senate in 1886, and re-elected in 1890. He 
was the Democratic candidate for Congress 
from the Seventh District in 1884 and 1888. 

—William Jacobus, ex-Postmaster of Mont- 
clair, N. J., died yesterday. He was sixty- 
nine years old and a son of John H. Ja- 
cobus. He was born in Cedar Grove, N. J. 
He was the first Democratic Postmaster 
in the town, being appointed by President 
Buchanan in 1858. He was also appointed 
by President Cleveland tn 1886. He was en- 
gaged in the real estate business, and was 
once wealthy. He leaves two sons and two 
daughters. 

—James T. Sykes of Rockville, Conn., died 
Sunday. He was thirty-nine years old. He 
was a prominent woolen manufacturer and 
a brother of George Sykes, also engaged in 
the manufacturing business.

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KILLED BY A POWDER EXPLOSION 


Two Men Lose Their Lives by an Acel- 
dent at the Phenix Powder Works, 
Near Farmingdale, N. J. 


FARMINGDALE, N. J., Nov. 19.—An exe- 
plosion that shook every house in the neigh« 
borhood and made the residents believe 
that an earthquake had visited the place 
was felt here soon after 1 o’clock to-day. 
One of the large outhouses of the Phoenix 
Powder Works in which was stored nearly 
a ton of rifle powder was blown high in 
the air, and the two men workin therein 
were killed outright. They were George Dis- 
brow and Edward W. Sharp. What is left 
of their bodies to-night lies in the small 
undertaking establishment of Halstead 
Wainwright. ’ 

The Phoenix Powder Works are situated 
about a mile east of the town, in what, sev-. 
eral years ago, was farming land. The 
President of the company is William H. 
Taylor of New-York, and the stockholders 
are principally wealthy men of that city. - 
Until the accident of to-day no fatality had 
eccurred there since the works were es- 
tablished, in the Fall of 1888. One of the 
numerous outhouses was blown up a year 
or two ago, but, fortunately, no one was 
injured. Powder, in its manufacture, goes 
through at least fifteen different processes, 
and a separate house is required for each. 
The buildings are at least 200 yards apart, 
so that, in case one explodes, there is little 
danger of any of the others meeting the 
same fate. A row of a dozen buildings on 
the main road leading from Hamilton to 
Farmingdale marks the houses of the em- 
ployes, about thirty in number. 

Disbrow and Sharp were working in the 
coining mill, where the powder, after being 
pressed into cakes, is ground into rough 
powder, preparatory to going to the glazing 
mill, where the finishing touches are put on. 
The men are required to wear shoes with- 
out nails, and all their clothing must be 
changed before going into any of the mills. 
Disbrow and Sharp would have been 
through their work in a little while. Their 
load of powder was nearly ready to be 
taken to the glazing mills. 

Suddenly there was an explosion that 
shook every house within two miles of the 
coining mill, and when the smoke cleared 
away there was hardly anything left but 
a lot of débris. Sharp lay thirty feet from 
the wrecked building. Both legs had been 
blown off at the knees, and his face and 
body were fearfully cut. He presented an 
awful appearance, Disbrow was found in 
a ditch 125 feet away. His right arm was 
mashed to a pulp, and his entrails were 
blown out, . 

Warren Snyder, who is employed in the 
packing house, was washing up when the 
explosion occurred. The flying glass cut 
his head fearfully. He was removed to 
his home and medical aid was summoned. 
Although badly injured, he will probably re- 
cover. Thomas White and Daniel Voorhees 
were in the glazing house. Both were 
knocked down, and received painful injur- 
ies. 

A minute after the explosion the whole 
town was running toward the scene. Su- 
perintendent Laflin would not allow anybody 
within 200 yards of the wrecked mill, fear- 
ing another explosion. 

Sharp was married, and leaves a wife and 
three children. The latter are sick and in 
a dangerous condition. He was thirty-five 
years old. Disbrow was twenty-two years 
old and unmarried.

Harvard’s Team in Fine Condition for 
Saturday’s Game. 


DOING LIGHT WORK AND RESTING 


Only the Coaches and the Players 
Know Their Capabilities--To 


Start for Springfield 
® on Friday. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 19.—If Har- 
vard does not win at Springfield on Satur- 
day, it will not be the fault of the manage- 
ment of the football team. Every precau- 
tion is being taken to keep the men in con- 
dition. The practice is light. After the 
work on the Soldiers’ Field every after- 
noon, the men take the train for Auburn- 
dale in time for dinner. After practice of 
signals and talks from the coaches, they 
go to bed early and return to Cambridge 
in time for 9 o’clock recitations. This op- 
eration will be gone through with every 
day up to Friday, when the men will leave 
for Springfield. Complete rest and secrecy 
is thus obtained, and the team will go to 
Springfield with its supporters in entire 
ignorance as to its exatt condition. What 
Capt. Emmons’s eleven may develop into 
on the Hampden Park gridiron is left for 
the future to determine. That it is a 
strong team there is no question. That it 
is a stronger team than Yale’s the contest 
on Saturday alone can decide. Grit and de- 
termination go a long way, and never be- 
fore has Harvard had a team so strong in 
will and sheer grit. 

The personality of the football players 
will show the ground for belief in their 
ability to beat Yale. The team as it will 
probably line up in Springfield, together 
with statistics of the men, is as follows:

There may be 
other surprises in store, too, but it is prob- 
able that the coaches will not interfere rad- 
ically with what is already a well-balanced 
and well-trained team. Of course, both 
Mananhan and Wheeler are possibilities for 
left tackle. Both are heavier men than Hal- 
lowell, but neither has shown up so well in 
the practice and preliminary games. Nei- 
ther Gonterman nor Gould stand any 
chance of being allowed to play. Great re- 
liance is being placed upon Charlie Brewer 
and Wrightington, and if the position of 
full back could only be filled as well to a 
certainty as they do their work as half 
backs the team would be much stronger 
behind the line than it now is. Neither 
Brewer nor Wrightington can be said to be 
each other’s superior, and both stand in 
line for the Captainship of next year. Both 
are brilliant runners, both are unexcelled at 
dodging. It only requires severe practice in 
punting to niake them perfect backs. 

Harvard will stand or fall upon the foot- 
ball tactics of Mr. Lorin F. Deland. At 
every game he has been upon the field, note- 
book in hand, following each play with 
minute attention and getting down memo- 
randa from which the men later have prof- 
ited. He is with them now at Auburndale, 
and, whether the Harvard eleven stands or 
fails, his genius has made a mark upon 
their play. He has been the power behind 
the throne, and has exercised his power to 
the utmost. Mr. Lathrop has looked after 
the physical condition of the men, and it is 
to him that they will owe the strength and 
ability to stand the strain of a great game. 
Old football players like Newell, Upton, 
Lewis, and Cranston have been giving their 
advice, and the men have not lacked for ex- 
pert coaching. 

More than half of the men who will line 
up against Yale next Saturday have never 
faced a Yale football team. Emmons, 
Waters, Mackie, Beale, and “Charlie”’ 
Brewer were in last year’s Yale game. The 
two Shaws are new men, Arthur Brewer 
played in the latter part of the Pennsyl- 
vania game last Thanksgiving Day, after 
Emmons was hurt, but that is the only big 
contest in which he has taken part. Wrenn 
has played on his high-school and class 
teams, but this is his first year with a 
*Varsity eleven. Fairchild has been substi- 
tute quarter back for the ’Varsity, and 
Hallowell has played on his class team. 
Beale was quarter back on the ’Varsity last 
year, but has been distanced in the race 
for the same position this year by “‘ Bob”’ 
Wrenn. Whittemore is a famous base- 
ball player and Captain of the Harvard 
nine, although he has had some football 
practice in his class team and on the ’Var- 
sity squad last year. Hayes, at haif back, 
and Doucette, at centre, stand a chance of 
going into the big games in case of injury 
to the regular men. ‘This is their first 
year with the ’Varsity squad. Manahan has 
played in "Varsity games, and, but for his 
pecident, would have had his old place in 
the Yale game. 
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YALE MEN WORK WELL.

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 19.—The daily 
practice of the Yale football eleven this after- 
noon was open to the public at large, an unex- 
pected move, considering the rigidity with which 
Capt. Hinkey has enforced secrecy upon the 
work of the eleven the past few weeks. The an- 
nouncement that spectators were to be admitted 
within the Yale field was not made till 1 o’clock, 
but before the team appeared at 2:15, ne4rly

SHOOTING FOR THE ABEEL TROPHY 


Company G’s Team Did Well at the 
Seventh’s Armory. 


There was a great crowd of marksmen at the 
Seventh Regiment Armory last evening to wit- 
ness the forty-third competition for the Abeel 
Trophy, and incidentally to assist in opening 
the indoor rifle shooting season of 1894-5. 
The Abeel Trophy, which is open to teams of 
ten men from each company, is one of the prin- 
cipal matches of the indoor season, and the 
number of teams unlimited. Each man is al- 
lowed seven shots standing and seven prone at 
the 200 and 500 yard ranges, and all competi- 
tions have to take place between Nov. 1 and 
April 1 each year.

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AMATEUR ATHLETES MEET 


Annual Gathering of the Union Man- 
agers at the Astor House, 


W. B. CURTIS ELECTED PRESIDENT 


New Officers and New Committees for 
the Coming Year—Important 


Rulings on Athletic 


Events, 


The annual meeting of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union was held yesterday afternoon 
at the Astor House. It was the first gath- 
ering of the athletic Solons since Novem- 
ber, 1893. The following associations were 
represented: Metropolitan, by William B. 
Curtis, James FE. Sullivan, George W. 
Wood, and John Stiel; J. C. Van Tambacht 
attended as an alternate; New-England, by 
George W. Beals, Walter Stimpson, and 
E. E. Robb; Atlantic, by Harry McMillan: 
Pacific Northwest, by George Wood; Pacific, 
by F. P. Prial; North American Turner 
Bund, by Julius Harder, C. Schmid, and 
William Hartfield; League of American 
Wheelemn, by Howard E. Raymond. 

Since the last annual meeting many mail 
votes have been submitted to the members 
of the union. The most important were 
the annual schedule; a vote appointing 
Howard E. Raymond a member of the 
Board of Managers, vice Charles A. Lus- 
comb, resigned; a vote to amend the con- 
stitution of the Pacific Association; a vote 
reinstating A. W. Harper of Portland, Ore- 
gon; C. C. Riggs of Lockwood, N. Y., and 
R. Hevelka of Omaha, and rejecting the 
applications of Messrs. Eaton, Kelly, Inks, 
Edminston, Cahill, King, Keefe, and Kil- 
len, on the ground of professionalism; a 
vote allowing the Atlantic Association to 
appoint an additional handicapper; a vote 
allowing a record to E. B. Bloss of the Bos- 
ton Athletic Association for the running 
hop, step, and jump, 48 feet 6inches, made 
at the Amateur Athletic Union champion- 
ship meeting, at Chicago,, Sept. 16, 1893, and 
a vote approving the constitution of the Pa- 
cific Northwest Association. All of the 
above votes were carried. A mail vote to 
compel athletes to wear only their own club 
colors at handicap games failed to receive 
the requisite number of votes. 

W. B. Curtis brought to the notice of the 
meeting a resolution from the Metropolitan 
Association for permission to amend its 
constitution to enable clubs of that asso- 
ciation to give banners at handicap games 
to clubs scoring the most points, the value 
of the banners to be limited to $20. The 
application was referred to the new Board 
of Managers. Mr. Curtis also reported that 
the same association had referred to this 
meeting the application for reinstatement 
of T. J. Vogellus of Jersey City. The Re- 
instatement Committee had reported that 
Vogellus had been ill and out of work, and 
that his clubmates had given a stag for his 
benefit, but that no profit was made. The 
committee and association reported in 
favor of reinstatement, but owing to the 
nature of the stag it was necessary to refer 
it to the union. A request from the Metro- 
politan Association for permission to ap- 
point a handicapper for Northern New- 
York was referred to the board. 

In behalf of the Pacific Association Will- 
iam B. Curtis read the following letter:

GETTING READY FOR SKATING. 


A Meeting to be Held to Decide About 
the Championships. 


RED BANK, N. J., Nov. 19.—The. approaching 
cold weather brings to mind the Winter sports, 
for which this place has become famous. Red 
Bank, as has been said truthfully by a well- 
known authority, is the ‘“‘ice yachting centre 
of America.’’ Added to this reputation is the fact 


that the world’s skating records were made here | 


two Winters ago by Joe Donoghue. Subsequent- 
ly, during the same season, John S. Johnson 
came East and defeated Donoghue and other 
crack skaters, 

Last Winter, when Red Bank was selected by 
the association as the place for holding the 
national championship skating races, the North 
Shrewsbury Ice Yacht Club, under whose auspices 
the events were to be held, hustled around, and 
by Dec. 1 had everything in readiness. All the 
funds necessary were raised, and. there was 
nothing lacking for a successful meeting except 
the weather. There was very little ice during 
the season, and the races did not take place. 
One night a cold wave, more severe than any 
of its predecessors, happened along, and in two 
or three days the river was coated with ice 
about 5 inches thick. The Skating Committee 
of the Ice Yacht Club immediately notified the 
skaters, a number of whom arrived. Upon their 
arrival a storm and a warm spell set in, and the 
ice disappeared. The skaters remained here for a 
week waiting for ice, but they went home dis- 
appointed. 

This Winter, however, we are going to have 
some big freezing weather, if William H. Rob- 
ertson’s predictioMs count for anything. Mr. Rob- 
ertson is a great friend of the local ice yachts- 
men, and was the starter of the national cham- 
pionship skating races two years ago. He wrote 
a letter to Secretary James B. Weaver last week, 
in which he said: ‘‘I think we will have a good 
Winter this time, and there will be no trouble 
pulling off some races.’’ As he prophesied last 
Winter that the season would be an open one, 
the sportsmen here are very much encouraged 
because of his forecasts for the coming Winter. 

The ice-yacht club will make no arrangements 
for skating races this Winter until the con- 
dition of the ice warrants it, and no bid will be 
made for the national championships unless 
there is good ice. 

A meeting for the election of officers and selec- 
tion of a location for the annual cNampionship 
races will be held Dec. 4 at 8 P. M. at the house 
of the President of the National Amateur Skating 
Association, 144 Henry Street, Brooklyn. 

Red Bank will doubtless turn out a number of 
good skaters this season. The Monmouth County 
championship is held by Fred Frick, a local 


skater, and Albert Haviland, another Red Bank | 


boy, won second prize in the same race, which 
was decided two Winters ago. Albert Chambers 
has bought a pair of racing skates, and, as he 
is an athlete of no mean ability, he will prob- 
ably be heard from before the close of the season.

A COLORED ORATOR WANTS $10,000 


B. F. Palmer Has Brought Suit Because 
He Was Ejected from the Repub- 
lican State Headquarters. 


B. F. Palmer is a colored man who claims 
he was empowered to make campaign 
speeches under the management of the Re- 
publican State Committee. When he went: 
te the headquarters, in the Fifth Avenue. 
Hotel, a few days after the election for his 
pay he was told that inasmuch as he had 
not been assigned to make any speeches, 
the committee would not pay him. He was 
finally given an order by Secretary Kenyon 
for $20, subject to the ‘‘O. K.” of the local 
Republican Committee of Brooklyn, where‘ 
he had made two speeches. : 

Palmer returned and demanded more 
money, and made so much disturbance that 
George Smith, the colored Assistant Ser-: 
geant at Arms, put him out of the rooms, 
He has begun suit for $10,000 against Secre- 
tary Kenyon, Mr. Smith, and Mr. Ball, who 
was one of Mr. Kenyon’s assistants. He 
claims he was injured by being put out of 
the room. His affidavit charges Secretary 
Kenyon with having taken part in his 
ejectment. 

At State headquarters last night Mr. Hack- 
ett laughed at the suit, and Mr. Gleason, 
who had charge of the speakers’ assign- 
ments, said Palmer had made many false 
charges. He said Palmer had never been 
employéd by the committee; that Mr. Ken- 
yon had no part whatever in ejectnig 
him, and that the reason for this action by 
Smith was that Palmer was so troublesome 
there was nothing else to do. He further | 
said that Palmer had not been injured at' 
all by his ejectment. 


GIDEON NICHOLS, HERMIT, DEAD 


HE WAS THE SOLE SURVIVOR OF 
A WALK TO CALIFORNIA. 


He Lived in a Queer House in Hemp- 


stead and Slept on a Bed 


Made of Soap Boxes. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. L, Nov. 19.—Gideon 
Smith Nichols, an eccentric resident of this 
place, died at his home here yesterday. 
He was eighty-four years old. Mr. Nichols 
walked from New-York to Tarrytown about 
a week ago, and caught a cold that devel- 
oped into pneumonia. 

Gideon Nichols was always looked upon 
by his neighbors as a strange character, 
His home was about a mile from the vil- 
lage. It was an oddly-constructed house. 
The exterior was plastered over with mor-,| 
tar. In one corner was a tower that earned | 
for the place the name of “Castle.” One} 
portion of the structure was used for sta-! 
ble purposes. The interior was as rough 
as the exterior. The furnishings were in 
keeping with the style of the house. The 
owner’s bedstead was made out of soap 
boxes. 

Mr. Nichols was a bachelor, and few per-~' 
sons were ever admitted to his home. He 
had no love for women, and, while he em- 
ployed a housekeeper, it is said that he 
never conversed with her, except when it 
was necessary to give instructions about 
household affairs. His manner of dress was 
very peculiar. He apparently always wore 
the same suit of clothes. It was made of 
linen, and had the appearance of having 
withstood years of usage. 

He was always a goo@ walker, and had 
the distinction of being the sole survivor of 
a walk to California. He started with two 
companions, John Sammis and Charles 
Hentz, in 1849. They both died before the 
journey was completed. 

Mr. Nichols owned nearly 500 acres of 
land about here, besides several orange 
groves in Florida. He was considered to be 
worth at least $100,000. He sold part of 
his land to the City of Brooklyn several 
years ago for a site for a reservoir. He re~ 
served a right of way through the property 
and even compelled the city authorities to 
build a bridge for his use over the stream. 

Had Mr. Nichols lived two weeks longer 
he would have started for Florida, where 
he always spent his Winters. He leaves 
one sister, a resident of Poughkeepsie.

MATERIAL INTERESTS OF THE SsovUTH 


EFatriotic Letter of Senator Walsh 
of Georgia. 


From The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle. 

Our people will do well to put the next 
two years into solid, practical work along 
material lines for the development of our 
resources and the enlargement of sour 
means. Senator Walsh has set a good 
example in this particular in the way he 
has turned his back on the recent past 
and gone right back into harness, working 
for the material advancement of the South, 
and encouraging others along the same line. 
Replying to a letter from Gov. Northen, in 
which the latter expressed regret at the 
result of the Senatorial campaign, Senator 
Walsh wrote as follows: 

Augusta, Ga., Nov, 7, 1804. 
Hon. W. J. Northen, Atlanta, Ga.: 

Dear Governor: I am in good health and in 
fine spirits. ‘‘ With malice toward none and 
charity for all,”’ I go on my way rejoicing in 
the satisfaction that I have the confidence of 
my friends and the respect of my fellow-citizens. 
There is not a sore spot in my mind or heart 
because of the result of the Senatorial election. 

Il am filled with hope and confidence for the 
future of our country. We will have to work 
hard and live economically for a few years on 
account of the dreadful depression caused by five- 
cent cotton; but I am confident that the South 
is the coming and the best section of the Union 
for investment. The North has found this out, 
and the tide will assuredly flow in this direction, 

You are in a great field of usefulness for our 
State, and my heart and hand are yours to com- 
mand. How ardently I desire that the public 
sentiment—the Legislature of Georgia—could 
lift itself up to its duty in properly seconding 
your patriotic efforts to build up the State.

Population of France and Germany. 
From The Westminster Gazette. 

The population of Germany is 51,500,000, 
and it has increased by 11,500,000 since 1870 
it is stated this morning. The figures are 
certainly very striking. It must be remem- 
bered, of course, that the odd million and 
a half ought to be deducted as representing 
the population of Elsass-Lothringen. But 
even taking this into account, the fact 
remains that whereas Germany, with a pop- 
ulation to-day of 51,500,000, against France’s 
38,343,192, has put 10,000,000 on her popula- 
tion in twenty-four years, her neighbor in 
the same period is more than 2,000,000 souls 
to the good. The figures are even more sug- 


gestive than they look at first sight, when 
it is borne in mind that while only 5,500 
Frenchmen emigrated in 1892, (the latest 
year for which statistics are available,) as 
many as 116,339 Germans left the Father- 
land to settle in foreign lands. Moreover, 
against a mere half million of foreigners 
in the German Em pire there are 1,130,000 
seattered through France. All of which 
bears out comneelx what The Westminster 
has said again and again, namely, that if 
by any chance our neighbors did take to 
eolonizing in Tunis, Madagascar, and Ton- 
quin, the places which they left vacant in 
France would have to be filled up by Bel- 
giens, Italians—and Germans,

THE BURGLARY OF TWO NEWPORT 
COTTAGES RECALLED, | 


A Man Arrested in New-York Said to 
Have Confessed the Crime for Which 
' He Was Once Tried and Acquitted. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 19.—The arrest 
in New-York of a man named Stetson, alias 
‘“‘ Bill the Brute,” on the charge of breaking 
into a flower store, awakens much interest 
here. It is understood in Newport that he 
has confessed that he was implicated in two 
big burglaries here—the robbery of the 
houses of Commodore Gerry and J. W. 
Ellis, in August, 1893. 

Commodore E. T. Gerry occupied during 
the Summer of 1893 the Hodgson villa, and 
John W. Ellis of New-York lived in his 
own cottage on Bellevue Avenue. The night 
of Aug. 17 was dark and rainy, and after 
dinner Mrs. George Hoffman, Mr. Ellis’s 
daughter, found that her room had been 
entered by way of the piazza roof, and 
that jewelry valued at $8,000 had been 
stolen. An alarm was given, but the thief 
had fled. 

The next day it was found that the cot- 
tage occupied by the Gerrys had been en- 
tered on the night of Aug. 16. : 

Some skillful detective work, in which 
the New-York police officials gave great 
assistance, led to suspicions that Stetson, 
whose right name is Clark Parker, was 
guilty of the Ellis robbery, and he was 
caught in New-York on a charge of till 
tapping. He was brought here and stood 
trial. His defense was an alibi. The jury 
acquitted him. It is said they had no faith 
in the alibi, yet the evidence against the 
man was not enough to send him to prison. 

Mrs. Hoffman, who is a well-known so- 
ciety lady, made a special effort to recover 
her jewels, as some of them were the prop- 
erty of her mother, the late Mrs. John W, 
Ellis. Stetson, it is said, has now con- 
fessed that he placed them with a Boston 
“fence,” but when he desired to secure 
them again to return them, they had been 
resold. 


BAILER WANTS HIS SANITY TESTED 


He Escaped from Ogdensburg Asylum 
and Is Now in Hoboken. 


HOBOKEN, N. J., Nov. 19.—Gottfried 
Bailer, forty-four years old, of Watertown, 
N. Y., gave himself up to the Second Pre- 
cinct police Saturday, with the request that 
he should be examined by three competent 
physicians to prove that he is in his right 
mind. He said he escaped from an asylum 
in Ogdensburg, N. Y., and wanted to have 
his sanity established, so the authorities 
could not have him recommitted. 

He says he settled in Watertown twenty- 
two years ago, and has a wife and two chil- 
dren, He claims he was arrested there for 
beating a workman in the Remington Paper 
Works, that two physicians considered him 
to be slightly insane, and had him sent to 
an asylum. The asylum authorities, he de- 
clares, refused to discharge him, although 
he was perfectly sane, so he ran away from 
the institution last Tuesday. 

Bailer charged his former employers with 
being responsible for his commitment to 
the asylum, 

In response to a hain sent by Chief 
Donovan to the warden of the Ogdensburg 
Insane Asylum, Warden P. M. Wise for- 
warded this message to Hoboken: “ Will 
send for him to-morrow.” 


WORKMEN STARVING ON THE ISTHMUS 


No Work on the Panama Canal Ex- 
cept for Negroes at Small Wages. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 19.—A letter was 
received yesterday from an employe of the 
Panama Railway, at Colon, which stated 
that there are to-day on the isthmus crowds 
of well-educated, good-intentioned machin- 
ists and craftsmen of all kinds who are 
starving, dying of hunger and sickness 
brought on by exposure and neglect. Every 
boat brings more, and there is not work for 
any of them. 

Since the revival of work on the canal, 
the letter says, the canal company has not 
hired one single man, expect negro laborers 
nut 60 cents to 70 cents a day, Colombian sil- 
ver. This equals 27 cents or 31 cents (ap- 
proximately) American money. There are 
now Americans here starving to death, and 
many dead, who gave up positions at home 
to come here, who paid some sharper for a 
so-called contract, only to find, when they 
landed, that they had been duped. There 
is no worse place in the world for a man 
out of work and out of money than the 
Isthmus of Panama. 


A VILLAGE NEARLY DESTROYED 


A Fire in Madtown, Penn., Left About 
Sixty People Homeless, 


SCRANTON, Penn., Nov. 19.—A fire which 
started at 8 o’clock this morning at Mud- 
town, in the township of Old Forge, this 
county, destroyed fourteen houses and near- 
ly effaced the village from the earth. Four 
hotels, three dwelling houses, a clothing 
store, a grocery, a butcher’s shop, a baker’s 
store, two barbers’ shops, and a large barn 
went up in smoke, leaving sixty people 
homeless, many of them without clothing, 
except the few garments they had on their 
backs. 

The hotel keepers burned out are James 
T. Sheridan, Charles J. Keogh, John Har- 
vey, and John Joyce. John Smith, Thomas 
A. Lynch, and John R, Fallon occupied the 
dwellings, and Nathan Schiffin conducted 
the clothing store. The fire originated in 
the hotel of John Harvey, but just how is 
not known. The loss is estimated at $25,- 
000, with slight insurance. The neighbor- 
hood has cared for the homeless people. 


Captive Chinese Treated as Guests. 


From The Cleveland (Ohio) Leader 

Miss Gertrude Cozad, a missionary of the 
American board, in a letter to her father, 
Mr. J. L. Cozad of this city, written on 
Oct. 21, 1894, at Kobe, Japan, says: 

“There are a great many Chinese prison- 
ers in the country, and everywhere they are 
treated as the guests of the nation. They 
are given kurumas to ride in if they are 
too tired to walk, and feasted at the Gov- 
ernment expense. They say that the ra- 
tions for a Chinese prisoner cost 18 sen a 
day, and those of a Japanese soldier 11 sen, 
the Chinaman having to eat meat. 

‘“‘The latest word from Tien-Tsin is that 
all the missionary women and children from 
Pekin are in Tien-Tsin and have their 
things packed and ready at a moment's 
notice to take refuge on a man-of-war, of 


which there are a good many in the har- 
or.’ 


Smallpox in Chicago. 
From The Chicago Times, Nov. 14. 
Two hundred and twenty-four smallpox 


patients were admitted to the pest house 
during the months of August, September, 
and October this year, as against eighteen 
admitted during the same period last year. 
Such was the statement made yesterday by 
Dr. Cazier to the Public Health Committee 
of the Civic Federation. A member of Dr. 
Cazier’s family was stricken with smallpox 
last month and Dr. Cazier went with him to 
the pest house and remained there until re- 
covery. It was in a report of what he saw 
there of the conditions and managrement of 
the Smallpox Hospital that this statement 
was made. It contradicts most emphatically 
— generally believed opinion that smallpox 

has been about stamped out in Chicago. It 
shows that there are twelve times as many 
new cases now as there were a yeur ago, 
vee smallpox was supposed epi- 

emic.

‘COMMODORE MAYO'S BRIDE | 


Her Troubles Said to Have Caused 
Her Father’s Death, 


AN OLD HISTORY SUDDENLY REVIVED 


A Brilliant Wedding That Ended 
in a Speedy Separation — The 
Story of a Sad Married 


Experience, 


WATERBURY, Conn., Nov. 19.—The re- 
mains of Orville H. Stevens arrived here 
this evening from Wernersville, Penn., 
where he died Saturday afternoon. Mr. 
Stevens was one of the most prominent citi- 
zen#of Western Connecticut, and his sudden 
death in connection with his deep family 
trouble has caused a severe shock to the 
community. 

About the middle of September Mr. 
Stevens went, with his family, to Mount 
Kineo, Me., in search of rest. After his re- 
turn, in October, he was unabie to attend 
to business. On Oct. 25 he went to Werners- 
ville, in the hope of restoration, but grew 
more and more feeble until his death. 
He held, at various times in_ the 
last twenty years, every office in 
the Town and City Governments ex- 
cept that of Mayor, and he was 
once defeated for that office. He had been 
a prominent manufacturer and was Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the Blake & John- 
son Company, machine builders, at his 
death. No man in the community held a 
higher position in public estimation. When, 
therefore, the family skeleton was exposed 
and his daughter, himself, and her affairs 
became subjects of publicity and general 
discussion, it is not surprising in a man 
of his advanced years that the trouble was 
more than he could bear and that in the 
worry and care his health became graduaily 
poorer and poorer until he had to give up 
business cares entirely a few weeks ag 

Commodore W. K. Mayo, the veteran re- 
tired officer of the United States Navy, who 
lives in Washington, while on a visit to 
Waterbury about three years ago met Miss 
Jennie Stevens, the gifted daughter of Mr. 
Stevens. She was a beautiful, talented, 
and cultured belle, and had graced the 
drawing room of more than one city. The 
attraction was mutual, although the age of 
the gallant beau was several times that of 
the lady whose society he sought so often, 
and in whose home he soon became a wel- 
come and long-looked-for guest. 

Society locally was much taken back, 
however, at the announcement of the en- 
gagement of the pair, yet willingly and joy- 
fully obeyed the invitation to the wedding 
feast, which was given in a handsome new 
residence of the bride’s parents. It was in 
every point the grandest affair ever known 
in the city, and the prominence of the 
groom brought society people and celebrities 
from all parts of the country. Everything 
pointed to the happiest of wedded life, and 
the groom and his youthful bride drove 
away, she laden with elegant jewels, gifts 
of his munificence. 

Bliss was short, however, and the bride 
had been the mistress of the Commodore's 
establishment at the capital but a few days 
when her father was sent for, and brought 
her home, 

There was trouble, as was to be expected, 
between the Stevenses and Commodore 
Mayo, and it was with difficulty that Mr. 
Stevens obtained the wardrobe and bridal 
gifts from the husband in W ashington. For 
a few months the trouble died out, and the 
reunited Stevens family seemed to have 
found their former happiness. Then the 
skeleton again left the closet, released by 
the Commodore this time. On Feb. 21, 1894, 
he published in the New-York papers 4 no- 
tice posting his wife, and saying that he 
should at no time pay any bills of her con- 
tracting. This was greatly resented by the 
Stevenses, and caused them to publish a 
statement of the case in the papers, the first 
and only time that any member of the fam- 
ily had consented to speak on the subject 
to an interviewer. 

It was supposed that the advertisement 
might have been a preliminary step on the 
part of the Commodore in divorce proceed- 
ings, but, as far as known, the Commodore 
and the family of his wife, with Mrs. Mayo, 
have never had any communication, It is 
not authorized by the family to state that 
the worry and fret brought on by this 
trouble is in any way responsible for Mr. 
Stevens’s collapse, but it is noted by those 
who know him closely that the collapse 
came shortly after, 


MARBLE IN GEORGIA 


A Sixty-Mile Narrow Belt in 
Northern Part of the State,

From The Atlanta (Ga.) Journal. 

The preliminary report of Assistant State 
Geologist McCallie, just issued by State 
Geologist Yeates, shows that Georgia is 
rich in marble deposits, which, when prop- 
erly developed, will bring a flood of wealth 
within her borders. 

All the true marble of Georgia, so far 
discovered, appears in a narrow belt sixty 
miles long, extending in a northeasterly and 
southwesterly direction through Fannin, 
Gilmer, Pickens, and Cherokee Counties, 
which lie in the northern part of the State, 
on the border line between the well-known 
Paleozic group and the broad belt of crys- 
talline rocks. That portion of the counties 
where the marble is found is usually 
quite hilly, and in places even mountainous, 
with peaks reaching an altitude of more 
than 4,000 feet above ‘the sea level. The 
numerous valleys are narrow, but very fer- 
tile, while the adjacent ridges are generally 
unproductive, unless underlaid by black 
slate or marble, which weathers into a rich 
soil, heavily timbered with oak, chestnut, 
poplar, hickory, and other species of forest 
trees. The trend of the valleys and ridges 
is generally northeast and southwest, cor- 
responding in direction to the strike of the 
strata. But they are subject to local varia- 
tions, especially in the region of the great 
mountain masses in Pickens and Gilmer 
Counties. 

Living streams are everywhere abundant, 
and the large ones are frequently rapid, and 
furnish fine water power, which is at pres- 
ent almost unutilized. 

The Marietta and North Georgia Railroad 
runs parallel with the marble belt through- 
out its entire length, and at no point is the 
outcropping more than two or three miles 
from this road. 

The marble enters the extreme north- 
eastern portion of Fannin County from 
North Carolina in two almost parallel lines 
of outcroppings, about two miles apart, and 
extends in a diagonal direction across 
the county. Light or dark gray, more or 
less banded with black, are the prevailing 
shades, but marble of a fiesh color, tinged 
with green, and resembling very closely 
the Etowah marble, occurs. The erystal- 
line grains are small, of a uniform size, and 
firmly united, which makes the stone sus- 
ceptible of a high polish,

Kings County Machine Leaders Fre- 
vented His Meeting. 


STATE COMMITTEEMEN NOT CHOSEN 


Delegates Kept Waiting by the ©x- 
ecutive Committee Until They 


. Weary and Went 


Grew 


Home Disgusted. 


The leaders of the Democratic machine 
fin Kings County played a shrewd trick on 
James D. Bell, Chairman of the Democratic 
General Committee, last night, and Mr. 
Bell did not discover that fact until long 
‘after the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Bell had been instructed by the Gen- 
eral Committee to call a meeting of the dele- 
gates to the Democratic State Convention 
for the purpose of recommending to the 
State Committee the names of three men to 
fill the positions of State Committeemen 
made vacant by the forced resignation of 
John Delmar, John McCarty, and Michael J. 
Coffey. delegates were called to 
meet in the Thomas Jefferson Building, 
Court Square, Brooklyn, last night, and 
were then to be divided by Congressional 
districts, and cach district was to make its 
Own selection. 

There were members on the General 
mitttee who were opposed to this, and they 
defeated the object by call for 
@ meeting of the Executive Committee, to 
Which meeting was given the preference. 

It lasted until after 10 o’clock. The dele- 
gates, who represented their districts in the 
State Convention, waited around in the cold 
corridors until 9 o’clock, and then, becoming 
tired, went home. When Mr. Bell tried to 
get the delegates together after the meeting 
of the Executive Committee he found that 
thre was not a quorum representing any of 
the Congressional districts. 

He left the building, remarking that some 
people were afraid to wait around a short 
time. There were others who smiled, be- 
cause they had fixed the matter so that 
there would be no meeting of State dele- 
gates. 

Supervisor Hughes remarked: ‘* What's 
the use of us waiting, any way? Politically 
wwe are dead. We died when the State Con- 
vention adjourned, and ‘anything we might 
do now would have very little weight.’ 

After Mr. Bell had started for home, Ber- 
mard J. York and John L. Shea seemed to 
be in excellent spirits. They said it was a 
shame that the delegates to the State Con- 
vention had not met, but they said it with 
a twinkle in their eyes. In fact, they were 
more than pleased that Mr. Bell’s scheme 
had fallen through. 

At the meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee Bernard J. York presided, and it was 
decided that the primary elections for choos- 
ing delegates to the General Committee and 
Alistrict officers, should take place Tuesday 
evening, Dec. 11. 

It was suggested that all the district as- 
sociations should do ail in their power to 
increase their membership before the pri- 
maries. This suggestion was referred to 
the General Committee for action Wednes- 
day night 

Robert Stewart of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward stirred up a hornets’ nest when he 
began to turn his attention to the Eighth 
Ward. He said that prior to the last elec- 
tion Districts Nos, 21 and 22 of the Eighth 
Ward had had their boundaries changed, a 
Twenty-third District had been created, 
and, although the General Committee had 
not given any instructions, an enrollment 
had taken place, which was illegal. 

He also said that the Executive Commit- 
tee had sent books to the Twenty-third 
District without authority, and he wanted 
the books all returned to the Executive 
Committee so that the transfers could be 
made by the proper parties. 

Charles Krombach, the executive member 
from the Eighth Ward, protested. He said 
that he did not think that it was proper for 
Mr. Stewart to interfere in the affairs of 
the Eighth Ward. He wanted to see fair 
play as well as Mr. Stewart, but he would 
guarantee that the books of the district as- 
sociations of the Eighth Ward were just 
as legal as were those in the Twenty-fifth 
Ward. If there was to be any re-enroll- 
ment he wanted it from top to bottom, and 
not in one or two districts. 

Mr. Stewart, in his aggressive manner, 
asked Mr. Krombach if the General Com- 
mittee had authorized him to make any 
changes in the roll books. To this Mr. 
Krombach replied: 

“Well. we’ve got the books, anyway.” 

“It is as I have said,” retorted Mr. Stew- 
art. ‘‘ The re-enrollment is illegal and the 
books were not legally obtained from this 
committee.’’ 

“Why do you single out the Eighth 
Ward?” said Mr. Krombach, in an angry 
tone. ‘Other wards in the city are in the 
Same boat. The transfer of names was 
made in a legal manner. The objection to 
our way ot doing things is that a man who 
is in Mr. Stewart’s office, and who was 
President of one of the districts, is no 
Jonger President, because he now lives in 
another district. He is angry, and wants 
to be President again. He stands no more 
Snow than does the man in the moon.” 

John L. Shea, who elaimed to understand 
the entire matter, said Krombach was in 
the right, and explained to Mr. Stewart 
that the enrollment was legal and that 
Mr. Krombach had done excellent work in 
having the transfer of names made accord- 
ing to the legal method, 

Mr. Stewart was not pleased with this 
Outcome of the affair, but he was compelled 
to withdraw his resolution, and walked over 
to Mr. Krombach, shook hands with him, 
and settled their petty troubles, 

Then the committee went into secret ses- 
sion to consider the report of the Campaign 
Committee. The delegates afterward re- 
fused to discuss the proceedings. 

One of the delegates said: ‘‘ They don’t 
Want any notoriety on this subject. They 
had so little money to work with that they 
do not want the people to know into what 
Straits they fell.”’ 
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A STUDENT’S ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 


* Found Unconscious in His Room, but 
Resuscitated by the Doctor. 
ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 19.—J. De Haan, a 
Student taking post-graduate work at Cor- 
nell University, was discovered unconscious 
in his bedroom, at 7 Cook Street, at 10 
o’clock this morning, under circumstances 

Strongly pointing to attempted suicide. 

As Mr. De Haan did not arise when called: 
this morning, members of the family at- 
tempted to enter his room, when it 
was discovered that the door was locked. 
‘William Pearson, a mail carrier, then en- 
tered Mr. De Haan’s study through a win- 
dow, and next broke down the door of his 
‘bedroom. De Haan was found unconscious 
in his bed in this room. A letter addressed 
to a friend lay at his side. By dint of 
hard work a doctor who had been sum- 
moned at length succeeded in resuscitating 
De Haan, who is now apparently all right.

THE TAGEBLATT WELL INFORMED 


Recommendation to be Made to Congress 
for the Repeal of the Discriminat- 
ing Sugar Duty. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—It has been as- 
certained here to-day that the Berliner 
Tageblatt of Nov. 2 was well advised when 
it published it as a fact that assurances 
had been given at Washington that the 
Administration would recommend to the 
approaching session of Congress the repeal 
of the tariff law so far as it imposes a dis- 
criminating duty of one-tenth of a cent a 
pound on all bounty-paid sugars imported 
into the United States. It is feared here 
that the effect of the assurance in Germany 
will be to mislead the sugar producers, who 
imagine that the recommendation will be 
equivalent to a repeal. Should the Presi- 
dent specifically demand the abolition of 
the discriminating duty, it would be met in 
the Senate by the opposition of such men 
as Senator Platt of Connecticut, who de- 
clares several times in one interview that 
the Republicans, having the power, will re- 
fuse to-allow the majority to do anything 
with the tariff. The attitude of some of 
the Democrats, including a few “dead 
ducks,” promises to be not a whit less hos- 
tile. 

Certain unnamed Democrats are alleged 
to be in training to give the Administra- 
tion a hot time of it. There are to be 
‘“‘onslaughts,”’ ‘‘ attacks,’ “‘ indignant pro- 
tests,’”’ and generally a performance smack- 
ing a good deal of the tomfoolery of the 
last session, that helped to create a body 
of stay-at-homes on Nov. 6. If Senator 
Platt should stick to his programme, and 
keep his Republican associates up to his 
plan, the botch made by the help of Mr. 
Hoar, touching the exemption of alcohol 
used in the arts, will not be mended. Still, 
Mr. Platt does not cast votes enough to 
make a majority, and there may be enough 
Republicans who are broader and less 
intent upon partisan advantage to dispose 
of some amendments without opening the 
whole tariff question to debate. 

Platt contemplates three months of tariff 
discussion if the Democrats say tariff once. 
He has a chip on his shoulder.

WOMEN’S CLUBS TO UNITE 


First Step Toward a Federation of 
New-York Organizations. 


MRS. CROLY MAY BE ITS PRESIDENT. 


Delegates from All Parts of the State 
Meet at the Invitation of Soro- 
ris and Discuss’ the 


New Movement, 


The club women of New-York State made 
a first step toward the founding of a State 
federation of women’s clubs at Sherry’s 
yesterday afternoon. As guests of Sorosis, 
they gathered in large numbers in the big 
blue ballroom, and talked over women’s 
clubs, collectively and individually. 

In the Spring Sorosis sent out the call to 
all club women interested in the movement, 
and it was in response to this call that 118 
delegates, with other club officers and mem- 
bers, gathered together yesterday. 

Badges were distributed to the dele- 
gates by the Committee on Credentials. 
Mrs. Janet Leeper was chairman of the 
committee, and was assisted by Mrs. Will- 
iam Curtis Demorest, Miss Jessie Lozier, 
Mrs. A. M, Palmer, Mrs. Emma Townsend, 
and Mrs. Ionia Bird. The badges were ex- 
tremely pretty. They were in white and 
gold, each fastened with a small pearl pin. 

As the delegates presented their creden- 
tials they received, besides the badge, a 
ticket to ‘‘ The New Woman,” Mfrs. Palmer 
having invited the Sorosians and the dele- 
gates to Palmer’s Theatre for Tuesday 
night. 

Inside the large hall the golden “8S” of 
Sorosis, and mulberry colored ribbons, 
the club’s color, were mingled everywhere 
with the white and gold. Many of the 
members of Sorosis were delegates from 
other clubs, 

The meeting was called to order at 38 
o’clock. Every one was in place, and broad 
mulberry-colored ribbons marked off the 
seats for the delegates. On the table in 
front of the President stood a great cluster 
of chrysanthemums, and from the big 
pink-shaded lamp at one side and the small- 
er lights with smaller shades around the 
room a soft, warm glow was thrown over 
the assemblage. 

Most of the Sorosians were in dark gowns, 
as if prepared for serious business. Mrs. 
William Tod Helmuth was in black. So 
was Mrs. Croly, Mrs. Lozier, and Mrs. Ella 
Dietz Clymer, whose sweet face always re- 
ceives a@ warm welcome at Sorosis meet- 
ings. 

But it Is not according to Sorosian ethics 
to talk about gowns. Sorosis thinks only of 
the inner woman, her mental and moral 
worth. 

** Delegates to the convention,"’ said Mrs. 
Helmuth, in the opening address, ‘‘ Sorosis 
bids you welcome. 

** Welcome to the pride of your State, the 
metropolis of your country, the Greater 
New-York! Welcome to the city that has 
been purged of its uncleanness. and is en- 
tering upon a new career of purer politics 
and better municipal government. Welcome 
to the birthplace of the first woman’s club, 
and welcome for the cause for which you 
have come,’”’ 

Mrs. Helmuth explained the object of the 
proposed federation. 

‘** All women are good,’”’ she went on, “or 
good for something, or good for nothing, 
and every organization formed for their im- 
provement is only one more step toward 
that realization ‘of our highest ideal, 
‘Earth noblest thing, a woman perfected.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Helmuth was heartily applauded. 
Mrs. *“* Jennie June’’ Croly, the founder and 
first President of Sorosis, read the call for 
the federation. 

The idea of the federation is Mrs. Croly’s, 
and she will probably be elected as its 
President to-day. 

“‘She is a born organizer,’’ said one of the 
delegates yesterday, ‘‘and as the idea was 
hers in the first place there is a very gen- 
eral desire to place her at the head for at 
least the first year. 

“* New-York is the mother of the women’s 
clubs,”’ said Mrs. Croly, ‘‘and that idea of 
a unified womanhood which is the soul of 
the women’s club movement. There are 
many specialized associations doing splen- 
did work upon their own lines that could 
give and receive aid and stimulus toward 
the extension of all worthy effort. 

“It is not that we have, but that we 
give, that helps even ourselves, and in this 
mission of strength and for strength every 
gift and attainment can be put to use. 

“The practical interests of women are 
multiplying so rapidly that it is only by 
federation that we can follow them, and 
give value to the world.”’ 

“Through the club education is more 
widely diffused,”’ said Mrs. Lozier, “and 
women in the homes are reached. Through 
the woman’s club housekeepers have been 
brought into the current of affairs—women 
whose accomplishments have been buried 
under an avalanche of shirts and puddings. 
They have passed through a time of phys- 
ical weakness, care, and bondage, and an 
infinite number of petty details, and been in 
danger of mental starvation. At the club 
they gain individuality. 

“Women should educate themselves, then 
build their homes, train their children, en- 
lighten public sentiment, and maintain 
social purity.” 

Mrs. Clymer made. one of the earnest 
little speeches Sorosis always enjoys. 

Mrs. F. A. Goodale, Chairman of the 
committee having charge of the correspond- 
ence relating to the federation, spoke of 
the value of State organization to obtain 
legislative assistance, and Mrs. Mary E. 
Mumford, Vice President, pleaded for frivol- 
ity in women’s meeting, for good fel- 
lowship is often the one object for gath- 
erings of men. 

Mrs. Russell Sage, President of the Emma 
Willard Association, made a few remarks, 
which were heartily applauded. 

Mrs. Kate Upson Clark gave, in her own 
words, a quotation from George Meredith, 
in which he spoke of woman as that “ awful 
baggage that has so long hindered the 


” 


‘progress of civilization.” 


“That rankled with me,”’ said Mrs. Clark, 
“and I am sure it will with you. I made up 
my mind not to be such a burden, and I 
think women’s clubs will prevent it. If any 
of us have talents we will throw them into 
the common lot and make the stock com- 
pany richer.”’ 

Mrs. Rosenfeld spoke for the league, Mrs. 
Edward Addison Greeley for the Woman's 
Legal Education Society, and Miss Barca- 
low for the Society for Political Study. 
There were also remarks from other dele- 
gates. ¢ 

At the reception in the evening, Mrs. 
Helmuth received the guests. She wore a 
gown of a beautiful white silk. There 
was a large attendance and many hand- 
some costumes. Refreshments were served 
from a table exquisitely decorated with 
flowers, beautiful china, and crystal.

John Jacob Astor Talks with the Wan- 
derer—Thinks He Should Be

May Cause His Arrest. 


John Garvin, the frowsy tramp who took 
a@ nap Saturday night in one of the fine beds 
in Mrs. William Astor’s mansion, at Fifth 
Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street, was re- 
leased from prison last evening. 

After Justice Hogan had announced that 
he expected to have additional charges pre- 
ferred against Garvin this morning, and had 
gone home yesterday, a representative of 
the firm of Burnett, Stayton & Hogan went 
to the prison, paid Garvin’s: fine, which 
amounted to $3, and took him away. 

The lawyers absolutely refused to state 
their object in taking away the tramp, nor 
would they tell the name of the client in 
whose behalf they were acting. The great- 
est possible ‘air of secrecy was maintained, 
and as soon as the man was set at liberty 
he was hurried away. 

There is considerable doubt as to what ac- 
tion Justice Hogan may take in the matter 
when it comes before him to-day. He may 
at once issue a warrant for Garvin’s arrest 
on a charge of attempted burglary, or he 
may let the matter drop. 

It is probable, however, that John Jacob 
Astor will insist on bringing a charge 
against Garvin and having him arrested. 

Garvin having been let off by Justice 
Voorhis with a fine of $5 on Sunday, 
drowsed in a cell at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, prison yesterday forenoon, 
dreaming of Mrs. Astor’s luxurious bed and 
its etherial springs. 

Mrs. Astor sent her son, John Jacob Astor, 
and her son-in-law, Orme Wilson, to the po- 
lice court early in the day to find out some- 
thing more about the uninvited lodger, and 
why he came to be let off so easily. 

Young Mr. Astor was invited to a seat 
beside Justice Hogan, and he expressed to 
the Justice his concern over Garvin. 


“I was out of town yesterday,” he said, | 


*‘and did not know of the affair until I 
read it in the newspapers. I came here 
expecting to appear against the fellow, but 
I find that he has been already disposed of. 
It does not seem to me right that'a man 
can enter the house of a citizen and be 
fined only $5. My mother is naturally 
alarmed by her experience, and something 
must be done to punish Garvin, so that he 
will not attempt to repeat his offense. If 
he goes free, hundreds of persons may imi- 
tate his example.”’ 

Justice Hogan suggested to Mr. Astor to 
have a talk with Garvin. This was agreed 
to, and Garvin was brought in. The tramp 
carried himself with swaggering noncha- 
lance. 

‘Oh! think o’ them beds,” he said, tipping 
a wink at the officer who led him before Mr. 
Astor. The latter surveyed the tramp with 
critical suspicion. Mr. Garvin returned Mr. 
Astor’s critical gaze and sniffed as he 
thought once more of the airy springs and 
the downy pillows. 

‘**How did you get in?” asked Mr. Astor. 

*“ Walked in,” said Mr. Garvin, with a 
sleepy, serio-comic air. 

“Were you asleep?”’ 

* Cert.” 

**How came you to lock the door?” 

Mr. Garvin studied the ceiling. He seemed 
to be wrestling with a mental problem of 
great profundity. P 

‘* That’s so; was it locked?”’ he inquired. 

‘“ Why didn’t you wake when they broke 
the door?”’ 

‘“Eh? Did I break the door?” 
Garvin. 

Mr. Astor had a talk with Agent Jerome 
of the Charity Organization Society. Mr. 
Jerome tenderly inquired of Mr. Garvin if 
he did not feel himself possessed of a de- 
sire to be taken care of. 4 

*“Not on your life,’’ was Mr. Garvin's di- 
dactic reply, made with haste and earnest- 
ness. 

Mr. Astor told Justice Hogan that he be- 
lieved that Garvin went into Mrs. Astor’s 
house to steal and had feigned sleep, hiding 
himself the best way he could. Mr. Astor 
said he would not let the matter rest as at 
present.

Many of the Seventy Favor a Single- 
Headed Commission.

NO WISH TO ANTAGONIZE MR. PLATT 


Views of Chairman Larocque, W. 


Travers Jerome, Gustav H. 


Schwab and Others on 
Needed Reforms. 


Members of thc Committee of Seventy 
read the statement of ex-Senator Thomas 
C. Platt in which he declared against a 
Police Commission constituted of a single 
member with varying emotions. 

Among the reform pieces of legislation 
which the Seventy has had under consid- 
eration is a bill which shall create a com- 
mission with a single head. Some members 
of the committee are committed to such a 
change. Others who favor it have not so 
publicly declared, and there has been no 
action taken by the committee in charge of 
legislation on this subject. 

Several members of the committee said to 
a reporter for The New-York Times yes- 
terday that they had no desire to antago- 
nize Mr. Platt, and they did not think any 
action was contemplated which would do 
so. They recognized, they said, that he 
had influence with members of the Legis- 
lature, and, as they contemplated asking 
the Legislature to adopt certain measures 
which they are now considering and pre- 
paring, they did not want any issue raised 
between themselves and the ex-Senator. 

Some members said that they believed the 
measures they would offer would be agree- 
able to Mr. Platt, and there were sugges- 
tions that a conference might be held, at 
which Mr. Platt would participate in the 
discussion of the measures which the Sev- 
enty wili send to Albany. 

Several members of the Seventy were 
asked if they favored such a reorganization 
of the Police Department as would dis- 
pense with the services of the present board 
and Superintendent Byrnes. They were not 
willing to say that they did, and the position 
taken by those who cared to discuss this 
question may be summed up in the reply of 
Chairman Larocque, who said: 

“That is one of the details of reorganiza- 
tion which I have not considered. The 
committee’s actions will be of a more gen- 
eral nature. The thing we are aiming for 
is the passage of a bill which may give the 
Mayor the general power of reorganizing 
the departments,”’ 

‘““Have you read Mr. Platt’s statement?” 
the reporter asked Chairman Larocque. 

“Yes,” he said, “‘I have read that Mr. 
Platt does not favor a single-headed com- 
mission. This is a matter in which there is 
a difference of opinion among members of 
the Committee of Seventy, and it is likely 
that these differences will be fully discussed 
when the committee comes to the considera- 
tion of the measures which it will indorse. 

“* Mr. Platt’s objection to the single-headed 
commission does not take into the account 
one important thing, namely, that the elec- 
tions machinery may be taken out of the 
hands of the Police Department. It has’ been 
contemplated that the elections machinery 
should be placed:in a separate board. If 
that be done, the objection which Mr. Platt 
makes would be taken away. 

“It seems'to me that the head of the Po- 
lice Department should be a single person. 
The responsibility may thus be fixed. The 
ideas advanced by~ Mr. Erhardt and Dr. 
Parkhurst in favor of a military system of 
police seem to be sound. The police force, 
as they have said, could better be com- 
manded by a single man than by four men, 
on the same principle that one commander 
in chief of an army is a@ requisite for ef- 
fective work. It would be ridiculous to think 
of an army with four commanders, each 
with equal rank and authority, particularly 
if the four were equally diyidea on some 
party question. 

“The ‘ power of removal’ bill, which the 
committee will recommend, will be general 
in its nature, as I believe, giving the 
Mayor the authority to make the needed 
changes in the heads of departments and 
fixing the responsibility upon him.” 

William Travers Jerome said he did not 
think Mr. Platt was at all antagonistic to 
@ continuance of the investigation of the 
Police Department, nor did he think the 
ex-Senator was antagonistic to the Commit- 
tee of Seventy in its desire to secure reform 
legislation. Mr, Jerome advanced an inter- 
esting theory as to the reorganization of 
the Police Department. 

“I am not quite clear,” he said, “as to 
whether there should be a single head to the 
Police Department so long as the duties of 
the department remain as they are now. 
If the elections machinery remains under 
the management of the commission, then 
there should be more than one member 
of the commission. 

“I have, however, very clear ideas on 
what seems to me to be a better system. I 
would divide the police into three branches 
-—the force, that is, the Superintendent and 
the uniformed members; a commission, 
which should have nothing to do with the 
management or the discipline of the uni- 
formed force or the elections machinery, and, 
third, a board composed of three attorneys, 
Whose bysiness it should be to hear com- 
plaints of all sorts against any officer in 
the department, from Commissioners to 
patrolmen. They should be attorneys of 
standing and experience, and paid such sal- 
aries that they could devote their entire 
time to this work. Officers of different 
grades might bring complaints before them, 
and I would provide that any citizen might 
petition them for leave to bring a complaint 
against any officer. It seems to me this is 
a necessity. The recent developments in 
the department have shown that for offi- 
cials of one rank in the department to sit 
in trial on others is not what is wanted. 
This board of trial should have nothing to 
do with the appointments. The appointing 
power is not competent to try properly its 
own appointees. If there was not sufficient 
work for this board, it might be vested with 
similar functions as regards the Fire De- 
partment. The adjustment of grievances 
in these two would keep it busy.’’ 

In a communication to an evening paper 
yesterday Dr. Char.es H. Parkhurst, who is 
at Lakewood, N. J., expressed himself as to 
Mr. Platt’s utterances. His communication 
said: : 

Mr. Platt is quoted this morning as saying 
that he does not want anybody to boss the 
action of the Legislature. " 

He is handling a matter now in which he 
can speak with the authority of an expert. 

Bossism is a question in which this city 
feels a deep interest, and it is electrifying 
to hear it treated’ by one who is no theo- 
rist, but an accomplished experimentalist. 

He slaps the Committee of Seventy and 
says that Mr. Lexow’s committee will re- 
sent their interference. If Mr. Platt had 
interfered a little more promptly and had 
helped whip Tammany, and not postponed 
his interference until after the victory was 
gained, and measures had to be adopted for 
turning the victory to account, we could 
listen to his homiletical address to Mr. 
Larocque and his colleagues with more com- 
posure. 

Personally, I have unqualified confidence 
in the integfity of purpose of Mr. Lexow 
and his committee; but I know if there is 
one thing that New-York City abhors sec- 
ond to Semmany, it is the professional 
“boss,” and the Lexow committee will 
strengthen itself in popular favor oy taking 
means to make it ayvarent that Mr. Platt 
holds no brief in their interest.

ble in the aggrandizement of the whole. 

Bossism is distinctly un-American, and 
now that Tammany is outlawed we must 
take hold together and throttle its perilous 
and mischievous confréres. 


Louis L. Delafield of the Committee of 
Seventy said he did not want to discuss Mr. 
Platt’s utterances or the details of the bill 
which the Committee on Legislation is. pre- 
paring. 

‘““As to the Police Commission,” he said, 
“‘the consensus of opinion is, I think, that 
a single-headed commission is the best. In 
some European cities the military police 
system has worked well.” 

“T am strongly in favor of a single-head- 
ed Police Commission,’’ said Gustav H. 
Schwab, “ with the control of the elections 
machinery under another commission. The 
people have demanded this reform, and 
they will have it, even if Mr, Platt or some 
one else gets in the way in Albany. The 
people did not elect a reform ticket to see 
it all nullified by legislative or other action. 

“The head of the Police Department, 
the Commissioner, I believe, should manage 
the department under a military system. 
He should be a military man. All of the 
great European cities have military men as 
heads of their Police Departments, who 
are accustomed to the military management 
of men, and I think that we should have 
it so here.” ; 

In speaking of the power that the Mayor 
should be allowed to exercise over the 
heads of departments, Mr. Schwab said: 

“Tt is an essential requisite that the 
Mayor should have power to remove all 
heads of departments, and this power should 
be given to him as soon as the Legislature 
meets, 

‘“‘Mr. Platt and others are trying to make 
it appear that the Committee of Seventy is 
asking for these improvements in the gov- 
ernment of the City of New-York. This is 
not so. It is not the Committee of Seventy, 
but the people who are asking for them 
through the committee. The committee is 
simply the people’s agent to voice their 
wishes and sentiments. 

‘‘ After the improvements have been made 
and the Mayor has appointed his Commis- 
sioners, he should have absolute power to 
remove them whenever in his opinion it is 
for the best interests of the city to dis- 
pense with their services, and not be com- 
pelled to prefer charges and have a hearing. 
His power of removal should go with his 
power of appointment.” 

“The Mayor should have the entire re- 
sponsibility of the City Government placed 
upon him,” said Francis M. Scott, “or else 
we should abolish the idea of concentrated 
power and govern this city as they do in 
London, by a large Council, elected from 
small districts, so as to get every class of 
people represented. 

“If the idea of concentrated responsibility 
is to prevail, then the present Brooklyn 
system would be a good one to follow. 
There the Mayor has a certain peried of 
time within which to make removals after 
he goes into office, and if he does not make 
them within such time the Commissioners 
hold over as his appointees, and he is re- 
sponsible for their acts. During all the rest 
of the Mavyor’s term, except this prelimi- 
nary period, his power of removal should 
only exist after charges had been preferred 
and a hearing had on them, , 

“So far as future legislation affecting 
the Police Department is concerned, I 
think that nothing should be projected or 
done until after consultation with the 
Lexow committee, and, if possible, an un- 
derstanding and agreement should be had 
with that committee. 

‘“*I favor a ‘ Power of Removal’ bill, not 
becaus® we have won, but because I think 
it a good time to put into operation the 
principles for which we have contended 
and which are good ones. To do this sim- 
ply because we happen to be on top would 
be unjustifiable.’’ 

William B. Hornblower, in speaking upon 
the same subjects, said: 

“I am inclined to favor a single-headed 
Police Commissicn, and believe that the 
Board of Elections should be separate from 
the Police Board or Commission, and should 
be a bi-partisan department, so that no 
injury could be worked to either party by 
a single unscrupulous Commissioner. 

“IT am inclined to think that it might be 
well to have a military man at the head 
of the Police Department. Yet at the same 
time the police force is not a military 
force, in any sense, but a body of peace 
officers, whose main duty is to avoid the use 
or show of physical force,except where abso- 
lutely necessary as a last resort, and some 
military men might be too much inclined 
to make 2 parade of force, rather than to 
keep it in reserve, and so destroy the 
object for which our police force is properly 
appointed. 

‘“*I would give the Mayor absolute power 
of removal of heads of departments when- 
ever, in his opinion, it would be of benefit 
to the department to do so, and not compel 
him to seek for what is termed cause.,”’ 


SERVICES IN MEMORY OF JOHN JAY, LL. D 


Will Be Held To-night in the Concert 
Hall of Madison Square Garden. 


Services in memory of the late John Jay, 
LL. D., will be held to-night, Nov. 20, in 
the Concert Hall of the Madison Square 
Garder by the Evangelical Alliance of the 
United States. President Seth Low of Co- 
lumbia College will preside over the serv- 
ices. Brief addresses will be made illus- 
trative of the phases of the life and emi- 
nent public services of Mr. Jay. He was at 
one time United States Minister to England, 
anl devoted his talents and energies to 
public affairs. His high capacity was uni- 
versally esteemed. e 

At to-night’s service Edward L. Pierce, 
LL. D., of Boston will speak of Mr. Jay as 
a reformer; Joseph H. Choate will talk of 
him as a patriot; Chauncey M. Depew will 
picture his qualities as a man, and his 
characteristics as a Christian will be de- 
picted by the Right Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe,

TO IMPROVE ERIE CANAL 


State Engineer Adams Suggests a 
Plan to Aid Trafic. 


SIXTEEN LOCKS TO BE ABOLISHED 


The Troublesome Series Above Co- 
hoes to be Superseded by An- 
other Aqueduct with 
Big Lifts. 


ALBANY, Nov. 19. — State Engineer 
Adams made known to-day a plan which 
he has had under contemplation for some 
time for doing away with the troublesome 
sixteen locks above Cohoes, in the Erie 
Canal. 

The canal Jand to be abandoned, Mr. 
Adams believes, would sell for a greater 
sum than the cost of the improvement, 
which he figures in round numbers at 
$1,000,000. This amount the Legislature will 
be asked to appropriate at its next session. 

The proposed improvement will inter- 
fere in no way, it is said, with the provisions 
in ‘the new State Constitution respect- 
ing the canals. 

The first of this series of sixteen locks is 
just above the junction of the Erie and 
Champlain Canals, and the last is just 
above a point opposite the falls in the Mo- 
hawk River at Cohoes. With clear sailing 
it takes a boat from three to four hours to 
make the passage through these locks, but 
it rarely happens that all of the locks are 
clear, and so the average passage takes five 
or six hours, while at times, when trade is 
specially brisk, it has been known to re- 
quire double this time. a 

It now takes about sevén and one-half 
days to make the trip from Buffalo to Al- 
bany, and the saving of four hours which 
could doubtless be effected by this scheme 
would amount to 2% per cent, of the time 
and expense of the trip. 

The proposed scheme for avoiding this de- 
lay and expense is to slightly change this 
alignment of a short plece of the Erie 
Canal at the head of the ‘‘ $ixteens,” and 
from the end of this change to carry the 
waters of the canal, by means of a steel 
aqueduct, over the few hundred feet of in- 
tervening space to a point over the Mo- 
hawk River just a little way below the 
falls. 

Here, instead of lowering. and raising 
boats by the ordinary method, they will be 
floated into a steel lock, which, with the 
boats still afloat, will be raised or lowered, 
as the case may be, in one single lift, the 
full height of the sixteen combined locks, 
less the height of the two Champlain locks, 
or very nearly 140 feet. 

This operation will be controlled by ma- 
chinery propelled by a turbine at the bot- 
tom of the lift, which will be actuated by 
a small quantity of the water which must 
piss from the upper to the lower level to 
feed the latter; but. as each lifting lock 
will be counterweighted with an equal 
weight, (formed principally of water,) the 
machinery can be very light and simple, 
as it must only be sufficiently powerful to 
overcome the friction in the other parts, the 
counterweights doing the remainder of the 
work. 

The scheme contemplates putting two of 
these lifting locks side by side, each large 
enough to carry two boats, so that pro- 
pellers or other boats with single consorts 
would not be obliged to disconnect, as they 
now have to do in passing the ‘* Sixteens."’ 
Thus it will be possible to ‘‘lock”’ boats 


bound in opposite’ directions at the same 


time, . 

Having reached the level of the Mohawk 
River, the boats will pass along the south 
or Cohoes side thereof in a specially-pre- 
pared channel, protected on the river side 
by a concrete wall faced with steel. This 
channel will lead into the Cohoes Dam, 
(about 2,000 feet below the proposed new 
lifts,) where it will form a junction with 
the Champlain Canal, which here crosses 
the Mohawk River. 

The immense amount of water now re- 
quired for lockages through the “‘ Sixteens ”’ 
will be largely reduced if this scheme is 
carried out, and this will directly benefit 
all the water powers of Cohoes by increas- 
ing their available supply, which has during 
recent years been reduced gradually. 

The natural current in the canal will 
bring’ to these lifting locks a much larger 
volume of water than will be required for 
lockages, and the propulsion of the turbines 
required to do the lifting, and, as it must 
be passed to the lower level, it will form 
a source of power in its descent, possibly 
sufficient to generate enough electricity to 
propel all boats between Albany and Co- 
hoes, and possibly further west. . 

The State Engineer thinks it would be a 
valuable power, and could be made the 
source of considerable revenue to the 
State. 

Preliminary surveys will be made, it is 
thought, in a few days. 


TO VISIT YUCATAN’S DESERTED CITIES 


Arrangements Made for Explorations 
by American Tourists. 


The Ward Line steamer Seneca, which ar- 
rived here yesterday from Progreso, Mex- 
ico, had on board A. V. Armour of Chicago. 

Mr. Armour has been in Yucatan arrang- 
ing for the reception of a party of Amer- 
ican tourists, who will in a short time 
visit the deserted cities of Yucatan. 

He visited Merida, the capital of Yucatan, 
and several smaller Mexican towns, and is 
convinced that the visit of scientists will 
result.in interesting discoveries. 


Funeral of Peter J, Donohue. 

Funeral services were held yesterday 
morning over the remains of the late P. J. 
Donohue, the sporting editor of The Re- 
corder, who died Friday last of consump- 
tion. The body was borne to St. Paul’s 
Church, in East One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth Street, where a solemn mass of re- 
qguiem wes chanted by the Rev. Father 
Parker anu the chancel choir. 

The pallbearers were Messrs. James C. 
Kennedy, Howard B. Hackett, J. D. Kirby, 
Robert W. Curtis, and S. Koepf, represent- 
ing the sporting departments on the New- 
York dailies; Prof. ‘‘ Mike’’ Donovan, and 
John Dunn. 

The floral offerings were very many and 
were from the friends of deceased, his old 
associates, and the various athletic clubs of 
this city and vicinity. Interment was in 
Calvary Cemetery. 


The Lighthouse Boat Capsized. 

Capt. Couch of the steamship Old Do- 
minion, which arrived yesterday from Nor- 
folk, reports that while passing Five Fath- 
om Bank Lightship, the small boat from 
the lightship came alongside for mail, as 
usual. The maii was lowered to her, and 
shortly after drawing away from the Old 
Dominion the boat capsized. A boat was 
at once lowered from the Old Dominion, 
but a second boat from the lightship came 
to the rescue of the men, reaching them be- 
fore the steamer’s boat could get to them. 
No lives were lost. 


Murderer Leach Little Hurt. 
Richard Leach, who killed his young wife 
last Sunday and then slashed his own 
throat, is apparently quite comfortable in 
the prison ward at Bellevue Hospital.

MRS. LEWIS'S SAFE WAS STOLEN 


Brooklyn's Vigilant Police Did Not See 
Burglars Carrying It Through the 
Streets Election Night. 


When a four-hundred-pound safe can be 
stolen and carried through the streets of 
Brooklyn it begins to look as though the 
police of that city had lost all knowledge 
of police duty, and were simply drawing 
their salaries as walking models. 

A safe was stolen, and the police saw 
neither safe nor burglars. How such a pon- 
derous article could be taken out of a house 
and carried away without the police seeing 
it, is a question that is agitating the mind 
of the Superintendent of Police. 

In the papers of yesterday morning ap- 
peared this advertisement: 


Safe stolen election night; Powers 
Street, Brooklyn; $50 reward for papers 
therein, or any information leading to the 
recovery; no questions asked. 


Wesley Webber, an engineer, whose office 
is at 6 Wall Street, New-York, put the ad. 
vertisement in the papers. His mother, Mrs, 
Cornelia Lewis, lives alone at 196 Powers 
Street. On election night she was sleeping 
in the rear room on the first floor of the 
house. The safe was in the front room in 
a corner. 

The doors and windows in the front room 
were found open the morning after elec- 
tion and the safe had disappeared. Mrs. 
Lewis says she did not hear any noise. On 
the window sill were marks showing that 
the safe was taken out that way. It 
weighed 400 pounds and contained $40, a 
lot of old coins, deeds for the Powers Street 
house, and a plot in Greenwood Cemetery, 
and a bank book showing a credit of $1,500 
to Mrs. Lewis. - 

The police have not been able to trace the 
safe, nor have they found a single clue. 

Perhaps the next robbery that will be 
heard of in Brooklyn will be the theft of a 
house and the carrying of it to other parts. 
It would be almost as easy a task to steal 
a house as to steal a four-hundred-pound 
safe. 

The Brooklyn police, especially those in 
the Eastern District, must have been sleep- 
ing when Mrs. Lewis’s great cash box was 
carried off. Superintendent Campbell does 
not like to talk on the subject. He has no 
explanation to offer. 


JUSTICE FEITNER HAULED OVER THE COALS 


Miss Rebecca Fream Objects to His 
Method of Handling Excise Cases, 


Some unpleasant and uncomplimentary re- 
marks were addressed yesterday by Miss 
Rebecca Fream to Justice Feitner in the 
Essex Market Police Court, where the Jus- 
tice was sitting on the bench holding court. 

Miss Fream, who is’a churchworker on 
the east side, has been engaged in a crusade 
against Sunday liquor selling. She applied 
to Justice Feitner yesterday for a warrant 
against Solomon Schwart%, bartender in a 
saloon at 203 Stanton Street. She told the 
Justice that Sunday she took Policeman 
McDermott of the Thirteenth Precinct, 
who, she allegéd, was half drunk, into 
Schwartz’s saloon, and showed him men 
drinking beer at the bar. The beer was in 
foaming ‘ schooners.”’ 

“Did you taste the beer? Can you swear 
what it was?” asked Justice Feitner. 

‘*T am sure it was beer,’’ she replied. 

“*T cannot issue a. warrant unless you can 
swear it was beer,” said the Justice. 

“T cannot furnish technical evidence,” 
said Miss Fream. ‘ You can, at least, hold 
the bartender for breaking the Sunday law, 
in selling goods on Sunday.” 

*“T don’t know,” Justice Feitner replied. 
.* You don’t_know! What do_you get $8,000 
a year for, I'd like to know, if you don’t 
know the law?” 

‘It is impossible for me to keep all the 
provisions of the law in my mind,” replied 
the Justice, meekly. He asked Miss Fream 
to wait, while he looked up the law. 

“TI don’t expect justice in this court,” she 
said. ‘‘I have not forgotten the time I ap- 
plied to you for a warrant for a woman who 
had committed an assault. The only satis- 
faction I got from you was a request to call 
again in two weeks.”’ 

**I don’t remember the case,’’ remarked 
his Honor. 

“Well, I do, and I know, also, that the 
woman was discharged, because money was 
paid to a Tammany policeman in this court. 
The man is here, now, too.”’ 

The Justice made no reply. Miss Fream, 
on consideration, decided she would not ac- 
cept any warrant against Bartender 
Schwartz except one charging him with a 
violation of the excise law. 

The Justice would not issue such a war- 
rart. 


CRAFTY BURGLARS IN NEW-HAVEN 


Blew Open a Safe While a Passing 
Freight Train Drowned the Noise. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 19.—Burglars 
entered the saloon of Councilman J. P. Kel. 
ly, at 33 Frank Street, early this morning, 
blew open the safe, and carried off about 
$800. There were four men in the gang, and 
they used so much powder that when the 
charge exploded the entire front of the 
building was blown out and a portion of the 
rear was also damaged. The explosion 
shattered windows in the surrounding 
houses. 

The saloon is near the railroad track, and 
the burglars waited for a freight train to 
pass, thinking that the noise would drown 
that of the explosion. The police have no 
clue. 


Murderer McLean Pleads Guilty. 

CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 19.—Arthur G. 
McLean, twenty-one years old, who shot 
and killed Nettie Belle Douglass, fourteen 
years old, while driving in a carriage with 
her, at Henniker, Aug. 15 last, pleaded 
guilty of murder in court to-day and asked 
that the court fix the degree. This mode 
is allowable under the New-Hampshire law, 
and was employed in the case of Frank 
Cc. Almy, the murderer of Christie Warden, 
at Hanover. 

The jury was discharged and the court 
took a recess until to-morrow, when the 
State will introduce testimony to show that 
the murder was premeditated. McLean's 
plea will simplify matters and shoften the 
hearing several days. 


Charged with a $4,200 Fraud. 

James G. Wilson of 223 Warwick Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, was arraigned in the Gates 
Avenue Police Court of that city yester- 
day, charged by Phineas O. Davidson of 
394 Monroe Street with grand larceny. Mr. 
Davidson alleged that Wilson obtained from 
him~- June 13 a check for $4,200 on the 
Kings County Trust Company. 

Wilson received this check, Mr. Davidson 
alleges, by misrepresentation, alleging that 
he was the owner of a mortgage for $6,000 
made by Sarah B. Weed, which was re- 
corded in the Register’s office May 31, 1894. 
Mr. Davidson alleges that the mortgage was 
a forgery. Wilson pleaded not guilty, and 
was held in $5,000 bail. 


Suit Against the Government. 

Ex-United States District Attorney Jesse 
Johnson has brought suit against the Gov- 
ernment to recover $6,500 fees for searching 
the title and conducting the condemnation 
proceedings of the land taken at Fort 
Wadsworth, Staten Island, for fortification 
purposes in 1892, The case will come up 
for trial on Friday. The bill was approved 
by Attorney General Miller, but Controller 
of the Treasury Matthews refused to pay it. 


FOUL TENEMENT HOUSES 


Inspectors Report a Terrible Condition 
in Many of Them. 


DENIALS .BY OWNERS AND AGENTS 


Bread Troughs Used for Sleeping 
Quarters, Sinks ‘That Overflow, 
and Ill-Smelling Cellars 
Testified To. 


Owners and lessees of a number of the 
worst tenement houses in the city were sub- 
poenaed to appear before the Tenement 
House Committee yesterday afternoon. 
Many did not answer to their names when 
called, and a large part of those on hand 
were evidently unwilling witnesses. 

Inspectors had examined the houses in 
question and testified to their bad condition. 
Much of this testimony was flatly contra- 
dicted by those interested in the buildings. 
In some instances witnesses contradicted 
themselves or twisted their testimony in 
such a way as to make it unintelligible. 
Much of the confusion may have resulted 
from the inability of the witnesses to un- 
derstand the questions put to them or to 
express themselves clearly. 

John P. Schuchman, a member of the 
committee, conducted the examination of 
several witnesses, and did much by his un- 
necessary questions and aggressive manner 
to prevent them from giving the desired in- 
formation. This was especially the case with 
Richard B. McCotter, an agent for some of 
the property under discussion. Mr. McCot- 
ter is quiet and well mannered, and seemed 
perfectly willing to tell all he knew; but 
Commissioner Schuchman acted as if he 
were a police court lawyer examining a 
criminal. He howled at the witness, shook 
his finger in his face, and told him that he 
was not telling the truth. In spite of what 
must have been a great trial to his temper, 
Mr. McCotter answered quietly and with an 
evident attempt to satisfy the committee. 
Shuchman’s bullying methods finally grew 
so pronounced that Mr. Gilder, the Presi- 
dent of the committee, felt called upon to 
administer a gentle rebuke. 

There seemed to be great differences of 
opinion about the house 45 James Street. 
Nathan Strom rents the building from Will- 
iam H. Brown and occupies the ground 
floor and basement for a furniture store. 
He sublets the two floors and attic above to 
five families. There are two rooms on each 
floor. The Inspector, Charles E. Woodruff, 
reported the building in a bad condition. He 
said the sinks on all the floors were full of 
foul-smelling water, that the roof leaked, 
the walls and ceilings needed plastering, 
and the woodwork painting. 

Storm contradicted almost every detail. He 
said the sinks above the first floor were not 
used, because the water had been cut off. 
He denied that the roof leaked, and said 
that he had spent $64 to have the entire 
place plastered about a month ago. His 
son had also painted the rooms and hall- 
ways. 

H. M. Leverich, another Inspector, said he 
examined the house yesterday morning and 
found the ceiling in the store ready to fall. 
The stairs he reported in a dangerous con- 
dition, and the place did not look as if any 
plastering had been done lately. 

The testimony was so contradictory that 
Samuel McCallum, Sanitary Inspector fot 
the Health Department, was sent around to 
the.place. When he came back he was 
questioned only about the sinks, He testi- 
fied to their bad condition. It is said that 
he found the painting and plastering in ‘good 
condition, and that all the tenants said that 
a man had plastered the -building a few 
weeks ago. 

The houses 343 and 345 East Eleventh 
Street, from the Inspector’s report, seem to 
be in a desperate condition. Three stores 
occupy the ground floor—a butcher’s shop, a 
grocery, and a bakery. Fish is sold in. front, 
and the fish peddler uses the basement sink 
to wash his fish in. It is also used for 
other purposes. The basement is filthy and 
smells badly. 

Two Italians were sleeping in the bread 
troughs of the bakery when the Inspector 
examined it at about 1 o’clock in the after- 
noon. The door of the cellar in 343 is al- 
ways unlocked, and the Inspector said the 
place was used by loafers to sleep in. The 
hallways above were in a bad condition, 
and the foul smell from the basements per- 
meated through both houses. 

Edward Rafter of 216 East -Nineteenth 
Street owns these houses. He also owns 
the houses 1,695 to 1,701 Third Avenue, 806 
and 2,262 Second Avenue, and 774 Amster- 
dam Avenue. He built the houses in East 
Eleventh Street in 1872. They cost him 
about $57,000. He receives $2,400 rent. He 
admitted, in a general way, Leverich’s staite- 
ments, but did not think the smeil was as 
bad as the Inspector made out. He knew 
his cellar door was unlocked, but did not 
know that it was occupied at night by 
tramps. 

Thompgon Street is apparently full of bad 
tenement houses. Nos. 208 and 220 were re- 
ported by Inspector T. F. Murray as need- 
ing attention. Richard B. McCotter is the 
agent for both. He said he had 208 thor- 
oughly overhauled about a year ago, and 
last September leased it in good condition 
to A. Lombardi, a grocer. Lombardi is an 
Italian who understands English only at in- 
tervals. Yesterday the intervals were very 
rare, and only when something was said to 
his advantage. He seemed to know of the 
generally bad condition of his place, but 
denied that he was the one to make repairs. 
He thought Mr. McCotter ought to attend 
to all that. 

Mr. Amos F.. Eno manages for his father 

the properties 214 and 215 Thompson Street, 
both of which are condemned by the com- 
mittee’s Inspectors. Mr. Eno did not seem 
to know much about the premises. His 
agent visits them and recommends the re- 
pairs needed. In most cases these should 
be made by the tenant. Mr. Eno expressed 
himself as desirous to have his houses in 
good condition. He said that while he might 
direct his tenant to make repairs, he could 
not force him to do so. He is now renting 
his Thompson Street property for what he 
can get, waiting for it to become valuable 
enough to erect business houses on. 
The houses 25 to 29 South Fifth Avenue, 
belonging to the Elnathan Thorn estate, 
seem to be held for the same purpose. Ten- 
ants hire rooms by the month and seem to 
pe thoroughly irresponsible as to the good 
condition of the premises. 

Other tenement houses in bad condition 
that were investigated by the committee 
are 197 South Fifth Avenue, owned by 
Thomas Egleton; 401 East Sixteenth Street, 
managed by Jacob L. Lissner for a Mr. 
Marx of South Carolina; 25 Essex Street, 
owned by Meyer Greenberg; 190 East Broad- 
way and 2 Jefferson Street, managed by 
Marcus Kempner for his wife; 105 East 
First Street, owned by S. S. Brown and 
Frank Bartew, and 78 Chambers Street, 
owned by Martin Touhey. 

Mr. Touhey’s testimony brought out the 
fact that there are no fire escapes on his 
three-story and attic building. He was or- 
dered three or four years ago to put up 
fire escapes, but paid no attention to the 
order. He has heard nothing from it since. 
He was asked by Commissioner Foster if he 
had not told the Inspector who called atten; 
tion to the absence of fire escapes on his

building that he had a pull. Mr. Touhey 
emphatically denied this.

THE CINCINNATI’S INJURIES 


Six Weeks Needed to Make Repairs—Probably 
Struck a Sunken Vessel—Court of 
Inquiry Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.-—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy McAdoo this morning re- 
ceived a full report from Capt. Henry Glass 
of the accident to the Cincinnati, as well as 
a preliminary telegraphic statement from 
the commandant of the New-York Navy 
Yard as to the amount and character of 
the damage to the ship, as shown by in- 
specting her in the dry dock. 

The Cincinnati, the report says, probably 
struck some sunken vessel, and not a rock, 
as was at first supposed. The experts de- 
clare that if the vessel had struck a rock 
she would have gone down. That the 
obstruction was a movable one is shown by 
the fact that the hull astern, where the 
ship’s draught is greatest, was uninjured, 
indicating that the obstruction was forced 
aside after causing the damage. 

The commandant estimates that it will 
take at least six weeks to repair the vessel, 
as a number of plates are bent and the 
frames under the boilers, Where they are 
exceedingly difficult to approach, are badly 
distorted. About a foot was knocked off the 
propeller blade. 

Acting Secretary McAdoo expects to have 
a complete report of the damage later in 
the week. If, as expected, it can be proved 
that the Cincinnati struck a temporary ob- 
struction instead of a rock shown on the 
charts, her officers will probably be exon- 
erated from all blame. 

Mr. McAdoo has ordered Admiral Meade 
and Capts. Farquhar and Casey to meet at 
noon Wednesday at the New-York Navy 
Yard as a court of inquiry for the purpose 
of ascertaining the cause of the accident. 
Lieut. Sears has been detailed as Judge Ad- 
vocate of the court. 


DEAF TO CHARMS OF MUSIC 


BROOKLYN ALDERMEN BAR

Pope and Alderman Walkley To- 
gether Could Not Stop the Pas- 


sage of the Ordinance. 


Members of the Musical Mutual Protect- 
ive Union occupied the visitors’ seats in 
the Common Council Chamber in the Brook- 
lyn City Hall yesterday at the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen. Senator Daniel 
Bradley sat on the platform beside Presi- 
dent Wallace. 

Alderman Guilfoyle asked whether the 
committee was prepared to make its report 
concerning itinerant bands. When it was 
found that, owing to the absence of Al- 
derman Walsh, there would be no report, 
Alderman Guilfoyle moved that the com- 
mittee be discharged from any further con- 
sideration of the matter. This motion was 
carried. 

Alderman Leich then offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That this Common Council do 
ordain as follows, to wit: No person shall 
beat any drum er instrument for the pur- 


pose of’ attracting the attention of passen- 
gers in any street, avenue, or lane in the 


City of Brooklyn, to any show of> beasts - 


or birds or other things in said city, nor 
shall any person use or perform with, or 
hire or procure, or abet any other person 
to use or perform with any musical or other 
instrument in any of the streets or public 
places in the City of Brooklyn. The pro- 
visions of this section shall apply only to 
itinerant musicians and side shows, and 
shall not be construed so as to affect any 
band of music or organized musical or re- 
ligious society engaged in any military or 
civic parade or in serenading who. shall 
comply with the laws of the State relating 
to parades in the City of Brooklyn, or to 
any musical performance conducted under 
a_ license from the municipal authority. 
No person shall use or perform with, or 
hire, procure, or abet any other person to 
perform with any hand organ in any of the 
streets or public places in the City of Brook- 
lyn before the hour of 9 A. M. or after the 
hour of 7 P. M. of each day, nor during any 
part of the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, nor within a distance of 500 
feet of any schoolhouse or house of public 
worship during school hours or hours of 
public worship, nor within like distance of 
any hospital, asylum, or other public insti- 
tution, nor within a distance of 250 feet 
of any dwelling house or other building 
when directed or requested by any occu- 
pant thereof not to so perform. No per- 
son shall use or perform upon any hand 
organ, except such organ shall be licensed 
as hereinafter ordained. 

Any violation of this ordinance, or any 
part thereof, shall be a misdemeanor, and 
punishable by a fine not exceeding $10, or 
imprisonment not exceeding ten days for 
each offense, and the proper authorities are 
hereby directed to strictly enforce this or- 
dinance and all parts thereof. 

When Alderman Leich had moved its 
adoption, Alderman Walkely obtained the 
floor and said: 

“‘It seems to me that since this matter 
has been agitated some of our Aldermen 
have been reading up on music. One es- 
pecially has read Pope, when he says: 
‘Music hath charms to soothe the savage 
mind.’ 

‘* Music has charms,” Alderman Walkely 
continued, ‘‘ that gives heroism to the weak 
and falling, and more than one battle has 
resulted in victory when the army had all 
but been defeated. 

‘““Why is such a resolution offered here? 
Who asked for it? Is it the poor people, or 
the children of the poor? Are they asking 
that music cease in our streets?. Music is 
an uplifter, an educational force. If the 
voters of this city were given the question 
to decide three-fourths of them would be in 
favor of letting the bands play. 

‘*In music there is a power which makes 
the people better. Music is better than a 
policeman in some precincts. Why should 
we take the position to stamp out music? 
Why not stand by the chiefs of our city de- 
partments in giving the city better govern- 
ment? Who asks that the music be stopped 
in our streets? It is not the poor children. It 
is not the poor mothers. It is not the work- 
ing people. They say, ‘ Let us have music. 
It makes our homes better.” No one wants 
music to cease except the few to better 
their positions.’’ 

Aldermen Cary, Droge, Hess, Jahn, Ka- 
rutz, Vollmer, Walkely, and Wallace voted 
against the resolution, and Aldermen Clark, 
Cohn, Colson, Dunn, Guilfoyle, Haubert, 
Leich, McGarry. and Roeder in favor of it, 
the vote being 9 to 8 in favor. 

When the vote was announced there was 
loud applause from the musicians seated in 
the visitors’ section, but President Wallace 
quieted them by means of his gavel. 

It {s said that Mayor Schieren will veto 
the resolution. He believes that as long as 
itinerant players have declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens, they should not be 
interfered with in their efforts to earn a 
living. 

Some of the Aldermen believe that the 
resolution will not stand, anyway, as it 
takes a three-fourths vote to change an 
ordinance. 


Judgment Against the Church. 

The Reformed Protestant Dutch Church 
of the town of Bushwick sued the City of 
Brooklyn in the Supreme Court, before 
Justice Gaynor, to set aside an assessment 
of $681.54 for grading and paving Wood- 
point Street.

DIVVER RETURNS TO WORK 


Declines to Say Where He Has Hid- 
den for a Month. 


TEKULSKY’S MARK STILL ON HM 


Streaks of Gray in His Hair and 


Lines of Worry in His Face 
—His Reply to Justice 
Koch's Charge. 


Police Justice Patrick Divver, after near- 
ly two months’ absence from the bench,, sat 
in the Morrisania Police Court yesterday 
morning. Justice Welde was in the court- 
house also, but with the exception of a few 
minutes, during which he had a confidential 
talk with Justice Divver, he remained in 
the Justice’s private room, and left just be- 
fore 10 o'clock. 

Justice Divver, as carefully groomed as 
ever, reached the courtroom at 8 o’clock. 
Clerk Steinkamp and the court officers wera 
there ahead of him. When the Justice en~ 
tered he greeted all pleasantly and retired 
to his private room. ‘ 

After a short delay he took his seat and 
business was begun. Divver appeared and 
acted like a man between whom and con- 
science there had been a long and vigorous 
struggle. His face was as brown as that 
of a salt of the Great South Bay, and ‘the 
glory of his fine mustachios had deteriorat- 
ed into a careless, characterless droop. The 
hair that had all been auburn was streaked 
with gray. Lines. of care marked his face 
and his eyes told an eloquent tale of anxe- 
iety. 

Divver had been a missing judicial quanti«- 
ty since Oct. 18, although he has been 
drawing his salary. Morris Tekulsky, the 
saloon keeper of 113 Park Row, had spoiled 
the appearance of Divver’s face Oct. 17 in 
a brawl in the former’s place of business, 
The mark of Tekulsky’s fist is still on Dive 
ver’s nose. 

When asked in regard to his intentions the 
Justice at first refused to speak, and said 
in reply to a query as to whether he would 
remain on the bench: 

“TI have no statement whatever to make 
at present.”’ 

After disposing of four excise cases, all 
of which he held for trial, the Justice, in 
reply to a question, said: 

“I will be on this bench for the remainder 
of the year. Further than that I can say 
nothing, as it all depends upon the Beard of 
Police Justices.’’ 

“Is there any truth in the report that you 
will resign?”’ was asked. 

“‘T have told nobody that,’ the Justice re 
plied, with a frown. “In regard to what 
Justice Koch is reported to have said, that 
I robbed him of his vacation, I want to say 
that if he said that he said “vhat is not true. 
A part of the time I was away was mine by 
right, and during the other part I was un- 
well. That is all I have to say.” 

When questioned further about the agree- 
ment between Justice Koch and himself to 
change places Justice Divver said: 

“When my son was sick last Spring 
Justice Koch came to me and made the 
proposition that if I would sit for him dur- 
ing July or August he would sit for me two 
months. He did my work while I was away 
to California, and I kept my bargain. I sat 
here through all of July and August, and I 
consider my part of the obligation filled. I 
had not agreed to sit here during this 
month and did not intend to do so until £ 
found that there was a vacancy.” 

In spite of the Justice’s forced calmness, 
there was a nervousness in his manner. 

When questioned he betrayed some irritae 
tion, and on reference to the statement of 
Koch spoke very emphatically, if not an- 
grily. 

During his few moments’ conversation 
with Justice Welde, which took place whiia 
the clerk was making out a bail bond, Jus« 
tice Divver seemed very much irritated, 
and made some emphatic gestures. 

The business of the court occuried Jus- 
tice Divver about an hour and a halé 
There were five prisoners. Lawrence Mure 
phy, a hunchback, was arrested for chase 
ing his father, Launcelot Murphy, with an 
axe Sunday morning. The prisoner had 
hardly gotten over the effects of his Sunday 
debauch, and when arraigned twirled his 
hat nervously. The Jussice looked sternly 
at the fellow and asked him what he at- 
tacked his father for. Murphy answered 
that it was only a family disturbance. On 
learning that Lawrence was an old of- 
fender, Divver sentenced him to ten days. 

Two homeless tramps were next fined $3 
each for drunkenness. 

Ulrich Magele, a baker, was charged by 
his employer, Adolph Kauhnel of 989 East 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Street, with 
the larceny of $29, which, it is alleged, he 
collected and did not turn in. Kauhnel’s 
wife made an additional charge to the ef- 
fect that Magele had borrowed $10 from 
her to make an election bet, and did not pay 
it back. The complainants did not have 
sufficient proofs of the charges, and at 
their request Magele was remanded for ex- 
amination to-day. 

The usual number of injured husbands 
and wives were in attendance, and as soon 
as the prisoners had been disposed of they 
bench. The Justice 
listened patiently to their complaints, and 
after granting a few summonses, dis- 
missed them all. 

When the last one had gone Divver 
heaved a sigh of relief and retired to his 
room. He did not remain, as was his wont, 
to smoke and read his paper, but donned 
his overcoat and hat, and, after telling the 
clerk that he would be on hand to-day, 
boarded a down-town car. 

In regard to his whereabouts during the 
interval since the Tekulsky incident, the 
Justice was silent. He refused to reply, ex- 
cept with his favorite phrase: 

“IT have nothing to say.” 


Two Brothers Burned to Death. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Nov. 19.—Martin and 
Antonio Adego, brothers, were burned to 
death this morning in a one-story frame 
dwelling at Stone Avenue and Fig Street. 
The fire is supposed to have been of incen- 
diary origin. The neighbors claim that pis- 
tol shots were fired in the house about mid- 
night, and believe that the fire was started 
to cover a case of murder. The other oc- 
cupants of the house, who had been drink- 
ing and carousing all night, can give no sat- 
isfactory explanation. 


Incendiaries Attempt Murder. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 19.—Incendia- 
ries have destroyed about twenty stables 
and outhouses during the past ten days. 
Last evening their crimes included an at- 
tempt at murder. James Brennan of Eighth 
and Carpenter Streets found two men set- 
ting fire to his stable. He started to give 
the alarm, when he was seized and choked 
into insensibility. Percy Caserleigh, @ 
neighbor, dragged him out of the burning 
building and extinguished the fire. The 
incendiaries escaped.

NEW-BRIGHTON’S SCHOOL FUND SHORTAGE 


The Grand Jury, Under Instructions, 
Has Commenced an Investigation. 


-NEW-BRIGHTON, S&S. I., Nov. 19.—At the 
opening of the Richmond County Court of 
Quarter Sessions this morning County Judge 
Stephen D. Stephens charged the Grand 
Jury to inquire into the finances of the New- 
Brighton Public School District. The inves- 
tigation may occupy several days. 

It was in this district that the discovery 
was made over two years ago that there 
was a shortage in the accounts of the 
School Collector of Taxes of the district. As 
published at the time, Charles Crowley, who 
had been Collector for seven years, was 
illiterate. and his books were kept by Cor- 
nelius J. Driscoll, one of his bondsmen. It 
was Driscoll, it is alleged, who had used the 
school funds and was unable to replace 
some $2,500 taken. Crowley was allowed to 
continue in office, and the shortage in- 
creased over $1,000. Crowley has been twice 
re-elected, and held the office of Collector 
until a few weeks ago, when he resigned.

Wheat at the Close Was Steady—-Corn 
Was Weak--Provisions Weaker 
—Cotton Higher—-Coffee 
Firmer. 


The commercial markets were generally 
irregular and unsettled, with wheat ad- 
vancing early, but reacting again and clos- 
ing at a loss. The markets were influenced 
by the amount on passage, together with 
the changes in the stocks in store and the 
visible supply, with the export trade limit- 
ed by the scarcity of freight room, and the 
full prices asked. Cotton looked up a 
trifle, owing to the advance abroad, 


WHEAT—Contracts were more active and 
very irregular, with a fair switching and 
scaiping business.

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OILS.—COTTONSEED.—There were some 
moderate quantities of prime yellow under 
refusal to exporters early yesterday at 3016c, 
but before the close of the day’s trading 
the market had turned to higher figures, 
and the close is 31%@382c. There were two 
or three full lots sold on wants of the home 
trade. It was this demand from local 
sources that gave'the strength to the posi- 
ticn, especially as it came upon moderate 
supplies. The export demand here is at 
present unimportant, since the foreign mar- 
kets, after securing full supplies, do not 
care to proceeed further in buying in view 
of thé rise in prices. There were offers to 
sell crude in bulk at the mills at 21c, but in 
instances above that price is asked. Sales 
are 525 bbls prime crude at 26c, closing 
With 26e bid and 27e asked; possibly 26%4c 
would be the trading price; 700 bbls prime 
yellow at 31%c, 300 bbls do at 3lc, bbls 
do at 32c, 200 bbls choice do at 31%c, 150 
bbls better grade at 3244c, 100 bbls good off 
grade at 29l4c, 100 bbls white at 34c. Lard 
oil is steady, with moderate demands; city 
at 57c. Other oils are unchanged. 


PROVISIONS. 


HOG PRODUCTS.~The general market 
displayed strength early in the day, with 
some advance in prices, but by the close 
there was a loss of tone and some decline, 
especially for lard. The receipts of hogs 
continued large at Western marketable cen- 
tres, exceeding 80,000 head for the day, 
against 38,000 head same time last year. 
Considering these full supplies, the markets 
for the products are regarded as holding up 
remarkably well. However, the packers 
look upon these receipts of hogs as only 
incidental to the surroundings, especially in 
small supplies of corn held at some sec- 
tions, and that they do not indicate, as in 
ordinary seasons, prospective receipts, The 
bulk of sickness among the hogs is looked 
upon more as coming from the crowding of 
the swine in the cars on thé extraordinary 
demand for transportation, and not to a 
material extent from the feeding of new 
corn, which latter opinion is put out in in- 
stances. The swinging about of prices for 
many commodities is restricting export de- 
mand in a general way, and is felt to some 
extent for hog products, in which interest 
for shipment is light in New-York and only 
moderate at the West. Brazil has about 
stopped buying, as the last shipments must 
be made by Nov. 24, in order to reach des- 
tination before Jan. 1 and to escape the in- 
creased duty in force with the new year. 

LARD—Western Steam opened with a 
stronger feeling at slightly advanced prices, 
but the close shows the improvement lost, 
and rather uneasy tone, with prices stand- 
ing about as they closed on Saturday. Cash 
demand here is unimportant, while $7.55 is 
regarded as a nominal rate. The packers 
found the supplies of hogs full again to- 
day, and were taking them up at better 
prices, but at the same time put thelr in- 
fluence against an increased cost of the 
products, which at first had been inclined to 
work upward a little in sympathy with the 
rise for hogs. City Steam is 7.12\%c bid, and 
7.25¢e asked; sales of 125 tes. Options—No 
sales; November closed 7.60c asked; Decem- 
ber, 7.50c nominal; January, 7.55c nominal. 
Refined is quiet; Continent at 7.80c; South 
American at 8.50c. Compound lard is fairly 
active, quoted at 54%@5\c. 

SORE — Shippers to domestic markets are 
beginning to buy, and 300 bbls mess were 
taken up at steady prices. The prices are 
not affected by the current light changes at 
the West, and are, on the whole, steady.... 
Mess, new, $13.75@$14.50; family mess, $13.25 
@$13.50; short clear, $14@$16. 

BEEF—Exporters are indifferent at pres- 
ent, and distributions to domestic markets 
are moderate. Prices are for the most part 
held steadily.

Early Weakness Followed by a Strong 
Closing. 


BEAR AGGRESSIVENESS NOT REWARDED 


The Grangers and Chicago Gas sharply 
Attacked, but at the Close Weve 
Practically Unchanged— 
General List Firm. 


The bears were aggressive again yester- 
day, but their success was smali. ‘Shey di- 
rected their attack against the Grangers 
and Chicago Gas, but late in the day they 
began covering, and, under this operation, 
prices rallied sharply, 50 that practically 
all the early loss was wiped out. At the 
close the market was firm. 

The downward tendency was largely 
helped by the attitude of brokers represent- 
ing London houses. They were free sellers 
of the international list, but principally 
of St. Paul. The weakness was accom- 
panied by talk of reduced dividends on 
Burlington and Northwestern, although 
there was nothing definite concerning the 
coming action of the Directors of either 
company. The Burlington Directors will 
probably pass upon the matter to-day, 
while the decision in the case of the North- 
western will be made a week from to-day. 
Orders to sell Chicago Gas came from the 
West, and in the early trading the price 
broke nearly 2 points. It was reported that

companies of Chicago.

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A “LOSS TO THE " SHAWNEE £NDIANB 


Decision that the Government Owes} 
Them $39,000 Instead of $102,000, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The United 
States got a trifle the better of the Shawnee 
Indians to-day by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. By au- 
thority of Congress, Johnson Blackfeather, 
principal chief of the tribe, began suit in 
the Court of Claims against the United 
States to recover money claimed to be due 
on account of the sale by the United States 
of atract of land in Ohio surrendered by 
the Shawnees at the time of their removal 
to the West, about 1840. 

The Court of Claims found that the Unit- 
ed States owed the Shawnees $102,000. The 
Attorney General appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which decides that the amount really 
due to the Indians is $39,000. 

One matter involved in the litigation was 
the sum of $10,000, due to orphans of the 
tribe, a part of which was paid to guard- 
ians appointed by the Indians themselves 
to receive the money, and which the guard- 
iangs did not turn over to their wards. 
Another part was paid to an Indian agent, 
“who, not to be outdone in enterprise,” 
said Justice Brown, ‘“‘ promptly embezzled 
the money.” The court decides that the 
United States cannot be held for this sum,

CLOAKMAKERS NEED MONEY FOR RENTS 


Justice Roesch Induces Landlords to 
Extend Their Time a Few Duys. 


Civil Justice Roesch of the Fourth District 
Court had before him yesterday about 150 
dispossess cases, the greater number of 
them being of families of the striking clo< ak« 

makers. 

The Justice said that, while he knew the 
landlords were compelled to pay taxes and 
take care of their property, it was also @ 
fact that, owing to the hard times and the 
strike, few of the tenants could provide 
for their families. With the consent of the 
landlords, therefore, he dismissed the cases, 
giving all the tenants a few days in which 
to get money to pay their rents. 

The leaders of the strikers claim that 
there will be a settlement at an early date. 
“ But even though it :asts all Winter,” said 
Joseph Barondess, “ with the aid of the 
unions we will be able to stand it.” 

Kurinsky & Levy, 412 Grand Street, gave 
free dinners yesterday to about 200 
strikers, and will continue to do so for the 
rest of the week. Several hundred families 
were also supplied with bread and sausages 
by the Relief Committee, whose headquar- 
ters is at 112 Ludlow Street. In spite of 
these facts, however, many of the men are 
despondent, and heartily blame the lead- 
ers of the strike.

MAY USE THE OLD RIFLES FOR HUNTING 


Secretary Lamont Grants the Wishes 
of Officers and Privates, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Some of the 
officers and soldiers of the army are anxious 
to secure abandoned Springfield rifles, now 
that the new magazine arm is ready and 
these old weapons are to be turned in. 
The rifles are good for hunting purposes, 
and Secretary Lamont has decided that a 
certain number of them may be laid aside 
and purchased for the men out of the com- 
pany fund. 

He is willing to allot three rifles to a 
company, to be used in hunting expeditions 
only.

CONTRACTOR JAMES W. PAYNE ARRESTED 


He Is Charged with Embezzlement, 
Which He Denies, 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 19.—James W. Payne, 
a prominent citizen of Los Angeles, and a 
contractor of cereal supplies for the United 
States Government military posts west of 
the Mississippi River, was arrested last 
night in this city on a charge of embezzle- 
ment and felony. The arrest was made at 
the request of Chief of Police Glass of Los 
Angeles.

It is also proper that any sugges- 
tions that you may choose tc make should 
be considered by the board. It is my de- 
sire that in the matter of these appropria- 
tions your administration for 1895 should 
be unhampered by an excessive economy, as 
well as unburdened by any extravagance. 
I therefore extend to you an invitation to 
be present at the meetings in which the 
final estimates are to be considered, and on 
receipt of your acceptance of this invitation 
will arrange to have you notified of the 
time when these sessions are to be begun.

WAS FATHER» DUCEY CENSURED? 


Archbishop Corrigan Said to Have Warned 


Him Against Purther Polit 
ical Activity. 


Roman Catholic Church circles m this city 
were startled yesterday, when it became 
rumored that the Rev. Thomas J. Ducey, 
pastor of St. Leo’s Church, had been cen- 
sured by Archbishop Corrigan for having 
given so much of his time to the hearings 
before the Lexow committee, and that he 
had been forbidden by the Archbishop te 
again attend the meetings of the committee, 
which are to be resumed Dec. 1. 

During the Lexow committee’s inquiry 
into the corruption of the Police Departr 
ment, Father Ducey was one of the most 
interested auditors. He rarely missed a 
session, and to those who knew of his bit- 
ter antagonism toward Tammany Hall, it 
was evident that the disclosures brought 
out by Mr. Goff pleased him greatly. Fath- 
er Ducey has always been bitter in his de« 
nunciation of Tammany Hall, its members, 
and its methods. While in the polling place 
waiting to vote election day, it is said, he 
gave openly his opinion of Tammany, in a 
manner which called forth a warm reply 
from the brother of Fire Commissioner John 
Scannell. 

Father Ducey’s actions in public affairs 
and his manner of expressing his views 
have not been viewed favorably by promi- 
nent Catholics, and it is known in ecclesi- 
astical circles that the Archbishop and 
.other Church dignitaries have long been dis- 
pleased with them. Father Ducey. made the 
following statement some days before the 
adjournment of the Lexow committee: 


“‘T sincerely hope that all ministers of 
religion will see the necessity of safeguard- 
ing more vigorously and vigilantly than 
ever the peace and morals of the city and 
the Nation. I know that the Vatican has 
looked into the reported condition of things 
in New-York, and I am delighted. It is yery 
unfortunate that people have been unkind 
enough to couple political corruption with 
the Catholic name, and it is very fortunate 
for our good name that the Catholics, as 
well as the non-Catholics, of New-York can 
have the assurance that Leo XIII. and 
those close to him in the Vatican show that 
they are vigilant sentinels on the watch 
tower, and that the good name of Catholic 
is safely guarded by them in this great and 
far-distant Republic. 

“A few days ago I received letters from 
a very distinguished dignitary very near 
the Holy Father. The first letter is dated 
Rome, Aug. 17, and a second letter bears 
date Rome, Aug: 22. 

‘“ Both of these communications make ref- 
erence to the Lexow investigation.” 


When questioned yesterday by a reporter 
for The New-York Times, Father Ducey 
refused to deny or affirm the rumor that he 
had been called to account. He intimated 
that it was not a public affair. Archbishop 
Corrigan, through the Rev. M. J. Lavelle 
rector of the Cathedral, said Father Ducey 
was at liberty to talk about the matter if 
he chose to do so, but that the Archbishop 
would say nothing, 


HIS PORTRAIT PUBLIC PROPERTY 


A Decision Regarding the Pictures of 
Men Who Have Become Fumous. 
BOSTON, Nov. 19.—Judge Coit of the 
United States Cireuit Court to-day rendered 
an adverse decision in the case of Emily 


A. Corliss and others versus certain - 
was aloft | © . - - photog 


raphers and publishers. 

The suit was brought by the widow ana 
children of George H. Corliss, the inventor 
and builder of the Corliss engine, to enjoin 
the defendants from publishing and selling a 
biographical sketch of Mr. Corliss and from 
printing and selling his picture in é¢onnec- 
tion therewith. The bill did not allege that 
the publication contained anything scandal- 
ous, libelous, or false, or that it affected 
any right of property, but the relief prayed 
for was put op the novel ground that the 
publication is an injury to the feelings of 
the plaintiffs and against their express 
prohibition. 

In August, Judge Coit decided that 
the plaintiffs had no right to an injunction 
preventing the publication of the biograph- 
ical sketch, ana the present decision is on 
the photograph alone. The court says, in 
part: 

While the right of a privaie individual 
to prohibit the reproduction of his picture 
or photograph should be recognized and 
enforeed, this right may be surren@ered 
or dedicated to the public by the act of the 
individual, just the same as a private manu- 
script, book, or painting becomes (when not 
protected by copyright) public property by 
the act of publication. ‘The distinction in 
the case of a picture or photograph les, it 
seems io me, between public and private 
characters. <A private individual should 
be protected against the publieation of any 
portraiture of himself, but where an in- 
dividual becomes @ publie character the 
ease is different. A statesman, author, 
artist, or inventor who asks for and desires 
public recogaitics may be said to have sur- 
rendered this right to the public. When 
any one obtains a picture or photograph 
of such a person, and there is no breach of 
contract or-~violation of confidence in the 
method by which it was obtained, he has a 
right to repreduce it, whether in a news- 
paper, magazine, or book. It would be 
extending this right of proteetion too far 
to say that the general public can be pro- 
hibited from knowing the personal appear- 
ance of great public. characters. Such 
characters may be said of their own, voli- 
tion to have dedicated to the publié the 
right of any fair portraiture of themselves. 
In this sense I cannot but regard Mr. Cor- 
liss as a public man.

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GOULDS MAY PAY THE TAX| 


One Point in the $180,000 Questior 
Decitied Against Then. 


THE COURT CASE WiLL BE APPEALED 


Claita of Non-Residence Held Not Good 


To Secure the KRelicf Sought-- 


The Commissioners May 


Be in Contempt, 


The Gould heirs will have to pay ‘axes 
of about $180,000 a year in this city on 
their personal property of the estate, uniess 
the higher courts help them in the effort 
to escape. 

Justice Lawrence of the Supreme Court 
yesterday handed down a decision in the 
action wrought by George J, Gould and 
the other heirs against the Commissioners 
of Taxes and Assessment, in which it is 
held that the claim of non-residence inter- 
posed by the Goulds does not hold good to 
gecure the reifef asked for. 

Inchientally, however; the Goulds are given 
sorrme consolation. Justice Lawrence, while 
he decides against them on the main issue, 
grants them an order to show cause why 
the Tax Commissioners and the Board of 
Aldermen should not be punished for con- 
tempt of court in that they failed to pay 
proper attention to a writ of certiorari issued 
on July 16 of last year. 

The fight of the Goulds has been a@ most 
stubborn one, and it will, of course, be car- 
ried to the court of last resort. The first 
intimation that they were going to fight 
the tax levy on the ground of non-residence 
Was made public by an exclusive publica- 
tion in The New-York Times of May 27 of 
this year. 

The Board of Taxes and Assessment 
assessed the Gould estate at $10,000,000 for 
personal property. In addition, George 
J. Gould was personally assessed at $400,000 
on his personal property, and Howard, 
Helen, and Edwin Gould were assessed at 
$100,000. 

In 1893 the estate had been assessed at 
the same figure. George J. Gould and his 
fellow-executors filed protests against the 
amount at that time, alleging that it was 
arbitrary and unjust. The Tax Commis- 
Bioners, however, refused to make any re- 
duction. They pointed out that, though 
Jay Gould had only been assessed on $500,- 
000 worth of personal property, the sworn 
statement accompanying the filing of his 
will for probate showed that he had left 
over $70,000,000 personal property. They 
contended that an assessment of $10,000,000 
was therefore very moderate, and, instead 
of protesting against payment, the Gould 
heirs ought to be grateful that the property 
left by their father had in the past escaped 
with such a grossly inadequate assessment. 

The Goulds refused to take this view of it. 
They had paid the inheritance tax on the 
basis of $70,000,000, and couldn’t go back on 
these. figures very well, but they didn’t 
mean to pay the $180,000 in taxes demanded 
if they could help it. Offers of compromise 
were made. George J. Gould, it was said, 
expressed his willingness to the Tax Com- 
missioners to accept a levy of $3,000,000, and 
eyen raised the figures to $5,000,000, but the 
Commissioners wouldn’t accept these fig- 
ures. They insisted on the $10,000,000 at the 
rate of the levy, $1.82 per $100. 

George J. Gould finally paid about $185,000 
for the estate and individual taxes. But 
the payment was made under protest, and 
the matter, it was said, would be taken into 
court. 

This year the Tax Commissioners were 
met with a new contest. When, in the regu- 
lar course of business, the Gould heirs were 
notified that the assessment for 1894 had 
been placed, as before, at $10,000,000 on the 
estate they filed affidavits setting forth that 
they were uo longer residents of the city. 

George J. Gould swore that he had re- 
moved his residence to Lakewood, N. J., 
where he had spent the previous Winter, 
and Miss Helen Gould and the other heirs 
deposed that their home was at Tarrytown. 
The Gould mansion at Forty-seventh Street 
and Fifth Avenue had been closed up, as 
was George J. Gould’s city house in Forty- 
seventh Street, just back of the family res- 
idence. They therefore refused to pay the 
tax levy, which, as before, amounted in all 
to something over $180,000. 

The Tax Commissioners refused to accept 
this plea. They insisted on the legality of 
the levy, and unless the money was paid, 
they said, the usual proceedings would be 
undertaken for collection. Matters moved 
along slowly until the Goulds got the writ 
of certiorari to review the action of the 
Commissioners. The writ was made return- 
able on Aug. 6 last. To these writs no re- 
turns were made, and the Gould heirs, by 
ex-Judge Dillon, obtained an order to show 
cause why the Tax Commissioners and the 
Board of Aldermen, who confirmed the tax 
levy, should not be punished for contempt. 
The order was asked “for such other and 
further relief as may be just.” 

It was under this clause of the order that 
the Goulds sought to have the levy set 
aside, and in this issue Justice Lawrence 
decides against them. In his opinion he 
Bays, among other things: 


“In answer to the motion the respond- 
ents have filed affidavits in which they do 
not show why returns have not been made 
as commanded by the writs, but this mo- 
tion is resisted cn the ground that it has 
been decided by this court that if the re- 
lators have any just cause of grievance in 
consequence of delay on the part of the re- 
spondents in interposing their returns their 
only relief is by proceedings to punish them 
for contempt. 

“The decisions relied upon are the cases 
of The People ex rel. Urquhart vs. The Com- 
missioners of Taxes, reported in The Law 
Journal of April 4, 1894, and in re Urquhart, 
in re McCraw et al., and in re Mallory, re- 
ported in The Law Journal of April 25, 
1894, which are to the effect that under the 
statute of 1880 the only remedy which the 
relators have is to move to punish the re- 
spondents for contempt in not filing their re- 
turns. (See Section 5 of said act. 

“It follows from those decisions that 
these motions, so far as they seek to ob- 
tain for the relators a cancellation of the 
assessments complained of, must be denied, 
but, inasmuch as in the orders to show 
cause such other and further relief as may 
be just is prayed for, and as I discover no 
reason in the affidavits presented why re- 
turns should not have been made in obe- 
dience to the mandates of the writs, I shall 
granj an order in each of the cases that 
cause be shown why the respondents should 
not be punished for contempt for failure to 
make such returns.” 


Before the fight over the assessment is 
finally settled the amount involved will 
probably reach $500,000, in the shape of ac- 
cumulated assessments. 
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SUES FOR THE INSURANCE. 


Case Involves the Question of Notice 
to the Company Concerned. 


The first of a series of suits brought by 
George Solomon, assignee of the firm of 
Henry Thoesen & Co., furniture dealers at 
797 Third Avenue, to recover upon a policy 
of insurance for $2,500 issued by the Conti- 
nental Fire Insurance Company, was begun 
yesterday before Judge Gildersleeve end a 
jury in Part II. of the Superior Court. 

Thoesen & Co.’s storehouses were de- 
stroyed by fire on Dec. 10, 1893. The firm 
earried policies of insurance aggregating 
$25,000 in the following companies, ranging 
from $1,000 to $2,500 in each: Continental 
Fire Insurance Company, Caledonia, Co- 
lumbia, Rochester, New-Hampshire, Michi- 
gan Fire and Marine, Grand Rapids, Al- 
bany, and Glens Falls. 

The case against the Continental Com- 
pany, it is said, will be a test case, as the 
defense is the same in all the other cases. 

The insurance company does not deny 
issuing the policy, but alleges by way of 
defense that it became invalid by reason of 

_ the neglect of the plaintiff to promptly 
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case on trial, as well as all the other pol- 
icies, has a siause which provides that the 
failure of the insured to give immediate 
notice of the fire and joss renders the policy 
of insurance invalid. 

The defendant alleges that such notice 
was not given until fifty-eight days after 
the fire took place. The case is heing 
closely watched by a large number of in- 
surance men and their lawyers. 


CLAIMS A QUARTER MILLION. 


Charlotte W. Gregan's Suit Dealing 
with a Piece of City Property. 


Charlotte W. Gregan. the granddaughter 
of Thomas Gregan, wno owned the property 
on the northwest corner of Seventh Avenue 
and Forty-second Street, years ago, where 
he kept a livery stable, at which William 
M. Tweed and his associates kept all their 
fast horses, has brought an action in the 
Supreme Court against Charles J. Buchan- 
an and Augustus Bockes, as executors of 
the will of John McB. Davidson, to recover 
$250,000, which she claims is due her as her 
portion of the profits of the property since 
1868, 

It is on the property involved in this liti- 
gation that it is proposed to erect a new 
theatre. 

Gregan owned part of the property and 
also a leasehold of another part which 
was to run for twenty-one years, from May, 
1892. Gregan died on Jan. 4, 1868, leaving 
a-son, Edward T. Gregan, for whom John 
McB. Davidson was appointed guardian. 
He continued to act as guardian until the 
death of Edward T. Gregan on Jan. 11, 
1877. He left a wife and Charlotte W. 
Gregan. 

The daughter claims that her father was 
defrauded out of the property, and also of 
his interest In the leasehold, by Davidson 
and others, who had them both sold for an 
inadequate sum, in foreclosure proceed- 
ings, and then had the deeds transferred to 
Davidson. 

Davidson had been collecting the rents, it 
is claimed, to the extent of $250,000 up to 
the time of his death in January, 1887. 


CANNOT GET THE CHILD. 


Pauline Hummler Must Remain in the 
House of Mercy. 


Pauline Hummier will have to remain in 
the House of Mercy until she is twenty- 
one years old. She is now fifteen years old. 

Her mother recently tried to secure her 
discharge under a writ of habeas corpus. 
After a hearing on the writ Justice Truax 
yesterday handed down a decision adverse 
to the mother. 

It was alleged that the girl was willful 
and her mother sought the advice of the 
Gerry society and was told to put the child 
in the institution. The mother, Mrs. Wil- 
helmina Hummler, said it was her intention 
to have the child retained by the Gerry 
society for a few weeks to frighten her. 
When she demanded the return of the child, 
the society refused to give her up, claiming 
that Mrs. Hummler had signed an affidavit 
relinquishing her. 

The mother claimed that she did not un- 
derstand what she had signed, as she could 
not read. 

Judge Truax said in his opinion: 

“The commitment was legal. It shows 
that the child committed was willful and 
disobedient, and was associating with 
vicious characters. 

“TIT have no doubt that, if the society 
is of the opinion that the condition of facts 
alleged to have existed at the time the 
child was committed no longer exist, it will 
consent to release the child. The applica- 
tion for the child’s release must be made to 
the society, and not to the court.” 


BLAMES THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


Judge Cowing’s Remarks on the Con- 
dition of Court Business. 


Judge Cowing had something interesting 
to say yesterday about District Attorney 
Fellows’s statement that the Judges of the 
Court of General Sessions were largely to 
blame for the backward state of business 
in those courts. F 

“It is the fault of the District Attorney’s 
office entirely,’’ said Judge Cowing, “if 
business is in a congested condition. The 
Judges have always been willing to sit as 
long as was necessary, to open court at the 
earliest possible hour, and keep it open un- 
til the day’s business was cleaned up. 

“TI will say now that I will be in court 
every day at 9 o’clock, or 8 o’clock, if the 
District Attorney’s office will have some- 
thing ready to do. But it never has had. 

* At one time, in order’ to facilitate busi- 
ness, I opened court at 10 o’clock, but the 
District Attorney’s office complained that 
the hour was too early to get witnesses and 
others around, and we went back to ll 
o’clock.”’ 


NEW BAIL FOR SCHOOLEY. 


The Lawyer Declares in No Sense Was 
He in Hiding. 


Willilam Schooley, the lawyer charged 
with the larceny of four one-thousand-dol- 
lar Iron Mountain Railroad bonds, was 
held in bail yesterday before Judge Fitz- 
gerald in the Court of General Sessions. 

Nine months ago Schooley’s bond was 
forfeited, and the police have been looking 
for him ever since. During all this time, 
Schooley alleges, he has been attending to 
his regular business, having appeared in all 
the courts of record, he asserts, in the pur- 
suit of his profession. 

He professes to have believed that the 
forfeiting of his bond was a mistake, and 
says he was at all times in the city, and 
within reach of any one who wanted to 
find him. He says he has nothing to fear, 
as his defense is perfect. 


Mr. Peyton Was Not in Court, 

The ci*stions for the probate of the will 
of Mrs. Josephine L. Peyton, who died on 
Nov. 7, leaving an estate of $3,100,000 and 
cutting off her husband, William K. Peyton, 
from ali participation in it, on account, as 
alleged, of conduct unbefitting a husband, 
were made returnable yesterday before Pro- 
bate Clerk Washburn, but on the applica- 
tion of the executors an adjournment was 
taken for a week to examine the witnesses 
to the will and codicils. 

The disinherited husband was not present, 
but he was represented by a lawyer’s 
clerk. It was said that nothing had yet 
been done by the husband’s attorneys look- 
ing to a contest of the will and codicils in 
his behalf. 


Wants an All-Night License. 

Andrew Horn, the saloonkeeper of Park 
Row, renewed his fight to compel the Board 
of Excise to issue him an all-night license 
yesterday in the Superior Court before 
Judge Freedman, who heard arguments 
upon the application of Horn for a writ of 
mandamus. 

Counsel for Horn held that an all-night 
saloon on Park Row was a public necessity 
to accommodate men who worked at night. 

The Excise Board. was represented by ex- 
Judge Brown. He opposed the granting of 
@ mandamus on the ground that an all- 
night saloon was not a necessity in Park 
Row. 

Judge Freedman took the papers and re- 
served decision for one week. 


More Policemev. Plead Not Guailty. 

The police cases came up again yesterday 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer. The 
courtroom was well crowded with police- 
men and friends of the defendants. 

REx-Sergts. Hugh Clarke, Charles A. Par- 
kerson, James W. Jordan, and Felix Mc- 
Kenna, and ex-Wardmen Burns, Lennon, 
Hock. Meehan, and Smith pleaded not 
guilty. They interposed Gemurrers, but. 
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the lawyer said he had just been brought 
into the case and asked that he be given 
sufficient time to examine the papers. The 
court allowed him until to-day. 


; May Conduct Her Own Case. 

Mrs. Louise M. Galligan, the deposed 
Nineteenth Ward school principal, who is 
suing Trustees Richard Kelly, Joseph 
Fettrich, Jeremiah Fitzpatrick, and Louis 
M. Hornthal, for $25,000 damages for libel, 
appeared before Judge Andrews yesterday 
morning in the Supreme Court and asked 
that the case go over until to-day, as some 
of her witnesses were not present, 

Her request was granted. Mrs. Galligan 
will conduct her own case, she says. 


COURT NEWS IN 


—Mrs. Ann A. Foley, the widow of 
Thomas F. Foley, who died on May 16 last 
from injuries received by falling down 
the elevator shaft in the Windsor flats, 
then in course of erection at 1,700 Broad- 
way, has a suit pending in the Supreme 
Court against Dr. Charles Phelps,’ one of 
the physicians in Bellevue Hospital, to re- 
cover $10,000 damages for performing an 
autopsy on the body of her husband against 
her protest. The widow brings the action 
claiming the damages to her feelings be- 
causé, as she alleges, the doctor negligently 
and recklessly dissected her husband's body 
in her praeenne, notwithstanding her pro- 
test, and disregarded her feelings. 


-~An injunction was served on Mayor Gil- 

roy yesterday afternoon, obtained from 
Judge Ingraham by interested property 
owners, restraining the city from filling in 
the Mott Haven Canal. The injunction 
was obtained Oct. 7, 1891. The Mayor and 
the Board of Street Opening and Improve- 
ments did not know of its existence when 
they passed a resolution Jast Friday order- 
ing the canal filled up. The Mayor sent the 
injunction to the Corporation Counsel, with 
instructions to have it dissolved. 


—Veteran William H. Cunliffe’s applica- 
tion for a peremptory writ of mandamus to 
compel the Dock Commissioners to reinstate 
him as an Inspector of Painting in the 
Dock Department has been refused by Jus- 
tice Truax of the Supreme Court, who holds 
that a question of fact is raised in the case, 
which must be decided by a jury. 


~—Samuel Wells, alias George Jones, was 
held by United States Commissioner Shields 
yesterday under an indictment tound against 
him in Indianapolis, Ind., charging that he 
robbed the New-Albany (Ind.) Post Office 
of $5,327.50 in money and stamps. Wells 
will be sent back to Indiana in a day or 
two.

Henry Bosse’s Maspeth Establishment 
Closed by a Creditor. 


fl CATERED TO. THE BELGIAN ARMY 


Many “Choice” Cuts of Horseflesh 
Ready for Shipment—Sides Pre- 
pared for Sausages and 
“Dried Beef.” 


NEWTOWN, L. I., Nov. 19.—There was 4& 
temporary suspension in the Maspeth horse- 
bologna-sausage industry to-day. Deputy 
Sheriff Louis Walters, armed with an exe- 
eution, took charge of the factory which 
is operated by Henry Bosse. 

On the bleak landscape outside the fact- 
ery, a gaunt, antiquated white horse 
cropped the short grass. Inside the main 
factory, suspended from hooks, were the 
sides of scores of his comrades, dressed 
and waiting to be converted into bologna 
sausages or “ dried beef,’ while barrels of 
*‘ choice’ cuts that had gone through a pro- 
cess of pickling stood ready for shipment. 

The establishment was seized to satisfy 
a deficiency judgment amounting to $7,000. 
The judgment was secured by William Uhl 
of New-York, who is said to be an exporter 
of the products of the factory. He had some 
business transaction with Bosse that evi- 
detitly did not turn out to be very profitable 
for him, and the legal complications fol- 
lowed. The Sheriff says that John Healy, 


another forwarder of the factory’s goods, 


‘was also after the stock, but was not quick 
enough, 

Now that the seizure has been made, the 
Sheriff’s office is in a quandary. The stock 
of dressed horse meat will not be improved 
by delay, and, as negotiations are pending 
for a settlement of the matter, the outlook 
is not pleasant. In compliance with the 
law, the Sheriff has advertised that he will 
sell the stock at public auction next Mon- 
day. <A notice to that effect is posted on 
ene of the factory doors, and the two Depu- 
ty Sheriffs who are guarding the place are 
already counting the days which must 
élapse before they will be relieved of their 
charge. 

The Newtown Board of Health, realizing 
the danger that will result from the dressed 
horse meat being kept on hand too long, is 
hot on the trail of the Sheriff. The health 
authorities insist that the public health 
must be protected, whether the legal differ- 
ences involved are satisfied or not. 

Dr. Brooks, one of the Health Board phy- 
sicians, visited the establishment this aft- 
ernoon and gave strict directions concern- 
ing what should be done to prevent the 
presence of the seized meat from becoming 
too evident. 

The horse-sausage factory consists of a 
row of low buildings. One side of the 
structures is painted red, while the other 
side is unpainted, The factory stands about 
two blocks off Grand Street, and within full 
view of one of Long Island’s mushroom 
race tracks. While business at the estab- 
lishment has been very active since the 
close of the racing season, the activity is 
mot entirely attributed to the presence of 
the track. The trolley is held as much re- 
sponsible for it as anything else. 

Proprietor Bosse has been transforming 
decrepit quadrupeds into odoriferous bolonga 
Sausages for a number of years. His busi- 
ness has been interrupted several times by 
the Board of Health, whose active opposi- 
tion to it has led to Mr. Bosse changing 
the location of his factory many times. 
Once he was arraigned in court and charged 
with maintaining a nuisance on the line of 
Newtown Creek. At the time it was 
thought to be impossible to manufacture or 
Produce anything on the shores of that 
waterway that would be a greater nuisance 
than those that were already there. The 
court, however, concluded otherwise, and 
Mr. Bosse was forced to close up his estab- 
lishment. 

How long Mr. Bosse was manufacturing 
horse sausages before the nature of his bus- 
iness first became kfiown cannot be learned. 
When the disclosures came, however, there 
Was a great falling off in the demand for 
country sausages and  bolognas. Free 
lunches at once lost their attractions. Not 
until Proprietor Bosse announced that the 
product of his factory was all shipped 
abroad did a reaction in the sausage de- 
mand take place. He said that he sent his 
goods mostly to Belgium, for consumption 
in the army of that country. Germany also 
took some of the horse product. 


THE “POPGUN” BILLS IN THE SENATE 


Jones ‘of Arkansas Thinks They 
Will Come Up in the Next Session. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, who took a prominent part in 
the tariff fight in the last session of Con- 
gress, was in the city to-day. Mr. Jones 
said that, although he had received no in- 
timation from the Democratic leaders of 
the Senate as to the course intended to be 
pursued in regard to the “‘ popgun”’ bills 
passed by the House last Summer, placing 
coal, iron, sugar, and barbed wire upon the 
free list, he believed that some action 
would be taken and an effort made to pass 
them. 

He said that in a short session of Con- 
gress, such as the n=2xt would be, it was 
the custom to pass all appropriation bills 
first, and then consider other matters. 

Mr. Jones was quite unprepared to say 
whether the tariff bills would pass, as he 
did not know what strength the opposition 
would be able to muster. 


NO STRONG RIVAL TO ELKINS, 
Judge Goff Is Not a Candidate for the 
United States Senate.

ALBANY, Nov. 19. -Gen, Austin Lathrop, 
Superintendent of State Prisons, to-day ap- 
pointed Omar VY. Sage of Catskill Agent 
and Warden of Sing Sing Prison. 

Qharles K, Baker of Washington County, 
who hhas been connected with the State 
Prison Department for the last twelve 
years, has been appointed chief clerk in the 
department, to fill the vacancy caused by 
Mr. Sage’s promotion. 

Mr. Sage is a Democrat and represented 
Greene County in the State Assembly in 
1890-1. He was born of American parent- 
age at Catskill, Dec, 19, 1834, and was edu- 
cated at the Prattsville Academy. He is 
married, and is engaged in the coal busi- 
ness in Catskill. He is a Director of the 
Catskill National Bank and has been twice 
Supervisor of Prattsville and twice County

SAYS DWYER SLANDERED HIM 


Gideon Sues for $50,000—Sequel to a 
Sweepstakes Horse Race. 


David Gideon, the owner of fast horses, 
who is the partner of John Daly, and whose 
winnings are estimated to have surpassed 
those of any other houseman on the track 
this season, is endeavoring, in legal proceed- 
ings in the Supreme Court, to compel Philip 
J. Dwyer, the Brooklyn horseman, to pay 
him $50,000 damages for alleged slanderous 
remarks made on June 30 last on the club 
house stand of the Sheepshead Bay race 
course, 

The legal controversy is a sequel to the 
handicap sweepstakes race which was 
run on June 30 last, in which Gideon’s Ram- 
apo and M. F. Dwyer’s Banquet were the 
principal participants. Sims rode Banquet, 
and Garrison was on Ramapo. The struggle 
was a fierce one all the way to the wire, 
and before that was reached, Sims lifted 
his whip and struck Ramapo several 
stinging blows, which was seen by a throng 
of indignant spectators. Ramapo fell away, 
and when both horses passed under the wire 
it was declared to be a dead heat. It was 
claimed that Ramapo’s leg was badly 
strained in the final struggle. Dwyer de- 
manded that the race be run over again, 
and the result was that Banquet won. 

Considerable hard feeling resulted be- 
tween the two horsemen, and when they 
met on the clubhouse stand after the race 
they had a pretty wordy discussion, in the 
course of which some very harsh language 
was used. Gideor says that Dwyer accused 
him of not being a sportsman, declared 
that he was compelled to leave Nashville 
on account of turf matters, and that he 
also had to leave Louisville. He ays that 
these remarks were unjustified and slander- 
ous. 


Dwyer has interposed a demurrer to the 
complaint, upon the ground that it does not 
state facts sufficient to constitute a cause 
for action. It is understood that one of the 
principal questions raised on the trial of 
the case will be as to whether the breeding 
and racing of horses is a legitimate busi- 
ness or profession, and whether a man can 
be slandered in that business. 

The demurrer was brought before Judge 
Beach yesterday, but the argument upon it 
was postponed until next month. 


Wreck in the Path of Vessels, 

Capt. Enright of the British steamship 
Etona, which arrived yesterday from South 
American ports, says his vessel passed 
the derelict schooner St. John, Nov. 16.

Nearly Two Million Cases of Salmon. 
From The Portland Oregonian. 

Salmon buyers and salmon’ packers are 
now busily engaged in figuring upon the Fall 
pack, that they may be better able to gauge 
the markets. The pack of the entire coast 
for the year is placed as high as 2,000,000 
cases, but conservative packers think that 
it will fall 100,000 cases short of that mark. 
Some 250,000 cases, it is said, are still on 
hand from last year’s pack, and if this is 
so it is not probable that the market will 
be short. Mr, A. T. Dunn of the firm of 
Ainsworth & Dunn, prominent fresh-fish 
shippers of Seattle, reports that the pack 
on Puget Sound has been unusually large 
this year, and that the canners have not 
been adverse to taking every case of salmon 
they can get.

In the financial report submitted by 
Charles F. Mayer,President of the Baltimore 
‘and Ohio Ratiroad Company, at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders in Baltimore 
yesterday, the following figures were given: 
Gross earnings, for the year ended June 30, 
1894, $22,502,662; operating expenses, 
$15,560,689; net earnings, $6,941,973; other 
income, $1,982,857; total available income, 
$8,719,829. From this sum there was de- 
ducted $6,552,581 for interest on bonded in- 
debtedness, rentals, taxes, and other 
charges, leaving a balance of $2,197,248. 

Dividends were paid as follows: On first 
preferred stock, 6 per cent., amounting to 
$180,000; on second preferred stock, 6 per 
cent., $120,000, and on common stock, $624,- 
935, making a total of $924,935, and leaving 
a balance in the company’s treasury of 
$1,272,313. To retire bonded indebtedness, 
payments of $760,346.55 were made, leaving 
a final balance of $511,967.23. Out of this 
sum the dividend on the common stock for 
the six months ended June 30, 1894, were 
paid last week, amounting’ to $500,000 

The earnings were from the following 
sources: Freights, $13,916,476; passengers, 
$6,431,058; mail, $699,620; express, $674,971, 
and miscellaneous, $780,536. Of an aggre- 
gate falling off in earnings for the year 
of $3,711,144, a little more than $3,600,000 
was lost to the freight department. The 
gross earnings decreased 14.16 per cent., 
and net earnings 3.22 per cent. The de- 
crease in the tonnage—18.34 per cent.—is en- 
tirely in the transportation of coal, coke, 
fron, and lumber, to which also—empha- 
sized by the long strikes—is due the de- 
crease in gross revenue, 

The report states that “the very thor 
®ugh manner in which all work done in the 
last five years has been carried out has en- 
abled the management, with less than the 
usual expenditure, to thoroughly maintain 
and largely improve the property in every 
department. despite the discouraging condi- 
tion of traffic.” 

In view of the unusual depression, in all 
classes of business, prevailing throughout 
the country during the entire fiscal year 
of 1894, the stockholders regarded the an- 
nual report as very gratifying. The old 
Board of Directors was re-elected by a 
vote of 153,577 shares, Mr. William L. Dixon, 
a banker of Baltimore, taking the place 
of Charles J. M. Gwinn, deceased. 


CLOVER LEAF LITIGATION, 


Ex-President Harrison Counsel for 
Preferred Coupon Stockholders. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Noy. 19.—Ex-Presi- 

dent Benjamin Harrison is here to-day in 
consultation with Chairman J. M. Quigley 
and the representatives and Trustees of the 
preferred coupon stock of the Toledo, St. 
Louis and Kansas City Railroad. This road 
is now in the hands of a receiver under 
a bill filed by the first mortgage bondhold- 
ers in the United States Circuit Court in 
Ohio, Indiand, and Illinois to bring about a 
foreclosure and sale. The preferred stock- 
holders have filed an intervening petition, 
asking that they may be allowed by the 
court to become parties in the case, and 
substantiate certain equitable rights which 
they claim exist against the allowance of 
the first mortgage bonds before a decree of 
foreclosure is entered up. 

This class of stockholders received their 
preferred stock, amounting to upward of 
$5,500,000, when the present corporation was 
organized in 1886. At that time they held 
first mortgage bonds in pre-existing roads, 
covering the same line from Toledo to St. 
Louis, now popularly known as the “ Clo- 
ver Leaf,” and exchanged the bonds for 
preferred stock under conditions and terms 
that have never been carried out. The 
rights of the present first mortgage bond- 
holders are not admitted to the full extent 
as claimed by them, and one of the princi- 
pal contentions sought to be raised now 
is as to the amount that should be granted 
by the court as due in equity. The inter- 
vening petitioners claim in their petition 
the right to be heard now upon several 
questions, and among these are the follow- 
ing: 


Upon first mortgage bonds and upon all 
questions as to their validity, the lien of the 
trust deed securing the same and the 
amount to which the holders are entitled; 
the validity and lien of other claims as- 
serted in the case. 


Upon the question of redemption of the 
property from all such liens; upon the ques- 
tion of reorganization of the railroad com- 
pany; and the terms and conditions of all 
decrees, orders, and judgments that the 
‘court may render in the case. 

These coupon stockholders are generally 
residents of New-York and New-England, 
and are now united by a strong committee, 
of which Mr. J. M. Quigley is Chairman. 
The present proceeding is not for the pur- 
pose of delaying the foreclosure, but to es- 
tablish the petitioners’ equitable rights, and 
thus bring about an equitable foreclosure 
at the earliest possible date. 

The Hon. John H. Boyle, ex-Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Ohio, is associated with 
Gen. Harrison for the petitioners in this 
important case, and together they will pre- 
gent the petition before Judge Ricks, in the 
United States Circuit Court here, to-mor- 
row. 


Angered by a Trolley Company. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Nov. 19.—There was a 
rousing meeting of prominent citizens held 
here to-night at the Elizabeth Wheelmen’s 
clubhouse to take some action toward com- 
pelling the Consolidated Traction Company 
to live up to its agreement with the city 
to place a trolley road in operation by July 
1, 1894, and properly repair the streets, 
which has not been done. Charles B. 
Vaughan presided, and Lawyer Frederick 
K. Day was Secretary. 

Speeches were made by City Attorney Con- 
nolly, Aldermen Doe and O’Donnell, Profs. 
Watson and Ames, ex-Alderman Campbell, 
and School Commissioner Matthews. It was 
decided to proceed against the traction com- 
pany by mandamus to compel it to put the 
streets in the same shape they were be- 
fore the work of laying the trolley began. 

A resolution was also passed appointing 
a commmittee of eight—Frederick H. Levy, 
J. C. Kellogg,’ Charles B. Vaughan, Adam 
Sauer, Peter Egenolf, Charles Townsend, 
Prof. Ames, and Henry Haines—to take such 
measures aS may be deemed fit to secure 
the legal rights of the property owners, and 
ascertain if the contract with the traction 
rompany cannot be abrogated. 


Georgia Southern to be Sold. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 19.—Under the 
provisions of the court decree for the sale of 
the Georgia Southern and Florida Railroad, 
signea at Macon,Ga., Saturday, the road will 
be offered for sale March 6, 1895. The min- 
imum price for the road fixed by the court 
is $4,000,000. If this bid is not received at 
the first sale the road will again be put up 
for sale three weeks later, when a bid of 
$3,500,000 will be accepted. Should the road 
fail to bring this price it is to be offered 
again two weeks later at $3,000,000, and if 
this is not bid the limit is to be removed 
and the road sold for what it will bring. 
The bonds of the road are largely held in 
Baltimore, and it is the expectation here 
that the bondholders will purchase the prop- 
erty and operate it. These bonds are now 
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selling on this market at from 88 to 88}. 
The total bonded debt of the road is $3,420,- 
000 first mortgage 6 per cent. bonds. 

Mr. Hoke Smith, Secretary of the Interior, 


and Major R. M. Venable of this city repre- 
sented the bondholders in the application 
for the sale. ' " 


Another Atchison Comniittee. 

At a meeting of the new Board of Di- 
rectors of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad, held in the company’s office; 
120 Broadway, yesterday, a committee was 
appointed to take such steps in the matter 
of reorganization as the best interests of 
the property may demand. The commit- 
tee consists of B. P. Cheney, Jr., Thomas 
P. Fowler, W. L. Bull, George A. Nicker- 
son, and E. J. Berwind. It is probable 
that this committee will work in harmony 
with the joint Executive Committee of 
bondholders, of which Edward King is 
Chairman. 

The Atchison Directors have not yet 
picked out a man for President. Vice Pres- 
ident D. B. Robinson will continue in 
charge of the operation of the road. Re- 
ceivers Walker, McCook, and Wilson have 
issued a circular, in which they say: ‘‘ The 
authority of D. B. Robinson, General Agent 
of the receivers, will embrace all matters 
except such as directly pertain to the freight 
and passenger traffic or to the legal depart- 
ment.’”’ “ 


Rock Island Withdraws. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—The withdrawal, of 
the Rock Island Road from the Western 
Passenger Association to-day deals that 
body a blow which, if it will not end its ex- 
istence, wil] at least impair its usefulness 
to such an extent that it will ro longer be 
the power in Western railroad affairs that 
it has been. The Missouri Pacific sent word 
Saturday of its intention to leave the 
association, which was not, however, re- 
ceived by Chairman Caldwell until this 
morning. Almost at the same time came 
the notice of the Rock Island. It is not 
true, as has been. stated in some quarters, 
that the Alton has also withdrawn. That 
road sent notice to-day that it wanted ar- 
bitration in the matter of the reduced rate 
from East St. Louis to Kansas City, in 


which Chairman Caldwell recently decided 
against them. A meeting will be held next 
Monday to consider the serious condition of 
the association. 


Another Step in Reading. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—Samuel Dick- 
son, counsel for the receivers of the Reading 
Railroad, is in receipt of a letter from Nathan 
Bijur, representing Isaac L. Rice, and other 
parties interested in Reading affairs, in 
which the latter attofney says that it is his 
intention to appear before the Supreme 
Court of the United States on Monday next, 
Nov. 26, and then to make application for a 
writ to issue to the United States Circuit 
Court of the Eastern District, restraining 
further proceedings in connection with the 
Olcott-Earle plan of reorganization, and va- 
eating those already taken.

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MAY REMOVE POLICE JUSTICES 


THE SEVENTY TALKS OF ABOL- 
ISHING THEIR OFFICES. 


A Proposition to Pass a Law to Re- 
Place Them’ with New Officials 
to be Called Magistrates. 


The Seventy’s Committee on Legislation 
is hard at work preparing measures to send 
to Albany. 

A meeting of this committee was held 
Saturday night, at which several of the 
changes desired were discussed, and the 
work of preparing the bills was referred to 
various sub-committees. There were pre- 
sent at that meeting, Albert Stickney, 
Charles C. Beaman, Joseph Larocque, Will- 
iam B. Hornblower, and Lewis L. Dela- 
field of the Seventy, and Henry R. Beek- 
man, Judge-elect of the Superior Court, who 
is one of the ‘Advisory Committee to the 
Committee on Legislation. 

Several members of the Committee on 
Legislation were seen by a reporter for 
The New-York Times yesterday, but they 
said it was too early to announce the de- 
tails of the measures which are now being 
prepared. 

The attention of this committee has been 
called by well-known attorneys to the pro- 
visions of law and the new State Con- 
stitution relating to Police Justices, and 
the question has been raised as to whether 
or not it will be possible for the Legis- 
lature to pass a bill which will authorize 
the removal of Police Justices. This ques- 
tion has received serious consideration, and 
some competent authorities believe that a 
‘power of removal ”’ bill which would allow 
the Mayor to remove the heads of depart- 
ments, and most, if not all, of the other 
appointive officers would not apply to-Police 
Justices. 

The Committee of Seventy and almost all 
others who have spoken on this subject 
since the election have declared emphatic- 
ally that the police court bench must be 
cleared of some of the Justices who are 
now drawing large salaries by the grace af 
Tammany Hall. Chief among these are Div- 
ver and Koch. 

Finding that the authority of a ‘‘ power 
of removal”’ bill might not avail to rid the 
bench of these officers, those who have in- 
terested themselves in the reform measures 
have hit upon another plan. This is noth- 
ing more nor less than to present a bill to 
the Legislature which would, if it became 
a law, abolish the position of Police/Justice 
in this city. This would terminate the offi- 
cial existence of all of the Justices now sit- 
ting in the police courts. Coupled with this 
would be a proposition to provide for new 
Officials, that is, magistrates who would 
perform the same duties essentially as 
those now supposed to be performed by the 
Justices. 

It was said yesterday that this could be 
done under provisions of the judiciary arti- 
cle of the new State Constitution. An at- 
torney, speaking on this subject, said that 
if the new positions were not created by the 
same measure which legislated the present 
Justices out of office, and there should be 
an.interval when there were no police 
magistrates, their functions could be per- 
formed by Justices of the Supreme Court. 
It is doubtful if sucltf an addition to their 
duties would be wholly agreeable to the 
Supreme Court Justices. 

It is the intention, however, of those who 
have the consideration of this matter that 
the act creating the new position shall 
be a part of the one which abolishes the 
offices of the present Police Justices, so that 
there could not by any possibility be an in- 
terval when there are no magistrates of this 
sort.

SIXTH AVENUE L TRAINS IN COLLISION 


Nobody Injured and Not Much Damage 
to Trains or Delay to Traffic. 


A Rector Street train, in egharge of Con- 
ductor Crosson, ran into a South Ferry 
train which was standing at the Park Place 
station at 3:40 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Nobody was injured, the rolling stock suf- 
fered slightly, and the blockade lasted less 
than fifteen minutes. 

The railroad officials would say little about 
the accident. The South Ferry train was a 
minute late. While discharging its passen- 
gers at Park Place the train following 
rounded the sharp curve from Murray 
Street. The latter train was going slowly, 
as the stopping place is only about 100 feet 
from the turn. The collision shook up a 
car full of passengers, but did little dam- 
age. The drawbar of the engine attached to 
the Rector Street train was broken, and the 
iron work on the rear of the last car of the 
Ferry train was twisted considerably. 


Policemen to be Tried for Fraud. 

The Police Commissioners will hold an in- 
vestigation to-day in the cases of Rounds- 
man Joseph Devlin and Patrolmen Dennis 
Keating, Herman. F. Ludwing, Richard 
Burk, Edgar F. Douglass, John Flatley, 
Soloman Cohen, John R. Krushinsky, John 
Dowling, and Adviphus W. Rehage who, it 
is alleged, obtained their appointments on 
the force through fraudulent civil service 
examinations. The object of the investiga- 
tion is to show, if possible, that the men 
were disqualificd by statute from being ap- 
pointed on the force. 

The Commissioners have no power to pre- 
fer charges for any offense committed by 
the policemen before the Civil Service 
Board prior to their appointment, but if it 
can be proved that they were disqualified 
on account of the alleged fraudulent exam- 
inations the board will drop them from the 
rolls. 

The investigation is set for 10 o’élock. Lee 
Phillips, Secretary of the Civil Service 
Board, and David W. Carvalho, the expert 
in chirography, will testify. 


Perrin H. Sumner Again Arrested. 


The war’ between Perrin H. Sumner, the 
great American identifier, and Miss Theresa 
A. Moll of 68 West Thirty-fifth Street was 
continued in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday. Miss Moll had Sumner 
arrested on a charge of forgery. Miss Moll 
alleges that Sumner, as a notary public, 
falsely acknowledged her signature to a 
mortgage. The mortgage was for $1,100 on 
some lots at Westfield, N. J. Sumner was 
held in $100 bail, which was furnished by 
his daughter.

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THE CANALS OF MARS DUPLICATED 
r ra ; ? . 
A Phenomenon for Which Astrono- 
mers Have Been Watching. 


BOSTON,* Nov. 19.—A dispatch was’ re- 
ceived to-day from Percival Lowell, at the 
Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Arizona, 
stating that the canals of Mars, as observed 
last night, had begun to double, and that 
Phison and Euphrates were seen gemi- 
nated. 

The duplication of the canals of the plan- 
et Mars is a phenomenon for which as- 
tronomers have been watching with a great 
deal of interest. It was first observed by 
the Italian astronomer, Schiaparelli, quite 
a number of years ago. He announced that 
some of the straight lines which are known 
as canals were to be seen accompanied by 
a parallel line, as if another canal existed 
beside the first. During the different op- 
positions of Mars the canals have been 
closely watched to learn more about the 
duplication. 

The first European astronomer to observe 
the phenomenon was Perrotin, at Nice, 
who, in two successive oppositions, ob- 
served duplication. In this country, the 
canals were observed doubled by the Lick 
Observatory in 1890 and again in 1892. Dur- 
ing the present opposition one canal only 
has heretofore been announced as double, 
this being Ganges, and the observer, was 
Prof. Holden of Lick. Observations of the 
same canal since that time have not shown 
it to be continuously double. The cause of 
the duplication is by no means determined. 
Mr, Lowell is of the opinion that it is de- 
pendent upon the season, and has predicted 
all along that the canals would not be seen 
in duplicate until some time in November. 


KAHN SENT TO PRISON FOR FIVE YEARS 


Confessed that He Made an Unsuccess- 
ful Attempt to Kill His Wife. 


Louis H. Kahn pleaded guilty to assault 
with intent to kill his wife, before Judge 
Fitzgerald, in Part I. of General Sessions, 
yesterday morning. He shot her Oct. 15. 
She was not seriously injured. He was 
sentenced to five years in State prison. 

When arrested a letter was found upon 
him. He tried to destroy it. A portion of 
the paper was torn away. What remained 
read as follows:
